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JOHN W. MARTIN 


GOVERNOR OF FLORIDA 


Governor John W. Martin was born June 21, 1884, at Martin, Marion County, 
Florida. He served three times as mayor of Jacksonville, the largest city in Florida. 

He was elected governor of the State of Florida, November, 1924, for a term 
of four years. 

Governor Martin’s people came to the United States in 1607, settling in Vir- 
ginia. He is a descendant of John Martin of Captain John Smith’s time in Virginia.

Lass7cis, N a special issue of The Manufacturers’ Record published in December, 

1924, entitled ‘The South’s Development,” former Governor Cary A. 

Hardee, in an article on The Present and Future Possibilities of Florida, 

stated that if the progress and prosperity of the country depend upon its 

people, its climate and its soil, Florida is destined to take first rank among 
all the states. 

This, coming from a former governor, one who has high reason to be proud of 
his state, is not unusual, but because his thought is the thought of all Ilorida people, 
and because it is based upon fact it is established as a truth that can not be denied. 
Governor Hardee does not deal in generalities. Instead he offers convincing figures 
and statements, and because it well tells the story of the present Florida the article 
is reproduced here. In substantiation of the above statement it follows: 

‘Her people as a class are of the same general type as those of the other South- 
ern states, than which, in energy, resourcefulness, courage and moral character,. there 
has not yet been produced a finer type. They belong to the same class of people 
exactly as those who have builded in little more than half a century from the wreck 
and ruins of the most devastating war of history one of the greatest empires on earth. 

‘Among the states Florida has only one competitor in climate. There both the 
heat in summer and the cold in winter are more intense than they are in Florida, 
often rising above 100 degrees in summer and falling below 25 degrees in winter. 
In that state the rainfall is so scant that irrigation is necessary to the production of 
all crops. In Florida the rainfall is reliable and abundant during practically all sea- 
sons. 

“In that part of Florida which lies below the same parallel the temperature sel- 
dom rises above go degrees or falls below 32 degrees, and during the hottest periods 
of summer, when other sections of the country are sweltering in intense humid heat, 
the air is always cooled by refreshing breezes from the Gulf, so there are few nights 
when some covering is not comfortable. 

“The Peninsula of Florida—particularly on the West and Hast Coasts, with 
their innumerable bathing beaches, and splendid hotel accommodations and hundreds 
of miles of hard-surfaced roads—is fast becoming as popular a summer resort as the 
mountainous sections of the Middle and Northern states. 

“No other state equals Florida in the variety, fertility and productivity of her 
soils, and in no other section of the United States can land be found that will produce 
so abundantly two or three crops a year with so little labor, nor can there be found 
anywhere land that will produce, with careful and industrious and intelligent cultiva- 
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tion, crops of a net value of from $200 to $1000 per acre that can still be bought 
at from $50 to $200 per acre. 

“Agriculture has always been and will continue to be the chief support of civiliza- 
tion. Florida, with her 250 different varieties of crops, fruits and vegetables, all of 
which grow well, is first of all an agricultural state. No other state equals her in 
this respect. ler citrus fruit crop last year, consisting, as it did, of more than 21,- 
000,000 boxes, sold for enough to repay what the United States paid Spain for the 
whole territory which she purchased four times over, leaving a considerable margin to 
spare. 

_ _ There was also shipped from the state during that year 100,000 carloads of 
fruits and vegetables, including cabbage, tomatoes, peppers, cucumbers, strawberries, 
pineapples and celery. It is said that Mlorida produces more potatoes than Maine and 
more celery than Michigan, ge 

_ ‘In one year Florida’s 50,000 farmers put into the market $80,000,000 of crops 
from less than 2,000,000 acres of land, and kept on hand stock cattle worth $2<5,- 
600,000, horses and mules worth $14,000,600, hogs worth $6,000,000, milk cows 
worth $2,500,000 and thoroughbred cattle worth approximately $2,000,000. 

“She has produced 17,000,000 bushels of corn in one year, 5,000,000 bushels of 
peanuts, 2,000,000 bushels of velvet beans, 3,500,000 gallons of syrup and 4,000,000 
pounds of tobacco. These agricultural products were grown on 2,000,000 acres, and 
she has 20,000,000 more acres of the same type of soil undeveloped, about 4,000,000 
acres of which lie in the far-famed Everglades, which consists of a muck deposit vary- 
ing in thickness from two to eighteen feet deep. Most of this vast tract is below the 
27th parallel, is nearly half as large as the state of Maryland and is more fertile than 
the valley of the Nile. It is being rapidly drained and is destined to be the market 
garden and the ‘sugar-bowl’ of the world. 

“She has in her water more than 600 varieties of fish, and her fish and oyster 
industry—which is yet in its infancy—is worth more than $20,000,000 annually. And 
it 1s said that all the oyster beds around Apalachicola and the few other Florida 
ports would produce, with intelligent development, an abundant supply for the entire 
nation. 

“It may not be generally known that the largest sponge industry in America Is at 
Tarpon Springs on the West Coast of Florida. In this industry alone more than 
seventy-five vessels are engaged. 

‘Florida is not usually classed as a mining state, but in one year her phosphate 
mines yielded $19,000,000 and her fuller’s earth production yielded $1,600,000, and 
it is estimated that she has in reserve 212,000,000 tons of phosphate. 

“Her 500 saw mills turn out over one billion feet of lumber annually, the prod- 
ucts of which are worth about $40,000,000. And she produces more naval stores than 
any other state. I lorida is not classed as a manufacturing state, yet the capital in- 
vested in her manufactories increased from $3,000,000 in 1880 to more than $200,- 
600,000 in 1920, and the value of her manufactured products increased from. $5,- 
000,000 in 1880 to $200,000,000 in 1920. 

“Florida, with a population of only about 1,000,000 increased her highway ex- 
penditures from $400,000 in 1904 to more than $10,000,000 in 1922, her railway 
mileage from 518 miles in 1880 to 5,000 miles in 1921, and her school expenditures 
from $700,000 in 1g00 to $10,700,000 In 1923. i 

“In 1g10, Florida had 43 national banks with resources of $46,000,000, in 
1922, she had 61 national banks, with resources of more than $125,000,000, and in 
1923; Florida’s national bank resources were over $15 6,000,000. In 1goo, she had 
on deposit in her savings banks, private banks and trust companies, $3,700,000. — In 
1923, these deposits had increased to $129,400,000. Total deposits in all banks in 
Ilorida, in 1923, amounted to over $244,000,000.

mient work. As the years increased. Mr. Flagler grew more and more enthusiastic 
about the future of the state. 

“T was with him once in company with George W. Perkins, then of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. We traveled over the road to study the Over-the-Sea line. Perkins said 
to me that no banking house in the world would have undertaken to finance that proj- 
ect; that to accomplish it needed a man of Flagler’s vision and daring, who could use 
his own money to carry it out. ‘But now,’ said he (and then the ocean part of the 
line was less than half finished), ‘any banking house in the world would be glad to un- 
dertake to finance the proposition. We all realize now that Mr. Flagler saw far 
ahead of the rest of us.’ 

“At that time Mr. Flagler told me that he realized that his road must be double 
tracked, and that it should be done as quickly as possible. 

“The development of Florida which is now under way is, so far as I can see, dif- 
ferent in many respects from anything ever seen in this country, To my mind it ts 
more astonishing and far sounder than the growth of California. California is far 
away from the center of population and wealth, but despite that fact its progress has 
been the wonder of the country, especially in the Los Angeles section, a city which now 
has about one million population, though its people claim more. There is no other 
possible rival to Florida, and California is too far away to be a rival. Many people 
who have lived in California and who now live in Florida tell me that the Florida 
climate is far superior to California’s. 

“Some of the reasons which appeal to me very strongly in making any estimate 
as to the future of Florida may be summed up as follows: 

“Tt has become the fashion for men of wealth of the East and of the Central 
West to spend their winters in Florida and to have superb winter homes here. Isvery 
increase in the wealth of the country means an increase in the number of people who 
can afford to get away from the blizzards and the snows of the Fast and the West to 
the warmth and sunshine of Florida. There is no other place to which they can go 
and at the same time keep in touch with their business interests. California is too 
far away for them. . 

“The millionaires and the multi-millionaires, whose number is ever increasing, 
are going to come to Florida in ever-increasing number. I have often mentioned the 
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Type of Palatial Yachts To Be Found In Florida Waters, 


fact that John D. Rockefeller, after spending three or four years in southern Cali- 
fornia seeking health, later on trying other places for an equal period, came to Florida 
and spent three of four years studying this climate, and then after this long investiga- 
tion has established his permanent winter home here. Henry Ford, whose wealth may 
match Mr. Rockefeller’s, has a home in Florida and has been buying rather heavily of 
Florida's land, according to general reports. Thomas A. Edison likewise has a Florida 
home. And these are but typical of the men of great wealth and of great business 
ingenuity in every line of human activity who are making their winter homes in this 
state. Among men of this character there are many active, hustling millionaires, great 
business organizers and general promoters who are concentrating their energies upon 
constructive upbuilding in Florida. This state is to-day the center of work for the 
greatest land operators in Amverica, and these men are spending millions on top of mil- | 
lions in establishing towns, opening up great subdivisions and advertising on a broader 
scale than has ever been done by any other state in the Union. (od

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the population of Massachusetts. There are vast areas of cut-over pine lands availa- 
ble for agricultural pursuits, and other vast areas of overflowed or wet lands, as fer- 
tile as the Valley of the Nile, and only needing to be drained in order to be available for 
farming purposes. Sir George Paish thought that the only land yet remaining to be 
developed in this country was the semi-arid regions of the West, which might to some 
extent be made available by irrigation. It is far easier to drain wet lands than it is to 
irrigate the semi-arid lands of the West, and no such difficulties are encountered in the 
cultivation of these drained lands as the West has to meet in irrigated lands. 

“I think it safe to predict that the industrial development of Florida within a 
few years will be much greater than is now anticipated by the people of this state. 
(here are opportunities for manufacturing as yet but little understood or realized. The 
investors and developers have been, so busy with land operations and city building 
activities that they have not had time to turn their attention to manufacturing inter- 
ests. 

“Some days ago Darwin P. Kingsley, president of the New York Life Insurance 
oe Company, in a public address here stressed so strongly the inestimable value of 
K Florida's climate and the future of this state that I felt that instead of being an opti- 
mist on Florida I had been almost a pessimist. If there were no particular advantages 
other than this climate, that alone would build a state of great wealth, for climate is an 
asset which man can not duplicate. Man can not change the bitter cold of the West 
and the North into mildness, and he can not change the glorious sunny climate 
of Florida into cold and bitter weather. Climate is a permanent asset. It has been 
given to this section by the Creator. It makes Hlorida a resort for the tired and 
weary and the sick, greater than that of any other part of America. It gives to the 
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yt pleasure-seeker opportunities for outdoor life such as he can find nowhere else in this 
/ country. Close proximity to the great centers of population and wealth are of infinite 
iy advantage as compared with far-distant California. 
\/ “The whole country has within the last few years begun to awaken to what all of 
» these advantages and resources in Florida will mean for an increase of population and 
the enrichment of the people of this state. [| am constantly amazed at how rapidly 
the tide is turning this way. It is a flood tide, with no indication that there will ever 
| be an ebb tide. Here and there we may have slack water in Ilorida where rush of 
f development work as now seen will temporarily halt for a breathing spell. Some peo- 
ple may overtrade and find themselves unable to meet their obligations on land they 
| have bought. That will only be a passing phase of the great constructive, upbuilding, 
“| ereative work which is now under way. 
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“IT am quite sure that within a comparatively few years there will be at least 
three cities in this state of a million population each, with many others, perhaps not 
matching them in extent of population, but keeping the pace at a rate which will aston- 
ish the country.” * 


THE HISTORY OF FLORIDA 


_ Florida history ts varied—replete with romance, valor and accomplishment. None 
of the United States have been so sought nor so fought over as has she. Her parent 
flag has changed ten times. T*our times it has been that of Spain: 1559 to 1718, 1723 
to 1763, 1781 to 1818, 1819 to 1821; that of France from 1718 to 1723; that of 
Great Britain from 1763 to 1781; that of the Confederate States of America from 
1861 to 1865; that of the United States of America from 1818 to 181g, 1821 to 
1861, 1865 to the present—and on to the day when the stars shall fall. Urged by 
the desire to find that which would turn back the flight of Time Juan Ponce de Leon 
landed near what is now the city of St. Augustine on Palm Sunday, 1513.” He named 
the territory upon which he was the first white man to set foot by the religious designa- 
tion of the day—Pascoa Florida—the Feast of Flowers. After many months spent 
in seeking for the fountain of eternal youth he returned to Porto Rico, coming back to 
Florida, where he hoped to establish a vast empire for his native land, again in 1521. 
I-atally wounded in a battle with the Indians he retired with his expedition to Cuba, 
where he died. Following him were Panfilo de Narvaez, 1527, and Hernando de 
Soto, 1539, who landed on the west coast, near the present cities of Pensacola and 
‘Tampa. The one perished, with his followers, before a settlement could be establish- 
ed, the other pushed west, to discover the Mississippi River. “Then came expeditions 
from Mexico under Tristian de Luna y Arellano, 1559; of Huguenots under Jean 
Ribault, 1562; Rene de Laudonniere, 1564; Pedro Menendez, 1565; Dominic de 
Gourges, 1568. “These had varied fortunes. They did battle among themselves and 
with the Indians, but various colonies were established and forts built. Sir Francis 
Drake led the English into Florida in 1586, capturing and burning St. Augustine, which 
was burned again in 1665 by the English buccaneer, John Davis. in? wyo2, Ste Auv- 
gustine was destroyed by the Mnglish, under John Moore, governor of South Carolina. 
Dispute over the llorida boundary resulted in a declaration by Great Britain of war 
against Spain in 1739. Pensacola, settled by Spaniards under Don Andres d’ Arriola 
in 1696 was taken by the French under de Bienville in 1719, being held by them until 
returned to Spain in 1722. In 1763, Spain ceded Ilorida to England under the terms 
of the treaty of Paris. Revolution arose, Spaniards under Benardo de Galvez took 
Pensacola in 1781. At the close of the revolution, 1783, Florida was receded to 
Spain. . The Republic of Florida was organized in 1812. Her territory was the scene 
of numerous battles between the forces of Ingland and the United States during the 


war which was declared between them that year. In 1814, the British occupied Pensa- 


cola. Florida was occupied by American troops under General Jackson in 1818, be- 
ing ceded to the United States in 1819, in exchange for claims of citizens against 
Spain aggregating $5,000,000. William I. Duvall, of Kentucky, was appointed the 
first civil governor of the territory of Florida in 1822, the permanent seat of govern- 
ment being located on the old Indian fields of Tallahassee by a commission composed 
of William H. Simmons and John Lee Williams. The first house was built in ‘Tal- 
lahassee in 1824 and the state house was begun in 1826. From 1835 to 1842, Florida 
was the battle ground of the Seminole War. In 1845, she was admitted into the union 
as a state. Casting her lot with the Confederacy, I‘lorida seceded in 1861, being re- 
admitted to the union in 1868. The navy yard at Pensacola was seized by the Ted- 
erals and Jacksonville was occupied by them four times during the war between the 
states. The first ship load of slaves was brought to Florida in 1687. Other than fur- 
nishing headquarters, at Tampa, for the army of invasion of Cuba under General 
Shafter, during the Spanish-American War in 1898, the record of Florida since her re- 
admission into the union has been one of peace, and progress, and utmost loyalty. 
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During the World War, she furnished her full quota of men and money for the na- 
tonal service. Jacksonville and Tampa were sites for large shipbuilding plants, there 
was a large training camp for the quartermasters’ corps (Camp Jackson) at Jackson- 
ville and two aviation fields (Dorr and Carlstrom) near Arcadia, in the war days. 

_ blorida is the most southern of the United States. It is bounded north by Ala- 
bara and Georgia, east by the Atlantic Ocean, south and west by the Gulf of Mexico 
and a small portion on the extreme northwest by Alabama. ‘Thus situated, nature has 
given her marvelously as regards three things: ler climate, her land, her water- 
front. 

llorida enjoys an equable temperature practically the whole year through, with 
extremes of neither heat nor cold. It is cooler in summer than most of the states to 
the north and more genial in winter than any of the states. Flowers bloom the year 
round, garden and tield and grove furnish vegetables and fruit -in December. as_ in 
June, and people play in the open, bathe in the surf and bask in the sunshine without 
revard to the calendar. 

Morida has an approximate area of 35,155,960 acres. Of this 5,029,972 acres 
are in farms, with 1,965,862 acres in actual cultivation and 1,613,909 acres in mer- 
chantable timber on farms. The land is surprisingly adaptable and productive. In 
i922, the citrus crop returned $27,804,478, more than five and a half times the cost 
wt the state when the United States bought it from Spain. lor that year, Florida ship- 
ped 84,493 cars of fruits and vegetables, an average of nearly ten cars every hour of 
the year. Seven thousand five hundred cars. of watermelons and 300,000 crates of 
¢antaloupes have been shipped out in a season. Ferns are sold annually to the value 
of $300,000, chicory to the value ‘of $77,000. The value of all crops in 1922 was 


§$160,000,000, with only about one-twentieth of the total acreage in cultivation. 


Florida's waterfront is such that there is no portion of the state so far inland 
that it does not feel the tang of salt as the breezes blow in from the sea. It likewise 
furnishes place for splendid ports for the exchange of cargoes with ports on distant 
shores. The advantage Florida enjoys in her water facilities will, properly realized 
upon, furnish support for a prosperous state. The shipping industry has been de- 
veloped to large proportions and commercial fishing is an important and profitable 
Hlorida industry. Rivers, lakes and seas afford great opportunity for fishing as a 
sport, 

Tallahassee is the capital of the state, and its five principal cities, according to 
Hlorida’s 1925 census are: Tampa, 94,808, Jacksonville, 94,206; Miami, 71,419; St. 
Petersburg, 26,706; Pensacola, 24,958. 

Ilorida is to-day the fastest growing state in the Union. In 1920, the popula- 
tion of its sixty-four counties was 968,470, while in 1925, it has passed the million 
mark, now having a population of 1,253,635. Its population for 1925 by leading 
cities, and by counties follow:

—but that is only a phase of its story. Oldest in the point of habita- 
tion, yes. he oldest house in America still stands at St. Augustine and 
is staple testimony of the early discovery of this new land of promise, and 
undoubtedly there is nothing newer in America, nor in all the world than 
the Aladdin-like evidences of city building that line the Atlantic from Jacksonville to 
Key West. The development of the Florida Kast Coast is an epic story of American 
enterprise, American vision, and American genius that stands unparalleled in the 
economic history of the nation. The history of the section is a story of sheer romance. 





The United States is noted for its recreation places, summer and winter; and 
Hlorida’s Hast Coast first came into general prominence as a winter tourist playground, 
a place where surf bathing and all the pleasures usually enjoyed in summer could be 
had the entire year. Undoubtedly this will continue, with climate a matter of chief 
appeal, cach year drawing millions from every nook and corner of the nation—and 
undoubtedly many of the millions who will come will never become residents of Flor- 
via. Tlowever, other millions will remain, and a future awaits the state that is bound- 
less. Florida is America’s last great frontier and all the promise and glory that is 
ihead for it is ahead for the Florida Kast Coast. The fame of East Coast cities, 
Miami, Palm Beach, West Palm Beach, Daytona, Ormond, St. Augustine, Jackson- 
ville and others has been carried on the four winds to every civilized nation and to-day 
a world looks upon them with envious eyes. Miami, the magic city, a consistent rec- 
otd-breaker, has jumped from a_ population of 29,571 in 1920 to 71,419 in 1925, an 
acrease of 141 per cent. West Palm Beach has jumped from 8,659 to 19,132, an in- 
crease of 140 per cent. Fort Lauderdale has an increase of 203 per cent., a rise 
from 2,065 to 6,275. Daytona has a gain of 76 per cent., with population of 9,594 
as ayainst 5,445 in 1920. 

These figures, startling as they are, give only a partial idea of the increase in 
population that is coming to ast Coast cities. They are merely the figures of the 
permanent populations and do not indicate in any way the vast increase in population 
that comes through the thousands and thousands of winter visitors that pour into these 
cities. What has happened to these communities has happened to other communities 
of the Hast Coast, as well as to those of the West Coast. The new state cen- 
sus figures for 1925 gives Florida a population of 1,253,600, an increase of 285,130 
aver 1920, or a gain of approximately 30 per cent. for the entire state, unquestiona- 
bly the largest gain made by any state during the past five years and the largest made 
by any state east of the Mississippi in a census period of 75 years. 

Taking Miami as an example—not as a reason to boost Miami any more than 
any other East Coast city, for Miami doesn’t need boosting, and what has been hap- 
pening at Miami has been happening at West Palm Beach, at lort Lauderdale, at 
Daytona, and at practically all of the other cities along the favored Hast Coast— 
Miami has grown so fast that it has exceeded by far the preparations made by its 
utilities companies. Within the last few months these utilities have practically all pass- 
ed into the hands of subsidiaries of the Electric Bond & Share Company, which is now 
spending over six million dollars catching up with the population. The American 
Telephone & Telegraph Company recently mapped out a program several years in 
advance, only to find its facilities for a five-year period outgrown in eighteen months.

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tion the tremendous sums that will be spent for office buildings, apartment houses and 
private residences. 

The East Coast has suffered greatly for lack of greater railroad facilities, but 
the Florida East Coast Railroad has promised the completion of 230 miles of double 
track between Jacksonville and Miami during the coming winter, and a third track to 
Miami via Okeechobee City soon after, and this phase of development is as a cloud 
with a silver lining. The Seaboard Air Line, now reaching the Hast Coast with line 
direct from Tampa to West Palm Beach is also aflording greatly increased means of 
transportation, and further of importance it is understood that this line will be fol- ei 
lowed shortly by the building of another link, between Canal Point and Miami. With | 
completion of double track by the Florida East Coast Railroad and the extension of 
other lines a boom will be given to the Kast Coast that is scarcely to be imagined, for 
although the section may owe its inception and much of its enormous progress to, the 
Florida East Coast Railroad, its growth has been so swift that the railroads have been 
unable to keep pace with it and if anything has retarded progress it has been lack of 
transportation, even despite heroic efforts on the part of the roads, particularly the 
Florida East Coast Railroad. 

Also, like Miami, the Palm Beaches are an excellent example of East Coast prog- 
ress. Palm Beach and West Palm Beach have a combined population of approxi- ) 
mately 30,000, with an actual property valuation conservatively estimated at one hun- a 
dred million dollars. Its building permits for January, February and March of 1925 | 
amounted to $2,076,711. ‘The actual assessed valuation of property for the year of 
1924 Was $42,705,266. In 1gro, the population of West Palm Beach was 1,739, 
while the new state census figures gives it 19,132. In 1920, its building permits 
amounted to $992,305, while in 1924, they amounted to $5,128,515. In 1910, bank de- 
posits amounted to a little over five hundred thousand dollars. “To-day they amount 
to more than twenty-six million dollars. | 

The growth and prosperity that have come to Miami and West Palm Beach is ) 
cited to illustrate what is happening along the entire East Coast. The two cities are 
certainly the most outstanding examples of the section’s forward movement, but the ) 
same thing that has made them is making other communities of the section. The de- ) 
sire for homes has been the dominant factor in the building, and just as winter visi- yo 
tors have abandoned their homes in the North and taken residence in Miami and West 
Palm Beach, countless others have located in other communities along the coast. All ) 
the way from St. Augustine to Key West are villages, towns and cities which owe 
their existence to the desire of winter visitors to own a home in a land where they 
may escape the blasts of winter. The building of cities on the Tast Coast has at- 
tracted men of marvelous vision and energy, and also in many instances, of great 
wealth. Advantages of tropical growth and the proximity of bays, rivers and ocean 
have afforded opportunities for these men that are nowhere else obtainable. 

There are scores of permanent monuments in the form of cities and town sites 
to the developers. While each year their field for energy and vision ts extended, the 
more notable of their achievements are now in such state of completion as to be con- 
sidered the marvels of the real estate world. And further, Florida ast Coast real 
estate is one of the marvels of the world. No business has been more discussed in 
the United States in recent years than Florida real estate, and much of this has been 
directed toward that of the East Coast. To the activity of real estate the Florida 
Hast Coast owes the greater share of its progress. Without the promotion by de- 
velopers such cities as Miami would never have been built, and that the investment in 
real estate along the great ast Coast of Ilorida is purely speculative is mythical. 
Great cities have been built and great fortunes have been made but the cities are not 
mythical and the fortunes are not mythical. They are plainly observable and are evi- 
dent from the financial growth of the thousands of men who are the leaders in the 
commercial and social life of the section. 
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Some, witnessing the phenomenal progress along the East Coast are inclined to 
question the continuance of the so-called Florida boom. The skeptical, and these are 
of the class that do not generally invest, have declared repeatedly that things have " 
reached a peak and that from now on prices will decline.

California, over three thousand miles away, was 
well on its way toward its present advancement before Florida was awakened and it ) 
is not amazing to consider that it is still in the infancy of its progress. A few had | 
found it, had found its drowsy towns quiet and restful, warm in winter and a retreat i 
from the winter’s blasts of the North, but still in no way appealing to the great mul- 
titudes that are now coming to its sunkissed water and flowerful lands. It had no rail- i 
roads, no hotels, no highways, and it slumbered on, glorious in climate but offering .

But with the coming of Mr. Flagler, with purse to build great hotels, and money 
sufficient to construct a great railroad to make the hotels accessible, Florida began to 
attract attention and it has since never ceased to do so. The Flagler railroad, the 
Florida Kast Coast, opened up an entire new territory and with it came progress and 
prosperity, and the name of Flagler will ever be associated with the history of the State. 
The railroad started cities on their way, has built beautiful hotels, given aid to hun-

extended his railroad from Jacksonville to Key West, performing in the constructing 
wt the “overseas route” to Key West one of the greatest fetes in the history of rail- 
reading, and these with multiple other accomplishments of greatness are as a monu- 
ment to him and will be ever revered as such. bie ° 

The Florida East Coast Extension to Key West was opened on January 23, 
ig42, “and it is within the realm of conservatism” wrote John Bannon in the Manufac- 
turers’ Record, “that at no previous period of the world’s history, referring to con- 
struction or engineering undertakings, can a parallel case be cited. The greatest 
water depths were ascertained to be twenty-three feet. ‘To lay foundations for solid 
columns at this depth in the open sea for the purpose of carrying overhead, thirty 
fect above the sea level (the exact height fixed upon), a roadbed for railroad pur- 
pases proof against the fury of the elements and of sufficient stability to withstand 
the ravages of time, is a task which human ingenuity was never previously called 
upon to execute. But that was what was done and the idea in its simple grandeur 
was the boldest conceived in railroad work or any other form of construction work.” 

The distance from Miami to Key West is 154 miles. The work from Home- 
stead south is made up in round numbers of sixty miles rock embankment through 
the waters separating the mainland from Key Largo and through the waters separat- 
ing the different keys. There are four viaducts connecting water channels, having a 
total of 5.87 miles of concrete structure. 

Another great boom to the development of the Kast Coast has been its program 
of road building. The highways of the Hast Coast are tempting to motorists. Good 
roads lead in all directions. Road building is never ending. Notably in this diree- 
gon has been the completion during the past year of the W. J. Conners Highway. 
Ihe road, rock-bedded and asphalt-surfaced, and built at a cost of $2,000,000, affords 
a direct connection between the Kast and West Coast of Florida and its construction 
has opened up an entire new section and brought the peoples of the two great coasts 
days closer by motor transportation. Over this road, it is now possible to motor from 
Miami, Palm Beach and points on the Hast Coast to Tampa, St. Petersburg and points 
oa the West Coast in eight hours. The Connors Highway is built through the very 
heart of the vast and once impenetrable Kverglades region and its scenic wonders are 
smong the most magnificent in America. At Okeechobee, the city destined to be 
one of the great places in Florida, the Conners Highway connects with State Road No. 
8. thus offering the traveler the finest and most direct route across I lorida. State 
Koad No. 8 is also being extended from Okeechobee City to Fort Pierce and when 
completed this will add another important link in the section’s highway system. The 
Dixie Highway, further, is now being extended to Key West, Monroe County, hav- 
ing completed bond issue to finance the continuance of this famed highway over the 
keys and give a direct highway from Key West to Jacksonville. 

* ‘Ten counties make up the Florida Hast Coast and these run from Duyal on the 
North to Monroe on-the South and include St. Johns, Flagler, Volusia, Brevard, St.

To the south of Jacksonville thirty-seven miles is St. Augustine, and here, is St. 
Johns County. Here the advantages of climate, accessibility, transportation, rainfall, ) 
teasures and profit has brought the development of one of Florida’s finest sections. 
Puedes in 1565, St. Augustine is the oldest city in the United States, and the charm 
and romance of antiquity still permeate its atmosphere. But St. Augustine and St. 
Johns County is more than a community of beauty and charm. ‘The land is rich in 
agricultural development and here is one of the greatest potato growing sections in 
“America. Potatoes in St. Johns County have yielded as high as $6,000,000 in one 
season. Sugar cane is also grown extensively and other crops add a diversity, with 
general farming yielding handsome returns to the diligent farmer. ‘Truck gardening, 
on account of nearness to markets and fertility of soil is also an important industry, / 
as is the raising of live stock. | 

St. Augustine is the oldest city in the United States and it can be truly said, “If 
you like Florida, you'll love St. Augustine.” Here the traveler finds every delight of 
historic lore, the Old City Gates, the ort, Catholic Cathedral, Slave Market, Span- 
ish governor's mansion (now the postofhce) and the oldest house in America, the lat- 
ter housing many relics of the past history of the city and state. Ilowever, antiq- 
wity isn’t all of St. Augustine. With the finest of tine hotels, with golf courses 
classed as with the best in the country, and with unexcelled beaches, tishing and sight- 
secing, St. Augustine is a mecca for travelers, winter and summer. 

‘Two of the smaller communities of St. Johns County that are of interest are ‘Ik- 
ten and Hastings. Elkton is located in the famous potato section, ten miles from St. 
Augustine and its surrounding country contains some of the most fertile ground in 
the state, with thousands of acres still awaiting the settler. 

Hastings is also a center of potato growing and as high as 3,000 carloads of 
potatoes have been shipped from it, IIkton and vast Palatka in a single season. 


FLAGLER COUNTY 


agler County is devoted largely to agriculture, with potato growing and truck 
farming largely specialized upon. It, however, offers good opportunities to the field 
crop and live stock man and is largely made up of communities of small farms. — Its 
doseness to northern markets, as compared with some other southern growing  sec- 
tions, gives high demand for its products and its growers are of an unusually pros- 
perous type. Its lands are generally sloping, permitting easy drainage, and in addi- 
tion to these advantages, it has the St. Johns River route on the west, the I*lorida 
Fast Coast Railroad and the Dixie Highway through the center, and the Hast Coast 
canal on the eastern border, which makes the possibilities for easy and cheap trans- 
portation of market crops exceptionally good, 

Shell Bluff, Bimini, Haw Creek, and St. Johns Park are the principal potato 
yrowing centers and in these communities thousands of acres are planted each season. 
Citrus fruits, stock-raising, and other general agricultural pursuits are also quite gen- 
erally engaged in. 
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_ Bunnell is the county seat of Flagler County and through the Bimini drain 
project many thousands of acres adjacent to it are being made available for f 
purposes.

Hspanola, a small village with farming and trucking the principal occupation, and 
Dupont, a junction point of the Florida East Coast Railroad and 1,200 acres of cul- 
tivated land owned by the Dupont Holding Company, form two other communities 


of the county. Over 22,000 hampers of cabbage have been loaded at Dupont during 
one season. 


VOLUSIA COUNTY 

Daytona, Daytona Beach, Seabreeze, Ormond, Holly Hill, and Deland are the 
Important communities of the Halifax Country and Volusia County. Daytona, the 
central and largest city of the group, is situated 110 miles south of Jacksonville on 
the Florida Kast Coast Railroad and the Halifax River. The section, as the Hali- 
fax Country, takes its name from the Halifax River, which in reality is an ocean 
estuary paralleling the Atlantic Ocean, a link in the inland waterway extending from 
Jacksonville to Miami. 

The Halifax Country has undergone a conservative but steady development, 
and the possibilities of high-class and profitable development are not confined to the 
towns on their immediate environs. The whole section, with ninety miles of ocean 
and river shore line where the potential urban area is within a half a mile of scenic 
water offers an opening for city building not excelled in any section. 

Some of the finest citrus fruit groves, farming and truck-growing lands in the 
State are found in the county. One of the largest and most modern citrus fruit 
packing houses on the East Coast is located in New Smyrna and another large pack- 
ing plant is located a few miles south of the city. The soils of Volusia County are 
as varied as its crops, of a sandy loam nature underlaid with clay and marl. On 
the one thousand farms in the county there was planted in one year, 5,782 acres of 
corn, 685 acres of sweet potatoes, 174. acres of sugar cane, 840 acres of chufas, 1,507 
acres of Irish potatoes, 120 acres of cabbage, 100 acres of tomatoes, and 470 acres 
of watermelons. 

The mercury averages around seventy-one in the winter months and around 
eighty-five in the summer. 

Volusia, Ormond Beach, Port Orange, New Smyrna, Coronado Beach and Orange 
City are also all thriving and delightful communities in Volusia County, each ofter- 
ing its individual advantages and appeal. 


BREVARD COUNTY 


Brevard County is situated in the famous Indian River section. On the one 
hand are the crops of fruits and vegetables indigenous to the more northern clim- 
ates, growing with all their normal vigor; while on the other 1s a growth of tropical 
luxuriance common only to the more southern countries. 

Along its seventy miles of beautiful, unbroken coast line on the Atlantic Ocean 
are numerous sites unequalled for winter resorts, camping, fishing, and hunting. — In 
the back country, in the prairie valley of the St. Johns River are some of the best 
lands in the state for agriculture.

The county lies in the Florida citrus belt and has thousands of acres developed 
in well kept, productive groves. Other thousands of acres are devoted to truck farm- 
ing which is also an important industry in the county. — 

Titusville is the principal city in the county and besides being a progressive com- 
mercial center, with several well developed industries, 1s a favorite fitting out point 
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for sportsmen and anglers. ‘The Indian River is here seven miles wide; and reached 
from Titusville are some of the best fishing and hunting grounds in the state. 

Cocoa, Melbourne, Mims, Rockledge, and Hau Gallie are other delightful and 
rapidly growing communities of Brevard County, and are among those adding to the 
great appeal that is responsible for the great development that has come to the East 
(ast,

St. Lucie County, following Brevard County on the south lies just half way be- 
tacen Jacksonville and Key West. Fort Pierce is the county seat, and the Florida 
Past Coast shops are located here. ‘The eastern portion of the county along the 
Indian River is high and sandy and is given largely to the production of fine pine- 
apples. Citrus fruit is also being grown extensively in the county and more than 
fe,00 acres are now devoted to it. Large tracts in the county heretofore considered 
too low for farming are being drained and will shortly give thousands of acres more 
land for cultivation. Dairying and live stock raising are further important indus- 
trics of the county.

Vero, Sebastian, and Jensen are also contributing measurable progress to St. Lucie 
County. Each is surrounded by rich farming country and their developments have 
been marked. The Indian River Farms Company has spent more than a million dol- 
lars around Vero alone for drainage and land reclamation, and through the result of 
this, additional thousands of acres have been added to the county’s cultivated lands.

Palm Beach County has within its confines some of the most famed and best 
known sections of America. Here we have Palm Beach, famed throughout the world 
as the winter playground of the wealthy and the fashionable. And here is West 
Palm Beach, another of Florida’s miracle cities, a city that has almost tripled its 
population in the past four years, a city that is typical of all Florida. ‘Then here are 
Lake Worth, Boynton, Delray, Salerno, Jupiter and Stuart, where the late President 
Cleveland used to fish. All of these communities are alive and progressive. Lake 
Worth, named for the beautiful lake which forms its eastern boundary and which ex- 
tends through and separates Palm Beach and West Palm Beach has a population of 
approximately s,ooo, and is a delightfully modern city. Boynton is located on the 
ocean beach at the south end of Lake Worth and is in the heart of the general tarm-

DADE COUNTY 


_ Dade County, has like its county seat, Miami, enjoyed great progress and growth 
during recent years. There are many communities in Dade County besides Miami and 
these along with the magic city have added and are adding luster to the section, and 
to its importance. In the county are such cities and communities as Coral Gables, 
Ojus, Fulford, Arch Creek, Little River, Lemon City, Buena Vista, Coconut Grove, 
Larkin, Perrine, Goulds, Princeton, Naranja, Homestead, and Florida City and with 
the establishment and settlement and building up of these places Dade County is 
rapidly attaining a high degree of settlement. Dade County, however, has an area 
of 770,000 acres and still has much land to offer the settler. A considerable portion 
of the county is in the F-verglades, which is rapidly being reclaimed and thrown open 
to cultivation. 

) The soil of Dade County is particularly productive of all fruits and vegetables. 
Its citrus fruits have long been famed and groves devoted to them are among the 
finest in the state. Dade County grapefruit enjoys particular distinction in this direc- 
tion. Further, all purely tropical fruits can be safely grown in Dade County for 

| commercial purposes. A disastrous freeze has never been known in the county. ‘loma- 
toes too are grown in enormous quantities and these going to the tables in the 
North while cold weather still rages annually brings several million dollars to Dade 
County. Tomato growing is indeed one of the section’s great industries, Strawberries 
are also grown and marketed in large quantities from December to June and con- 
stitute an important item in the agricultural returns of the county. 

The metropolitan demands of Miami and other communities of the county have 
also made poultry raising, dairying, live stock raising, and other forms of truck farm- 
ing particularly attractive, and these are beginning to be carried out extensively. 


MONROE COUNTY 


Monroe County, made up largely of the Florida Keys, is not only the southern- 
most part of the United States, but one of the most picturesque and delightful. It 
is also declared by citizens to be the most healthful district in the United States. Sur- 
rounded by the sea, every breeze is laden with health-giving ocean spray, and_ the 
climate is regarded as ideal—never too hot, and never too cold. ‘There is always a 
cool breeze in summer, and in winter the days and nights are like the first delight- 
ful days of autumn. The lowest temperature ever recorded on the Keys was that 
of forty-one degrees on January 12, 1886, and the highest recorded in a twenty-hve 
year period was ninety-three degrees, occurring only twice, August 11 and September 
2, 1903. 

All tropical fruits grow in an abundance along the Keys—it is a tropical coun- 
try, and its fruits, ready for market earlier than in most climates, generally com- 
mands the highest of prices. cb its 

Key West, noted for its cigars and sponge industry; Key Largo, Long Key Fish- 
ing Camp, Marathon, and Big Pine form the principal communities of the county, 
and here with soil productive of most any desired vegetation, and with wondrous 
waters for sport, play, and industry, we have the southern extreme of a wonderful 
state and a wonderful nation.

hor convenience, and out of habit, Florida people divide the state into North, 
West and South Florida; while running across-state, about midway the peninsula; is 
what is known as the Ridge section. Also, by way of further local distinction, there 
a the East Coast and the West Coast; the one being that portion of South Florida 
which borders on the Atlantic Ocean and the other that which is touched by the gulf. 

There needs be, for better understanding, another division for which Southwest 
Hlorida will best serve as a designation, since the territory embraced in it lies, for the 
greater part, to the west of South Florida. his section is made up of Citrus, Sum- 
ter, Lake, Orange, Hernando, Pasco, Polk, Osceola, Hillsborough, Pinellas, Mana- 
ne, Hardee, Highlands, DeSoto, Okeechobee, Hendry, Charlotte, Glades, Lee, Sara- 
gota and Collier counties; with “Pampa as its commercial center. 

South Florida is to-day attracting more attention, because of its growth and prog- 
ress, than is any section of the United States. This splendid section which it has 
teen chosen to name as Southwest Florida leads in this. The reasons are not far to 
seek. 

First of all, Florida’s wonderful climate is at its best here. Ninety is registered 
tewer days here than in any other portion of the union. Figured from the govern- 
ment records of the past 35 years, the mean temperature has been 80.3; the mean 
minimum temperature 63.1 and the mean rainfall 49.90; based on readings at Tampa, 
which is situated about midway the section. It is readily enough to be seen that this 
tiakes a delightful climate—not only for winter, but all the year round. It is dif- 
heult for one who has not experienced it to realize that this can be true; still it is the 
fact. Ihe days are never oppressively warm, even in midsummer. No one has ever 
died from sunstroke in all this section. The explanation—given by a layman who 
kaows nothing at all of scientific theories and terms which he might give to other lay- 
men in this connection—is that throughout the summer there are frequent showers 
which cool the earth and make the atmosphere to seem as if it were touched by 
some magical fan. A clumsy enough explanation. Still it is what occurs. The nights 
ate always cool enough for pleasant, refreshing sleep; the result of the proximity to 
the ocean and gulf, from which pleasant breezes are constantly blowing — the gulf 
winds predominating at night. No one has ever frozen to death in all this section. 
The explanation is not at all involved. Freezing temperature has been recorded 
fewer times than can be counted on one’s fingers and toes since the government rec- 
wrds have been kept, and there has been but one “hard freeze” in 50 years. 

One can travel far and search long and then fail to find, in the United States 
at least, more pleasant climate day by day, week for week, month after month, from 
car's beginning to year’s end, than is to be found here. Perhaps the most serious 
ensiied which has ever been given this section is the one which has been expressly 
and impliedly given in the emphasis which has been placed upon its winter climate. 
Congenial climate is an every day proposition here. 

The result is that whatever can be grown in temperate and subtropical climates 
can be grown here. Lemons, limes, olives, figs, bananas, guavas, pineapples, plums, 
avocadoes, pears, persimmons, blackberries, blueberries, and many other things of like 
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Soutu Frorma: r—Gandy Bridge, the world-famed bridge, spanning Tantpa Bay, has cut the 
distance between Tampa and St. Petersburg almost half. 2—By land or water, the joy of living is keen in 
Florida, 3—Clearwater Beach, on the Gulf of Mexico at Clearwater.

There is no time of the year when some of the products of Southwest Florida 
wel are not ready for market. The advantage of this is apparent in that it fur- 
meshes a steady source of income, such as is enjoyed by growers nowhere else. 

| That what can be done here pays is evidenced by the fact that the tomato crop 

ef one county—1,400 cars—sold at an average proht of $1,000 per car. Beans 
aye turned out 300 hampers an acre, which sold for $8.00 the hamper. Strawber- 
res have set a yield of $2,400 the acre, for 125 acres. The past season's straw- 
“erry crop around Plant City, a thriving city in the eastern part of Hillsborough 
» ewunty, sold for $1,000,000, in round numbers. It was actually some thousands 
tere than that. 


' Grape culture is being extensively engaged in at many points in this section, 
They produce well and bring very satisfactory returns. The vineyards of South- 
west Florida give their yield some two or three weeks ahead of those of any other 
scction, so the grapes reach the markets practically without competition. For these 
reasons this is coming to be quite an important industry, large acreages being con- 
stantly turned to grapes. 

Basically, Southwest Florida is agricultural. The soil ranges from gray to a 
very dark muck; some of every class of it known to the section being at present un- 
er cultivation and producing favorable crops. Only a small per cent of the land 
has been brought under cultivation, while thousands upon thousands of acres wait 
for settlers to come and bring them into yielding. 

Forty different varieties of feeds for live stock are indigenous to Southwest 
Florida. These, fostered by the advantages which an inexhaustible supply of water 
and an ideal climate afford, assure forage, hay and grazing plants in large variety 
and at all times. 

The principal product of this section is now, as it will be many years to come 
no doubt, citrus fruit. $400,000,000 is the value placed upon the Florida citrus in- 
dustry. One county in Southwest Florida—Polk—produced more than a fifth of 
last year’s crop. This section produces considerably more than half of it. — Still 
there are many acres of prime citrus lands which are as yet untouched. 

It is upon this background that the almost miraculous development which has 
taken place in Southwest Florida has been predicated. Here, too, is the token of 
the development which is yet to come. It is a land of unlimited and practically un- 
touched possibilities. 

Poultry raising and the live stock industry, two things which go with climate 
and soil, are being rapidly, developed here. ‘The conditions for both approach the 
ideal. Due to the facts of the climate the expense of housing is comparatively notn- 
ing. Necessary food stuffs can be grown with little effort, and at small expense. 
Local markets readily consume the poultry and eggs, and are ready to consume many 
more than are produced. Splendid transportation facilities, both by rail and water,

Dairying is also largely followed. Still the supply is not yet sufficient to meet 
the local demands. This fact and the others which have been related in regard to 
climate and teedstutts emphasize the opening offered here in this line. 

Bee-keeping is another important industry. All conditions necessary for its suc- 
cess are to be found in Southwest Florida and the yield of honey is both unusually 
large and of unusually fine quality. 

Three-fourths of the natural resources of Florida are to be found in this terri- 
tory which has been named as Southwest Florida. 

Phosphate was discovered here in 1888. In 1g20, the state of Florida pro- 
duced 3,369,384 tons of phosphate, valued at $19,383,362. ° This was 80 per cent. 
ot the United States supply, and two-thirds of the world’s supply. Ninety per cent. 
of this was produced in Southwest Florida, the richest producing counties being De- 
Soto, Manatee, Citrus, Polk and Hillsborough. : 

An important source of actual and potential wealth in this section is the tim- 
ber lands. The lumber and naval store output runs annually into millions of dollars, 
with an untold wealth of timber—pine and hardwoods—that has not yet been cut. In 
its display at the recent South Florida Fair, which is held annually in Tampa a single 
county, Pasco, showed 170 different varieties of woods. The lumber output for Polk 
county was last year 60,000,000 feet, of the value of $1,500,000, 

Returns from the fishing industry in Florida. totaled $14,000,000 last. year. 
The larger part of this is in Southwest Florida; the many miles of coast line and 
thousands of fresh water lakes making this a thing of great importance and greater 
potentialities here. 

llorida is the world’s chief producer of Fuller’s earth. Large commercial de- 
posits of this are to be found in Manatee County. 2000289 

Southwest Florida contains vast quantities of china clay and kaolin. 

The only sponge exchange in the United States is located at Tarpon Springs, in 
Pinellas County, which is the largest sponge market in the world. The sponge crop 
gathered, made ready for market and sold there, brings millions of dollars. 

Manufacturing has been but little developed in Southwest Florida, other than 
in Tampa. The location and situation is ideal for many manufacturing enterprises. 
More clear Havana cigars are manufactured in Tampa than in any other city in the 
world, while the world’s largest manufactory of packing house machinery is at Dune- 
din, Pinellas County. This plant enjoys the distinction of having not long ago ship- 
ped a $25,000 order of machinery to Jaffa, Palestine. Crate manufacturing adds 
largely to the production and pay rolls of this section, millions of crates being re- 
quired each season for the citrus and vegetable crops. [t is doubtful if more or 
better opportunities for manufactories of almost every kind are to be found any- 
where than in this part of Florida. The advantages which are offered are many 
and varied. This statement is made upon no less authority than Roger W. Babson, 
the internationally known gatherer and analyzer of statistics. In a recent article he 
pointed out that capital, power, raw material, markets and labor were the essentials 
of manufacturing; and he gave this section high rank in relation to power, markets 
and labor. Of our raw materials he said: “It is evident that on this point Florida 
scores heavily. Florida has actual or latent resources in lumber, agricultural prod- 
ucts, live stock products and mineral products. It should begin to establish cotton 
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a mills, clothing factories, canning factories, furniture plants and the like.” What has 
B it | been and is being done at Tampa, however, is probably the surest proof that manufac-

| Millions of dollars have been spent on the road system of Southwest Florida within 
iat the past few years and every city, town and county in the section is now at work on 
) extensive paving programs. ‘The roads here are second to none and there are, prob- 
ably, more miles of hard surfaced roads in the counties which have been named as 
composing this wonderful section than in the same number of counties in any of the 
states of the Union. Its territory is traversed by the Dixie, Lee-Jackson, Old Span- 
ish Trail, Central Ilorida and Tamiami highways. 


Schools throughout this territory are housed in buildings that are commodious 
and attractive beyond the ordinary. “These schools all hold exceedingly high rank. 
Nearly all the towns have public libraries. Practically all of the denominations have 
regularly organized churches, many of the church buildings comparing favorably 
with those to be found in the larger cities of the country. It is quite evident that 


bo Southwest Florida has not underestimated the value of schools and churches, despite 
. the tremendous activity with which it has engaged in other things. 
Transportation facilities are good. The Atlantic Coast Line and the Seaboard 


Air Line are the principal railroads. Both of these have a number of auxiliary and 
branch lines; and there are a number of other short lines. “There is no part of the 
territory without railroad facilities. Within the past year the Florida, Western and 
Northern road, an auxiliary of the Seaboard, has been constructed across the state, giy- 
| ing a direct route from the Gulf of Mexico to the Atlantic Ocean. This is the largest 
. single railroad building enterprise undertaken in the United States since the World 
tt War. Two other lines are now in contemplation which will cross the state lower 
‘a down in Southwest Florida. A waterway to the ports and markets of the world is 
a found at ‘Tampa. 

. This railroad development is perhaps the surest indication of the development 
| which has been and is still going on here. Still some statements from the latest pub- 
lication of the State Agricultural Department are interesting. It is found that lor-

) each. Each of the other counties of the section are credited with up to $100,000 
worth. Sumter County raises over $50,000 worth of sugar cane. ach of the other 
counties grow up to $50,000 worth. Polk County produces over 4,000,000 boxes of 
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citrus fruits. Hillsborough, Orange and DeSoto Counties produce, each, over 1,000.- 
woo boxes. Each of ;the other counties produce up to 1,000,000 boxes. Hills- 
borough County leads in manufacturing tobacco. Hillsborough and Polk Counties, 
each, produce more than $500,000 worth of dairy products a year. Pasco, Orange, 
Ilardee and Lee Counties, each, produce more than $100,000 worth. Each of the 
other counties produce up to $100,000 worth. Manatee County produces $300,000 
worth of naval stores the year. Hillsborough County turns out over $20,000,000 
worth of manufactured products a year. Lake, Orange, Polk and Pinellas, each, 
produce more than $4,000,000 worth and Manatee and DeSoto Counties, each, more 
than $1,000,000 worth. Polk, Pasco and Hillsborough Counties, each, have more \| 
than $1,000,000 invested in live stock. DeSoto County has more than $500,000. so ) 
invested. These statistics give a clearer idea of just what it is that backs up and is | 
making this wonder section. ‘ 

And so the story might be carried on and on. ‘There is no end to it, as there is 
no end to the opportunities which await those possessed of industry and inteligenceé 
who will come here and put themselves in partnership with a climate that is un- 
equaled and soil that can be made to produce anything. 

The past ten years have been magical ones in Southwest Florida. The next 
ten hold every promise of still greater things. The amount of land which has been 
brought into use is negligible and the opportunities in cities, towns and country are 
greater than they have ever been before. |

“A great Tamiami Trail, costing over a million dollars, is being thrown across the 
Iverglade Empire to the Gulf Coast, making direct connection with all the Gulf Coast 
“Gties and making directly tributary to Miami millions of feet of untouched cypress and 
the future produce of thousands of square miles of rich lands. | a 

“Nearly $20,000,000 has been spent by the State of Florida, in draining and 
fitting for agriculture that great Kverglade empire of millions of acres, the develop- 
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sent and exploitation of which will most directly affect Miami. Men who are largely 
com yeaa for the sale of the Everglade bonds enabling this great drainage project, 
and government men familiar with same, say that the properly developed potentialities 
of the Everglades alone would make a city of a million people out in Miami. 

Several varieties of rubber are indigenous in this area. American rubber manu- 
Saaturers are just turning their attention to experiments, apparently proving that

11 history of Miami and of Dade County are so closely interwoven that 
any discussion of the one must necessarily involve the other. This is par- 
ticularly true of its material progress. The limitations of these pages 
preclude more than a cursory discussion of either. - 

Dade County was created by legislative action taken Ie bruary eg 8 36. 
There had, however, been some semblance of civilization in the region prior to that 
date, for as early as 1835, there was a settlement at Indian Key, an island about 
seventy-hve miles south of Miami. It was here that on August 7, 1840, Dr. Henry 
Perrine and several others met death at the hands of Seminoles, who were then on the 
warpath. Dr. Perrine was living there while conducting a series of experiments look- 
ag to the development of cordage fibre plants and other tropical growths on a section 
et land near the present town of Cutler and which had been granted him by the fed- 
eral government. Indeed, Dr. Perrine may be said to have been the pioneer resident 
ut the county. 

The county owes its name to Major Francis Langhorn Dade, who was killed, 
moyether with all but three of his detachment of a few over one hundred men, on De- 
F vember 28, 1835. This military body was marching from the fort at Tampa to Fort 
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a King, near Ocala, when they were ambushed by an Indian force. 

i Phe county’s boundary originally extended for a distance of one hundred and fifty 
Hy mules up and down this Lower Itast Coast, reaching from a point a’ short distance 
fe sorth of Stuart to the Monroe County line on the south, a few miles variation 
fi meaning nothing to either county in those days.

Phere is a strong probability that Miami received its.name from the old Spanish 
same of the river that flows through it, the Sweetwater, this name remaining attached 
te it long after Spanish relinquishment of the land. On certain old Spanish maps of 
peninsular Florida the principal river emptying | into Biscayne Bay is set down as the 
Kio dos Maamas, or “the river of sweet water.” In September, 1874, an attempt was

) fort Dallas was built in the summer of 1836, following an Indian uprising and as 
emt of the military outposts for the protection of troops in their endeavor to stop the 
weuggling of arms to be sold to the Indians, these being brought here from foreign 
getty. The construction work was executed under Colonel L. M. Powell and upon its 
eempletion the outpost received the name of Fort Dallas, in honor of Commodore 
fames Dallas, then in command of naval operations in West Indian waters. 

The land on which these buildings were erected was originally part ofa‘ Span- 
wh grant, made in 1808, to Thomas Eagan, also sometimes spelled Hagan in certain 
houments, This land was subsequently sold to Colonel Richard Fitzpatrick of 
Ubarleston, South Carolina, who came here with a shipload of slaves and building 
waterial, his plan being to raise cotton on the hundred acre tract which he had ac- 
wared, but this did not prove profitable, and in 1835, the land was taken over by I itz- 
gatrick’s nephew, W. F. English, presumably also of Charleston. At the state con- 
w tutional convention held at old Port St. Joe in 1838, Dade County was represent- 
od by Colonel Fitzpatrick, he being a landholder about that time. 

In a suit for reimbursement for timber destroyed in connection with the erection 
ef the military post here, Colonel Fitzpatrick testified that after the withdrawal of the 
troops on February 1, 1842, the Indians came in and burned “the blockhouses, stock- 
ades, pickets and other structures.” 

I-vidently there were a number of small, crude buildings and two more substan- 
tal ones, one of which had two stories, the lower part being built of native rock and 
doubtless used as an officers’ quarters, while the other, a long, squat building, was the 
harracks for the privates. The larger of these two buildings was used by the Wo- 
man’s Club to house the public library. following the sale of the club building, once 
kwated at the southeast corner of Flagler and Southeast First Avenue, and so used 
until the completion of the new woman’s club building on the bay front. 

The barracks building was constructed wholly of rock and stood immediately 
west of the larger one. It is more than likely that these two structures were erected 
by Colonel Fitzpatrick, the larger one as a residence, both being later taken over by 
the war department and the other necessary buildings added. The march of prog- 
ress is rapidly changing the appearance of that once sequestered spot, Fort Dallas 
Park, and the sale in 1925 of the land on which stood the old barracks building was 
tullowed by the statement by the new owner that he would raze the old building to 
give place to a modern one, hence it seemed that the historic structure was doomed 
to be lost to the city, but through the heroic efforts of the Woman’s Club and the 
Daughters of the American Revolution a popular subscription of something over 
seven thousand dollars was raised and the contract let for removal of the landmark 
to a place of security. 

The site selected was in the northwest corner of the park skirting the east shore 
of the Miami River and not far from the Scottish Rite temple. The old building 
was dismantled, the pieces carefully numbered and again erected and completely re- 
stored to its former condition; all later-day changes were eliminated so that the build- 
ing is now historically true to its original arrangement, both interior and exterior. 

lor a time a sort of seat of government was maintained at Indian Key until the 
indian depredations forced a move further northward to the Cape Florida vicinity, 
where there was a garrison, then later to the mouth of the Miami, where a small 
group of houses had foregathered about the military post, Fort Dallas. “Then, on 
bebruary 19, 1879, the county seat was voted to be moved to Juno, situated in the 
northern part of the county and now but a memory.

sed dedicated with considerable eclat. In the meantime, Miami kept growing, and in 
s8%9, was able to regain the location of the county seat. 

Dade County's first representative in the state legislature was Temple Pent, the 
rst person to whom there is any record of a marriage license having been issued in 
the county, this record being made at Indian Key. Mr. Pent sat in the house during 
the session of 1845, while L. W. Smith was the senator from the “Southern” district, 
ef which Dade County formed a part. Later Temple Pent was elected state senator. 
(he carly state records have been lost or destroyed, but those who have represented 
the county in the state legislature since the war of 1861-65, the year of their service 
eid their post office address were as follows:

In that early period mail facilities were afforded at Indian Key, occasional boats 
bringing the mail from Key West, which was the receiving place until the coming of 
the railroad to the towns north within carrying distance. At first accommodation of- 
fees Were maintained at one of the few stores that located about the old barracks. 
In those days, the office of postmaster was a perquisite that belonged to the leading— 
and generally the only—merchant who would afford space for the small number of 
hoxes and other facilities necessary for the handling of the few letters and fewer periodi- 
cals that came to the place. George Ferguson, who conducted a store about two miles 
up the river, was the first postmaster. Then the Brickell store, near the mouth of the 
river, housed it for some time; at another time it was at Little River and during this 
migratory period it bore several names such as Biscayne, Key Biscayne and ligulus. 
The official establishment of a post office here was on April 9, 1850, with George 
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W. Ferguson as postmaster. His successors and the date of their appointment were © 
the following : Robert M. Hale, November 10, 1855; John Duke, February 11, 1856;

the inlet from the Atlantic that then had considerable depth. The defense consisted 
ot a two hundred foot face built of heavy timbers these reinforced by great banks of 
ond, the latter being placed in position by the railroad’s dredge. Four guns were 
mwunted—two of eight-inch caliber and the others of ten-inch. 
Other protective activities consisted of the organization by Judge Ashton of a 
¢avalry company of sixty-eight men; also one of infantry, the latter at Cocoanut Grove 
and of which Captain John J. Haden, a West Point gi raduate, was selected as captain. 
On two occasions the city has staged fetes that brought it much fame. The first 
af these was a ‘‘mid-winter-festival” held from January 11 to 16, 1915, being spon- 
sored by the Knights of Dade, organized for that specific purpose and largely from 
among the business and professional men. It was a great success as was its succes- 
sor, the Palm Fete, held from December 7 to 11, 1920, and’ backed largely by the 
Chamber of Commerce. 
The real growth of Miami and of Dade County started with the coming of the 
Hagler railroad, now known as the Florida Hast Coast, the first train reaching Miami 
oa April 15, 1896. Prior to that time, the town had been a struggling village, prob- 


ably dating back to the occupation of Fort Dallas barracks. Its citizenry nea k 


seme splendid men, but they were all too busy trying to obtain the wherewithal to buy 
tood and to erect homes to pay much attention to making a model city. 

When the railway extended its lines from West Palm Beach to Miami, it found 
much of its revenue was derived from the shipping that entered Biscayne Bay, hence 
the railway company soon moved its cheap little station from its position on the main 
line, not far from where the present station is situated, to a point on the bay in 
proximity to the docks of the Peninsular and Occidental steamship line, which was 
one of the railroad company’s several interlocking corporations. — Isidor Cohen, a 
pioneer resident, states that when located on the bay front the railway station stood 
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on a block of ground now largely occupied by the Daily News Tower. ‘This did not, 
however, prove to be a practical location and the structure was soon changed back to 
its original site. 

With the beginning of train service, there came an influx of splendid people 
directly and indirectly connected with the railroad’s business affairs. This force was 
soon after augmented by another body of enterprising men, driven by the great 
freeze in northern [Florida in the winter of 1897-8 which so seriously crippled the 
citrus industry that many of those engaged in the business there came here to start 
life anew, so that citrus fruits were for many years one of the big money crops and 
is yet no mean factor, though all the close-in groves have been cut up into subdivisions. 
Biltmore, the subdivision west of Buena Vista, was formerly a grapefruit grove, some 
of the old trees yet standing. Up to 1923, the large area bounded on the south by 
Thirtieth Street and on the north by Thirty-Fourth, reaching from Northeast Second 
Avenue nearly to the bay, was also a citrus grove. The same holds good of several 
other subdivisions surrounding the older part of the city. When the city cemetery was 
located on what is now Northeast Second Avenue it was so remotely situated out 
among the palmettoes that it was thought to be safely beyond human habitation. 

An election was held on July 27, 1896, to determine whether to incorporate the 
town and the proposition carried overwhelmingly, so that the village that never was 
a town jumped at once into the ranks of a city and soon became famous as the 
Magic City, a distinction it has since worn in name and in fact. 

So young is the rapidly-growing city that many of its early business and profes- 
sional men are yet in the ranks of activity, among whom are John B. Reilly, its first 
mayor; John and I. G. Sewell; Isidor Cohen, I}. A. Waddell, . V. Blackman, Dan 
Hardie, John W. Watson, J. F. Chaille, H. H. Filer, Salem Graham, E. L. Brady, 
Frank IT’.

In finances Miami ranks first of any city in Florida, the per capita bank deposits 
beng the largest in the state. This is also confirmed by the amount of business car- 
ted through the clearing house. For the first three months of 1924, these figures 
showed $51,117.39; for the corresponding period of 1925 they were $151,867,- 
$84.72, or an increase of 197 per cent. 

At present Miami is the third city in population in the state. It is situated on 
the west shore of Biscayne Bay, about three miles wide at this point. Here may be 
teand the most equable climate in the United States if not in the world. The state 
census, taken early in 1925, gives the population of the city, within the corporate 
units, as being 71,419. The state and federal census for the past five-year idea

The material progress of the city is further shown by the realty valuations, a 
table of which is appended.

Iransportation facilities are further increased by motor-bus lines running on regular 
whedules as far north as Jacksonville. 

The city’s commercial area embraces a population that approximates three hun- 
dred thousand. It is conservatively estimated that the three hundred hotels and apart- 
ment houses in the city and on the beach accommodate 350,000 winter visitors, the 
surnber being an ever-increasing one. 

During the last few years a number of islands have been created in the bay north 
of the Causeway by bulkheading and backiilling, the pioneers of these being Palm and 
Star Islands, the Venetian Islands forming a newer group yet in the process of com- 
pletion. The latter connect with the two shores by a newer causeway that replaces the 
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old Collins bridge, long famed 
for being the longest wooden 
bridge in the world.

So active have been real estate operations in Miami that the new Silver Crest 
subdivision of over two hundred lots was sold out in May in ten minutes while a 
few days later another similar sized plat was closed out in fifteen minutes.

! The local newspaper field is well covered with four daily and three weekly 
publications, the latter being The Post, Central News and Miami Life. The dailies 
are Lhe News Metropolis, the oldest paper in the city; The Herald, The Tribune and 
The Illustrated Daily Tab. 

The first newspaper printed in the city was the Weekly Metropolis, the first 
issue of which appeared on Friday, May 15, 1896, with Walter S. Graham as editor 
and M. I. Ieatherly as ‘local editor,” the paper setting forth the geographical fact 
that it was “printed in twenty-five degrees and twenty minutes north latitude, in 
Marvelous Miami, a town with over a thousand souls and the plat of the town not yet 
completed.” 
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__In April of the following year, the name 
of E. P. Byington appeared as “editor and 
manager’? and in September, 1897, the 
Featherlys—W. M. and C. G.—purchased 
the paper but on December 29, 1899, they an- 
nounced the sale of the same to B. B. Tatum 
of Bartow. The paper had been a weekly 
publication up to this time. Some of the early 
files of the daily are missing, but the twenty- 
first issue of The Daily Metropolis bore date 
of January 1, 1904, hence the daily publica- 
tion must have begun on or about December 
12, 1903, Mr. Tatum having M. F. -leather- 
ly as associate editor. : 

Some time prior to January, 1905, Mr. 
Tatum organized the Miami Printing Com- 
pany with himself as president and S. Bobo 
Dean as secretary-treasurer. Prior to his com- 
ing to Miami, Mr. Dean had been editor of 
the Palm Beach News. 

On April 20,1909, announcement was 
made of the purchase of Mr. Tatum’s interest 
in The Metropolis by A. P. Bendle, of Colo- 
rado Springs. In October, Mr. Dean’s name

ager, Mr. Bendle remaining a part owner, a 

edationship that continued until the issue of January 16, 1916, when Mr. Bendle’s 
sume disappeared from the paper's heading as president of the concern. 

On April ro, 1923, announcement was made of the sale of the paper to Honora- 
te James M. Cox, former governor of Ohio, and on May 15th of the following year 
(ofonel Morton M. Milford entered upon his duties as editor of the publication. Soon 
sitter the transfer the old Metropolis title had the prefix “News and” added to make 
the paper conform to the name of the three other papers owned in Ohio by Govy- 
cenor Cox, The Dayton News, the parent paper; The Springheld News and The 
Canton News. Early in January, 1925, the newspaper was moved into the magnifi- 
cent plant it had erected at the corner of Bayshore Drive and Northeast Sixth 
Street, this being the finest newspaper building and plant in the South and represent- 
vg an outlay of a million and a half. 

The Miami Evening Record began publication late in 1901. “The twentieth is- 
sue of Volume V is dated January 4, 1907, with A.“T. and A. L. LaSalle as owners 
sod F, B. Stoneman as editor, the concern later becoming the LaSalle-Stoneman 
Company. . 

Strange to say the first morning paper printed in Miami appeared as The Morn- 
int News in the summer of 1904, with KE. T. and G. W. Byington as owners and 
editors. In 1908, a hyphenated title appeared, ‘he News-Record, with I, B. Stone- 
man as editor. : 

No. 1, Volume I, of the Miami Weekly Herald appeared on December 2, 1910, 
the second issue carrying at its masthead the information that PF. B. Shutts was pres- 
ident of the Herald Printing and Publishing Company, also that I’. B. Stoneman was 
the editor. Direct connection with the early files of the Daily Herald is here lost but 
the twenty-eighth issue is dated January 1, 1911, hence publication must have begun 
carly in December, 1910.

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of the Herald Publishing Company, this holding having been transferred to Mr. 
Shutts, according to formal announcement made in October, 1919. 

On February 5, 1925, The Daily Tribune began its second year. It was for a 
number of months printed at Miami Beach, then was moved over to the mainland, 
where it soon began issuing a Sunday edition in connection with its appearance as an 
afternoon paper but this feature was soon discontinued. The editor is Clayton Sedg- 
wick Cooper. 

On January 12, 1925, The Illustrated Daily Tab made its bow to the Miami 
public as a morning paper, following the tabloid size and general style of the Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt, Jr., chain of papers.

From the drive, steps lead to a pergola and large domed fountain, the central motive of 
the admirably planned landscape gardening effects, A Venetian boat-landing comprises the central 
feature on the water front. The growth on the grounds about the house has been preserved as tar 
as possible in its primitive luxury. Sweet-bay trees arch before the entrance, and dense natural 
foliage has been augmented by planted shrubbery. Japanese grass, bougainvilla, dwart poinsettias, 
climbing jasmine and night blooming jasmine are among the decorative plants, and an expansive 
flower garden on the western side affords a hundred varieties of cut flowers for the house. Clusters 
of coconut palms stand out nobly against the beautiful tropi¢ background of sea and sky. ‘The root 
of the house is of roughened Mission tile of many complementary colors, as is that of the garage. 
The well appointed garage has in its second story rooms for servants, with baths and a sleeping 
porch.

West Palm Beach is to-day the seventh city in Florida, a city whose popu- 
lation has increased 121 per cent. in the past four yéars, a city whose+build- 

‘ Ing permits are amounting to almost a million dollars a month, and a city 
where in one recent week (in May, 1925) real estates sales amounting to close to ten 

weelben dollars were reported. 

The county seat of Palm Beach County, and separated from the Atlantic Ocean 

wed that famed playground of wealth, Palm Beach, only by Lake Worth, one of the 

toot beautiful of all Florida waters, West Palm Beach is described as being “the 
teseat’s clysium, the motorist’s joyland, the golfer’s delight, the fisherman's hawela, 

‘8¢ sanocist’s lure, the aviator’s joy-spaces, the yachtsman’s reaches of glorified 

waters, the surf-bather’s liquid happiness, and the place where all lengthen the calendar 
wf their years—each one seasoned rich with contentment and unalloyed happiness.” 

Like most all Florida cities the rise of West Palm Beach to its present moment 
of metropolitan promise has come within the past few years. In 1910, the popula- 

tay Was 1,739. In 1920,. it was 8,659, and now in 1925, it is officially listed as 19,- 
#32. However, the latter figure is from the Florida state census report and is un- 

~doabtedly short of the actual permanent population. The Greater Palm Beach Cham- 
her ot Commerce estimates the permanent population of the city and that of Palm 
teach to be in excess of 30,000, and the prediction is quite general that this will have 
twen increased to 100,000 by 1930. 

Another remarkable evidence of the city’s growth and prosperity is to be gleaned 
fram its reports on building permits. In 1920, building permits in the Palm Beaches 
were $1,670,737. In 1924, they were four times as great, amounting to $8,851,360, 
while in January, February and March, 1925, they were continued ‘in this proportion, 
with total amount reaching $2,076,711. In West Palm Beach alone, in April, 1925, 
budding permits totaled $976,265. In addition to this West Palm Beach has a pro- 
gram-of municipal improvements that will probably require two million dollars to com- 
plete. It already has more than 100 miles of paved streets, a splendid system of 
storm and sanitary sewers, and practically all of the other advantages and conven- 
venees to be found in any city, but these are being added to continually. Principally 
among improvements, the growth of the city and its consequent increase in trafhic has 
necessitated the widening of all streets and this work has already been begun, giving 
splendid evidence as it goes along of the progressive policy that is preparing for a 
much greater West Palm Beach. 

Bank deposits too are an important indication of a community’s prosperity, and 
tustifying to the greatness of West Palm Beach in this respect, bank deposits in West 
Palm Beach banks show a total of more than twenty-six million dollars.

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Eight Epochs in Floriaa History 


Eight governors served through eight distinctive epochs in the history of the. state. 

General Andrew Jackson served as Military Governor 1821 to 1822. At that time there was 
not even a territorial government and war was being waged with the Seminole Indians, which 
necessitated a military executive. 

William P. Duval served as the ‘Verritorial Governor from 1822 to 1834, 

William D. Moseley was the first Constitutional Governor—1842-5. 

John Milton was the War Governor from 1861 to 1805. He was a real farmer governor, 
being one of the best farmers of his day. 

George F. Drew was the “Reconstruction Governor” from 1877 to 1881. He followed the 
days of “carpet bag” rule. He saw and proved the wonderful agricultural possibilities of the 
state. He took the light sandy soils of the Suwannee River section and made them yield a hun- 
dred dollars per acre. He had fine thoroughbred cattle, horses and hogs and set the pace for real 
progressive agriculture. 

William D. Bloxham was governor for two terms: From 1881 to 1885; also from 1897 to 
1901. He found the state heavily in debt and sold 4,000,000 acres of land for $1,000,000, thus 
clearing an obligation that was heavy when the population was only 338,406. 

W. S. Jennings was a man of vision who saw the possibilities of the Everglades if drained. 
The agitation he started was taken up by his successor and the project of drainage begun. He 
served from 1901-5. 

Napoleon B. Broward was the man who secured the needed .legislation to begin the great 
work of reclaiming the Everglades. He served from 1905 to 1909. 

When a monument was erected to Governor Broward for his great work in beginning the 
development of the Everglades, another monument should have been erected to R. J. Bolls, who 
was the first man to prove the possibilities of the Everglades. Although persecuted and suffering 
many losses, he never lost faith in his vision and devoted his life to pioneering in this unsolved 
enigma of Florida.

The glories of Palm Beach and West Palm Beach are sung throughout the world, 
ut of the county itself not so much is known, and by reason of this a study of its re- 
| sewtees and an analysis of its possibilities are upon first acquaintance almost startling. 
Palo Beach County contains 1,720,520 acres of land, and has within its borders some 
‘feerty distinct soil types, fourteen of which are very productive. Approximately 800,- 
ses acres of its total area is made up of muck lands, and within the border of the 
qeawety lies almost altogether the entire custard apple land which is considered the 
fghest type of muck soil. The remaining land is made up of six phases of the St.

The lighter soils 
gre adapted to the production of the mango, pineapple, guava, and other tropical 
fnaits. The high pine table lands, especially where there is a subsoil of clay or marl, 
sre especially suitable for the production of citrus fruits. A large area of the lighter 
wily produced avocados economically, where mulched. 

With such a richness and diversity of soil Palm Beach County naturally prides 
wself upon its agricultural possibilities. In past years the county has enjoyed a top- 
mest place in agricultural production, and with intensified effort being only at the be- 
ginning, far greater days and achievements are ahead.

To keep its schools up to a high standard its 
swe fonts pay taxes, give voluntary subscriptions, float bond issues, and in fact do any- 
fhoeg that the child shall not be hampered in his education. — Visitors from large 
Northern and Eastern cities do not hesitate to place their children in Palm Beach 
~ feeaty schools, while spending the winter, knowing the facilities and instruction 
ste equal to their own metropolitan educational systems. 

As to churches, all religious denominations and sects are‘represented, and many 
fvetsshing congregations, housed in valuable and substantial church buildings, are 
te be tound throughout the county. 

Palm Beach County was organized in 1910 and its growth has been steady and 
weivtuntial from the beginning. The county has been fortunate in the selection ot 
‘various ofhcers and the affairs of the county have been handled well by the various 
Seards of county commissioners. Its present board, and one that is doing much 
te further promote the interests of this great section, is composed of Joseph FE. Bell, 
West Palm Beach, chairman; Thomas I. Dempsey, Jupiter; C. W. Bell, Pahokee; 
# B. Raulerson, Boca Raton, and H. N. Gaines, Stuart. In legal aid to the coun- 
ty, the board is ably served by Frank Wideman. 

_ Through the energies of these gentlemen, and others who have preceded them 
‘4 office, an efficient system of county administration has been developed and this has 
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placed Palm Beach County well to the front and her bond issues for roads, bridges 
and other improvements have always commanded top prices. During recent years 
millions have been spent in county improvements and every dollar has been reflected 
back in the substantial character of its development. However, other great improve- 
ments are to come and just now, in May, 1925, the county has improvements in 
process that will entail an expenditure of a million and a half dollars, and a bond 
issue is now being considered—that will likely be carried—to provide $6,000,000 for 
improvements that will include the widening of the Dixie Highway from one end of 
the county to the other, the building of a thirty-foot ocean boulevard to run the en- 
tire length of the county and the building of other numerous roads and bridges. 

Palm Beach County is justly proud of her good roads. Her main highways are 
well built and adequately maintained. And to these roads others. are being rapidly 
added. ‘The famed Dixie Highway intersects Palm Beach County and gives an out- 
let to both the north and south, and notably, during the past year the Conner’ High- 
way, built through the Everglades at the cost of a million dollars, has given the 
county a fine highway east and west, a highway that has practically opened up its 
back country and a highway, connecting with State Road No. 8 at Okeechobee City, 
has given the county a direct cross state road from the Kast Coast of Florida to the 
West Coast, from West Palm Beach to Tampa and St. Petersburg. 

Truly, a great section, in a great State. 
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Florida entertains a million tourists yearly—a winter visitor for each resident of the state. 
They leave from fifty to one hundred million dollars in the state annually,

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Tampa---Its History and Progress 


By GRAHAM FORRESTER 


AMPA is the largest city in Florida. The state census which was com- 
pleted on April 15 of this year gives her a population of 94,808 and 
Jacksonville, which has led heretofore, 94,206. ‘This census shows l’am- 
pa to have come from 51,068 to her present figure in the five-year period 
since 1920. Jacksonville had 91,558 under the 1920 count. | 

The revelations of the census reports as to Tampa’s growth are interesting and 
mil in a forceful way of the city’s progress. In 1870, the population was 796; in 
i880, if Was 720; In 1890, it was 5,532; in 1900, it was 15,839; in 1910, it wag 37,- 
pz: in tots, it was 48,160; in 1920, it was 51,608; in 1925, it is 94,808. ‘Phe "per- 
centage increase for the last five-year period is 83.68. ; 

It is found from the recent census that the population of Tampa and the ter- 
story immediately contiguous but not included in the city limits is 121,607. 

Business and commercial growth have, if anything, exceeded the population in- 
grease in Tampa. The business section of the city gives the impression of a city of 
239,000 population. Business transactions not infrequently involve $1,000,000. 

Tampa is unique among Florida cities, at least, if not among those of the nation. 
Ie is a port city, a manufacturing city, a jobbing city, a railroad city, a residence city 
snda much favored city with winter visitors. Where can be found another city with 
so many foundations? In Tampa, it is but a short automobile drive from a factory 
working 2,000 people to the exclusive Bayshore section with its splendid stretch of 
salt water in front, its palm bordered boulevards, its spreading lawns and imposing 
mansions. It is a shorter one from extensive railroad yards to the most magnificent 
public park on the peninsula, which is a favorite “lazying” place and playground for 
winter visitors. From a wholesale house which does an immense annual business to 
the famous Tampa Bay Hotel is but a few minutes. Tampa is metropolitan, her 
people cosmopolitan. Skyscrapers and tropical shrubbery are elbow neighbors. Pure 
Anglo-Saxon and proud Castilian live side by side. Far and away the larger part of 
the people are native Americans, native born Floridans, and those who have gathered 
here from every State in the Union, but there are also to be found French, German, 
Spanish, Dutch, Flemish, Swedish, Norwegian, Italian, Portuguese, Roumanians, Greeks, 
Poles, Slovaks, Russians, Ruthenians, Bulgarians, Yiddish, Hebrew, Magyar, Fin- 
nish, Turkish, Chinese and Japanese among T'ampa’s population. Tampa’s percent- 
aye of negro population is less than that of any city in the South. 

There is but little of note about the history of Tampa. It was established first 
as a small fishing camp, then became a trading post, where the pioneers of the neigh- 
horing section came to buy their supplies. Commerce consisted of small schooners, 
bringing to Tampa, mainly from Cedar Keys, supplies of merchandise delivered at 
that point by rail, Tampa not having yet been blessed with railroad connection; while 
other small boats sailed from Tampa to the fishing points to the South. When the 
orange industry began to develop and a railroad was built to the struggling town it 
began to show some signs of future importance, but not sufficient to attract outside 
attention. During the War Between the States a garrison was established in Tampa, 
but there was no fighting in or about the city. Its pioneer male citizens were called 
upon to take part in the various Indian wars. 

Tampa first took a place on the map when Henry B. Plant built his railroad 
into it and accompanied this enterprise with the building of the Tampa Bay [fotel, the 
yreat caravansary which remains as the most notable monument of the railroad mag- 
nate. This hotel is the property of the city of Tampa, and is the only hotel in the

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 mentry which ts city-owned. The ‘Tampa Bay became a popular winter resort from 
+ the beginning and served to bring to Tampa many distinguished visitors who spread 
the news of the attractions of the city and section throughout the other parts of the 
gowntry, with the result that a movement of home-seekers and investors set in, very 
waly at first, but later reaching a steady and increasing volume. 
During the Spanish-American war Tampa occupied a prominent place in the head- 
ee hones and date lines of the newspapers by reason of the fact that it was selected as the 
¢amp and point of embarkation for the army for the invasion of Cuba, under General 
Shafter, Some 50,000 troops encamped in and about the city and a great fleet of 
transports conveyed these soldiers from Port Tampa to Cuba. Theodore Roosevelt, 
thea merely the licutenant-colonel of the “Rough Riders,” camped with his command 
4 Tampa and sailed from Port Tampa to the exploits which really formed his in- 
~tteduction to the people of the United States. On the site of his camp the gity_is 
: erecting a commodious school building which will bear his name. ‘The most notable 
wen of the country visited Tampa during these stirring times and comments of the 
gupers were largely unfavorable, owing to the fact that the town had no public improve- 
sents to speak of, its streets being unpaved and undrained, its facilities for caring 
fur crowds inadequate and its sanitary conditions bad. It was not until after this ex- 
grecnce that the citizens of Tampa took stock of these deficiencies and set about cor- 
tecting them. 

One who saw Tampa in the army days of 1898 would be astounded to see the 
present modern city, with all its up-to-date improvements. Perhaps no better index 
nm the progress of Tampa is to be found than is contained in a comparison of the pub- 
be improvements and utilities which it has to-day with those which it so greatly lacked 
i Spanish war days. 
Yampa had on February 1, this year, 225.42 miles of paved streets; 410 miles 
at paved sidewalks; 111 miles of sanitary and 7.5 miles of storm sewers and $700,- 
ews from a bond issue for a system of general storm sewers and so forth. The water 
sistem is municipally owned and on the first of this year was serving 14,614 patrons. 
A new water plant is now under construction at a cost in excess of $1,200,000. Tampa 
maintains a modern police department and one of the best fre departments in the 
Seuth. Both of these are kept at high standards and emphasize the determination 
tm provide the very best protection for person and property. The city’s interest in 
health and sanitation are evidenced by this year’s appropriations of $150,696.35 for 
the sanitary department; $13,663 for the street cleaning department; $37,755 for 
the health department; $19,170 for the engineer's department, operation of sewers, 
purification plants, ete.; $3,390 for sewer maintenance. ‘The city owns and operates 
a commodious municipal dock which was constructed at a cost of $600,000. Three 
bridges span the Hillsborough River, connecting the eastern and western sections of 


woo each, The city hall occupies a half block in the heart of the business district 
and is one of the handsomest public buildings in the South. 

* ‘Lampa’s city government is by commission. Perry G. Wall, mayor-commis- 
sioner; W. J. Barritt, mayor pro tem; W. A. Adams, S. L. Lowry, Sr., and James 
McCants constitute the Board of Commissioners. “They have envisioned Tampa and 
are helping to build it wisely and conservatively, yet most progressively. It was dur- 
ing the term of former Mayor D. B. McKay, from. 1910-1920, that Tampa caught 
the spirit of municipal improvement and made most marked advance in this respect. 
Most of the public buildings bear Colonel McKay's name on their corner stones or 
historical plates, as does the splendid bridge across the Hillsborough, on LaFayette 
Street. What is being done now in the way of municipal building and construction en- 
terprises is being builded largely upon the foundations then laid. 

In direct connection, it is worth while to consider the public utilities in Tampa. 
“Gas and electricity are furnished by the ‘Tampa Gas and Tampa Electric Companies, 
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the city. Three more are ‘to be immediately constructed, at a cost of more than $300,- -

The leading import is 
wt. Thousands upon thousands of barrels of fuel and refined oil are brought in each 
meanth from Mexico, Texas and Louisiana. Five oi! companies have large storage 


tanks here; the Gulf Refining Company, Standard Oil Company, National Petroleum 
Corporation, Mexican Petroleum Corporation and the Texas Company, distributing 
from Tampa throughout a large portion of the South. ‘Tobacco comes next, large 
quantities being brought in from Cuba to be converted into T'ampa’s famous cigars. 
(ocoanuts constitute a large item. A year’s import of nuts from Honduras and 
Jamaica through Tampa was 10,297,000, New York alone outranking this city as a 
cocoanut importing port. Cedar logs come in large quantities from Cuba and Mexico 
for the manufacture of cigar boxes and containers. lbony, mahogany, mahowa and 
‘other Central and South American hardwoods are imported for use in local furni- 
ture factories and for distribution throughout the United States. Phosphate, lumber, 
naval stores and citrus fruits are:the leading exports, in the order named, followed 
by quantities of general merchandise and cargo furnished. Cuba, Nlexico and South 
America by Tampa dealers. Regular sailings are maintained between Tampa and

og wholesale and retail trade. 
Vhen follows the manufactories. “Pampa is not only the largest city in Florida 


but, also, the greatest industrial center. It is a manufacturing city. The State De- 


partment of Agriculture lists Hillsborough County as manufacturing over $20,000,- 
vow) worth of products per annum. “Over $20,000,000 worth” is rather an indefinite 
amount. The total is, probably, nearly twice as much. Practically all of this is done 
ia Tampa. Long known as “The Cigar City,’ because of the fact that it manufactures 
more clear Havana cigars than any place in the world, Tampa deserves now to be 
known as “The Industrial City.” It has more than 400 manufacturing plants, large 
and small. Something like half of these are cigar factories. “The others cover a 
wide range, from a furniture factory to one where rubber stamps are made. Noticea- 
ble among these, for the reason that they can not be conducted everywhere, are a glass 
snd bottle factory and a large fish chowder cannery. The weekly industrial pay roll 
of Tampa is $755,135.00. Location, climatic conditions and excellent transportation 
facilities—both by rail and water—the improved harbor and banking facilities are 
reasons enough for the multiplying of manufacturing plants in Tampa until it comes 
to be the leading industrial city of the South. : 

Because it is so outstanding, a more detailed telling of the cigar industry in 
lampa is interesting : 

More than 200 cigar factories, big and little, are listed at the Tampa office of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau. Nine of these factories are known as “bonded” es- 
tablishments, bringing in their tobacco from Cuba under bond and operating under 
the direct supervision of the United States Customs and Internal Revenue Bureaus. 

Tampa's cigar factories have the record of having turned out cigars at the aver- 
age rate of 2,000,000 for each working day of the year. 
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These cigars are of five grades—A, B, C, D, and E—the first being the five-cen- 
ters and the last the ones that retail for from twenty-five cents up. 

Total internal revenue taxes paid on the cigars manufactured in the ‘Tampa dis- 
trict in 1924 amounted to $3,856,766. ‘This is in addition to the customs duty paid 
on the imported tobacco, which ranges from a basis of $1.50 a pound for the finest 
wrapper leaf dawn to 28 cents a pound on the lowest grade filler tobaccos. 

‘Tampa's cigar industry supports, directly and indirectly, at least 25,000 persons 
—enough to make a fair-sized city in itself, and a cigar-making population greater 
than the population of any city in Florida except Tampa, Jacksonville, Miami and 
Pensacola. 

By tar the larger proportion of the ‘Pampa cigar-makers are from Cuba, Key 
West and Spain, with a sprinkling from other West Indian points. u 

live factories turn out the cedar boxes and tin containers in which Vampacmade 
cigars are sent to every corner of the earth. ‘ 

One Tampa cigar factory—the establishment of Cuesta, Rey & Co.— is, by 
royal appointment, purveyor of cigars to King Alfonso, of Spain, and the Spanish 
royal household. 

Illustrative of the fame and wide travels of ‘T'ampa-made cigars is a true story 
which is too good not to be told here. Some two years ago a gentleman from one 
of the United States was in Rome, Italy. He was dreadfully lonesome and homesick, 
and entirely unable to speak the language of the land. One day he was sitting in a 
park, when to his surprise his neighbor on the park bench turned to him and asked, 
in fairly good Itnglish, if he would have a cigar. Making athrmative reply he was 
handed a Hava-Tampa. He enjoyed a good smoke and a pleasant hour with a new 
friend. The aftermath of this incident is striking. ‘The gentleman to whom that 
cigar was given in far off Italy says that he was impressed that a city which turned 
out such cigars must be a good one. ‘The result is that he is now a large property 
owner in T’ampa, 

‘Tampa does a large wholesale business. It has 140 wholesale concerns, includ- 
ing all lines of business, serving a population of $00,000, with a trade total aggre- 
gating $50,000,000 annually. One of the outstanding recent features is the enlarg- 
ing of its trade with Southern countries, particularly Cuba, the Isle of Pines and 
Honduras. ‘This trade is handled in connection with the importation of fruit from 
these countries. This unlimited development. 

Retail trade in Tampa undoubtedly averages larger per capita than in almost any 
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a Ne this country. This is due to the character of the population and the large 
gun hee of winter visitors. It would be a matter of impossibility, almost, to ever 
‘Vi grepare an accurate list of the retail establishments here; but among them are 5 big 
fwment stores, 40 dry goods stores, over 300 retail grocery stores, 85 retail gine 
“woes, t§ hardware stores, over 50 furniture stores; 15 jewelry stores, over 100 
/Metewrants, 30 bakeries, 8 ice factories and no telling how many, or how varied, other 
 getad establishments. 

~ factones, wholesale and retail concerns are housed in buildings which bespeak 
ut dt and present the sky line of a much larger city. ee the outstanding build- 
owe ot Tampa may be mentioned the Citizens Bank Building, Maas Bros. Depart- 
weet More, Citrus Exchange Building, Masonic Temple, Hillsboro Hotel, City Hall, 
Peensular Telephone Building, Stovall Building, Stovall Nelson Buildine? Bayview 
Bheec!, Tampa Terrace Hotel, Federal Bulding, Bayshore Hotel, Exchange Bank, De- 
Sore Hotel, Tribune Building, and many others. Work is now under way for a new 
tgatory building for the First National Bank. “Phe Tampa Board of ‘Trade is soon 
te erect a 1 $-story structure, and plans are made for the 14-story Pulver-Plant Hotel. 

Banking, shipping, wholesaling, retailing and building are not all that Tampa 
te oeks about. ‘Pampa’s school buildings are modern in construction and equipment, 
ged additional buildings are added yearly to take care of the ever-increasing demand 
fer more space. The city schools as well as those throughout the county are operated 
ea the same modern standard as schools in much larger and more densely populated 
gees in the North and East. ; 

Pupils graduated from the senior high schools are admitted to all colleges to 
which graduates from any high school are admitted. The course of study comprises 
branches which will fit the pupil for the commercial world as well as for more ad- 
vanced academic work. Manual training, home economics, which include sewing, 
‘ni and home management, are taught; current history and events, science, chem- 

ry, botany and the rudiments of agricultural work, physical culture for the girls and 
athletics for the boys are additional features. An athletic instructor is in charge of 
the physical training department for the high school boys, and a physical directress has 
charge of that department for the high school girls. Members of the graduating 
classes who expect to go into teaching work may take a teacher’s training course as an 
additional feature of their last year of high school work. ‘The high school also 
recognizes credits in musical training taken outside of the school if proper examina- 
tans are passed. 

\ great many people who would prefer to spend the winter months in Florida 
hesitate on account of taking the children cut of school, and fampa has eliminated 
this worry on the visitor’s part by admitting the children of winter visitors to public 
shool on the same basis as resident children. This makes it possible for parents 
coming to Tampa for a part or all of the winter season to enter their children for 
the period without a break in their school work. 

Aside from the excellent public schools maintained there are a number of private 
schools conducted by competent educators, and there ere two business colleges teach- 
ing various commercial lines. There are kindergartens, convents, dancing, vocal and

i i. A total of ninety-nine churches and chapels, representing practically all denomi- 
ak nations, provide for the spiritual needs of ‘Vampa’s people in addition to the Salva- 
ae tion Army, the Volunteers of America, and similar organizations that combine the 
: ts religious element with general uplift and rehabilitation work and charitable activi- 
5 8H: 
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ties. Church property in Tampa, and immediate suburbs, represents aggregate in- 
vestment value of nearly $3,000,000, while the combined membership of the city’s 
churches is over 18,000, Among the church edifices are to be found some of the 
finest in the South; while the work that is being done in the outlying districts having 
large foreign populations is a wonderful instrumentality in the Americanization of 
aliens coming to our shores. 

The Yampa Public Library system contains 22,045 books. Each of these books 
were let on an average of seven times during the past year, making a total circulation 
of 163,423 volumes, which is an increase of 2,200 over last year’s record. 

The appropriation of the library was $18,500. Of this 10 cents was devoted 
to circulation of each book, $3,213 was spent for new books; 2,389 volumes were 
purchased and 109 were donated. Since, however, 1,193 books were worn out, lost 


or stolen, the total increase in books is 1,305 volumes. is 
The library subscribes to 149 magazines and periodicals, including one news- 
paper from almost every State. Eight of these are new. < 


During the year the library has registered 2,790 borrowers, bringing the total 
to 10,891 patrons. 

A small branch was opened last April at DeSoto Park. This branch has 500 
books belonging to the Seaboard Air Line Traveling Library, in addition to library 
collections. 

The Story Hours have continued popular, with an attendance of over 1,000 per 
month. 

Tampa’s present hospitals are the Gordon Keller, owned and operated by the 
city. There are accommodations for seventy-five patients. This hospital is rated 
high among the institutions of the State. 

The Bayside Hospital is an excellent private institution, located in a quiet spot 
on Bayshore boulevard, on Hillsborough Bay. It has every modern equipment, with 
accommodations for fifty patients. 

The Centro Asturiano Club maintains a sanitarium (the Centro Asturiano Sani- 
tarium) which can handle thirty-five patients. 

The Centro Hspanol Sanitarium, operated by a similar club, has accommoda- 
tions for sixty. | : 

Dr. Cook’s Sanitarium is another private institution, having accommodations for 
thirty-six patients. 

The Clara rye Hospital, for negroes, is a private institution, but is assisted by 
the city. A great many charity cases are handled here. 

‘A maternity home has been started by Miss Nelle French. The institution will 
accommodate six lying-in patients with the surroundings of home life.

This rainfall, 
with the location of Tampa on the bays, near the Gulf, and surrounded with lakes, 
eotribute to the moderation of the temperatures both winter and summer. ‘These 


same conditions give Hillsborough County its advantages for the productions of citrus 
truits, carly vegetables and tropical fruits.

) One of the best indications of thé progress of any community may be found in 
i the growth of the telephone system. Figures which have just been compiled show that 
i in 1913 there were 660 telephones in operation in Lakeland. On July 25th, 1924, 
othcials of the company announced’ 2,546 telephones and on October 2sth, 1924, 
2,876 and on March ist, 1925, 3,020. 

i In 1885, land in the down town section could be bought for $5.00 an acre. “To- 
day an acre of land in the business district is valued at a million and half dollars. 
In 1910, Lakeland had progressed but little more. he population was 3,719. Busi- 
ness conditions differed but little, and Lakeland had not yet attained a formidable posi- 
tion as a winter haven. 

In the early months of 1916, Polk County took a distinct step towards progress, 
when the citizens of the county voted a bond issue of $1,500,000—the largest ever 
passed in the South for exclusive road construction. This gigantic issue provided sys- 
tem of sheet asphalt highways throughout the county, connecting every community. 
It gave Polk County 217 miles of good, hard surfaced roads. l’rom time to time the 
system has gradually been extended until Polk now has more than 400 miles of asphalt 


highways. 


at that time was 7,062, Lakeland was growing rapidly, but not to any degree as 
rapidly as the growth has come since that period. ‘The remarkable progress has 
come since 1916.

The postal receipts for 1924, or $73,806.00, show an unusual increase over 
1923, the total for the year being $59,899.50, as compared with the receipts for 1902 
otf $4,069.09. Bank deposits for the close of December 31, 1924, total $6,091,484. 
10, as compared with $3,385,884.00 an December 31, 1923, the total gain being $2,- 
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During 1924, bond issues totaling $2,474,000 were passed in Lakeland, which 
will give this city, among other things, some of the most beautiful municipal buildings 
to be found anywhere in the State. In 1923, the total area of the city was but four 
square miles. On December 30, 1924, citizens of Lakeland voted to annex twenty- 
six square miles of territory, making the area to-day thirty square miles. The sub- 
urban developments of 1924 total $7,000,000, as compared with $2,;00,000. for 
1923, a total gain of $4,500,000. 


During 1924, 520 residences, costing $1,282,275, were erected in Lakeland. The 
building total for 1924 was $2,841,441.00, as compared with $2,153,715.00 for 1923. 
Despite the fact that 1924 total is $688,236 greater than that of 1923, it must be taken 
into consideration that in 1923 a permit for the $750,000 Lakeland Terrace Hotel 
was issued thereby making the 1924 increase smaller in comparison. 

It may be conservatively estimated that building totaling approximately’ #rtooo,- 
000.00 was completed on the outskirts of the corporate limits for which no permits 
were issued, which by virtue of the recent annexation of twenty-six miles of territory, 
should rightfully be included in the 1924 building, thereby bringing the grand total 
to $3,841,441. There is every indication that the 1925 building total will be unduly 
large, it having been definitely announced that five new buildings, totaling in cost $1,- 
015,000; a new 10-story hotel costing $750,000, and an office building, ten stories 
in height, costing around $450,000, are to be erected.

Even the most enthusiastic Floridian, estimating to the fullest the extent of the investment of 
outside capital in this state, doubtless will be surprised to hear the figures given by a man “of 
high position in the great financial world of the north” to Editor Straub, of the St. Petersburg 
‘Times. his authority—for he is authority—gave the figures of the investment of northern capital 
in three states, during the year 1924, as follows: 

In Georgia, $8,000,000. 

In North Carolina, $19,000,000. 

In Florida, $450,000,000. 

The comparison is a stupendous one, but there can be little doubt as to the correctness of 
the figures, figures that all indications point further to being doubled in 1925.

; RADENTON, the capital city of the famous “Land of Manatee,” has made 
| a remarkable record in the past year or two in practically all lines of prog- 

ress. This applies not only to a constructive building program but also 
to civic Improvements. 

All the down-town streets in the business center have been widened 

ee well as the thoroughfares leading into the city from all directions. And few cities 
## the State are so accessible over hard roads as ‘“The I'riendly City.” The Bayshore 
Weed and the Tamiami Trail converge at Bradenton. These two highways lead 
‘weegh a rich agricultural section and on this account are a great attraction to the 
~~ ¢eters from all over the country. 
The tourist trathe to the Manatee River section during the season which 4s<now 
dvawang to a close has been the heaviest ever experienced, and quite a record was es- 
eeished for the bridge spanning the river connecting Bradenton and Palmetto acccord- 
"wy te statistics recently compiled by the State Road Department. In a census of 
— tra®e crossing the bridges in Florida during the early part of the present year, first 
plate was accorded to this section, the Manatee River bridge having had the largest 
«wenber of automobiles to cross over it than any other highway bridge in the State, 
the second being the bridge leading to Miami. It is estimated that close to 600,000 
eeachines crossed the bridge here during the season. This is a great record for this 
wetion, and is authentic, as the infornfation was secured through a monthly census 
which is taken by representatives of the Highway Department and shows that this 
wetion of Florida enjoyed the heaviest automobile tourist trafic of any section of 
the State. ‘ 

Just recently Manatee County voted a bond issue to the tune of five to one for 
$¢,400,000 which will be spent in completing one of the finest systems of roads in 
the entire State, connecting all sections of the back country with the Tamiami Trail. 
\ part of this money will be spent in building a bridge across the pass connecting Anna 
Maria Key and Long Boat Keys. When completed this will give an island drive of 
racnty-tive miles with majestic gulf on one side and Sarasota Bay and Palma Sola 
Bay on the other side. 

The State Road Department now has under construction a concrete bridge across 
the Manatee River, connecting Bradenton and Palmetto. This bridge will have a 
walk-way on either side and will be electrically lighted the entire distance of a mile 
and a quarter. 

Manatee County has shown a marvelous increase in population as shown by the 
recent census. A total of 23,214 which is an increase of 4,502 over the 18,712 which 
the Federal census of 1920 gave the county and at that time Manatee County em- 
braced also what is now Sarasota County. It is estimated that the part that went into 
Sarasota County had about 7,000 population and on that basis the population of 
Manatee County has increased nearly ninety-hve per cent. 

Bradenton showed a growth of practically 100 per cent. The population in 
1920 and the present census shows a population of 7,364 and added to this an im- 
mediate suburban population would increase this figure to more than 9,000, 
Bradenton completed a building program during the year 1924 amounting to 
$1,675,000 included in which was the construction of more than 350 homes. ‘There 
could justly be added to this $500,000.00 more for close adjoining property in new 
subdivision development. 

Bradenton has had some outstanding evidences of community co-operation. Just 
recently a campaign was launched to raise money for a new hotel. In a few days

$521,900.00 was forthcoming all of which was raised in the city. At this time a 
big, modern hotel is under construction and will be completed by the time that the 
crowds arrive for next winter. This: hotel will be seven stories high and will contain 
“171 guest rooms with spacious lobbies and dining room. 

Contemporaneous with the above financing’ — $120,000 was raised amongst the 
business men for the purchase of the property of the Adams Boat Line. ‘This pur- 
chase comprised the two boats operating between ‘Tampa and St. Petersburg, the ri- 
parian rights and lands at Bradenton and docking privileges at Palmetto, ‘Tampa 
and St. Petersburg. 

Immediately following this, the city veted a bond issue for $783,000 at a majori- 
ty of six to one. $350,000 will be spent for the construction of a new water works 
and mains, with sufficient wells to supply an ample supply of soft water; $200,000 
for an artificial gas plant and the remainder for sanitary sewers. 

Civic improvements for the year 1924 amounted to over one quarter of a million 
dollars. 

The city water front is now undergoing a great transformation. Sea walls and 
water front beautification are in evidence on every hand. ‘The acquiring of control 
of the Adams Boat line property removed one of the great hindrances to an extended 
municipal water front improvement. ‘The city now has in contemplation the building 
-of a municipal pier with a yacht basin and a recreation park between Ilorida Avenue 
and Prospect Avenue with a possibility of extension of Point Pleasant. 

Post office receipts increased during the year of 1924 forty per cent. over 1923 
and sixty per cent. over 1922. Documentary sales in the post office increased prac- 
tically 300 per cent. over 1923 which was a banner year in Bradenton. 

Bank deposits increased from $2,336,859 on March the Ist, 1924, to $5,021,011 
on March the 1st, 1925, an increase of 113 per cent. and this percentage obtained in

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River Bank and Trust Company has been added to the already strong 
institutions of the city. Phis bank is capitalized for $100,000 with a surplus

~The year 1925 bids fair to be the most constructive in the history of the wonder 
witty om the Manatee River. Already building permits have been issued approximating 
yew getiion dollars and a half with many other large projects in the making. 
At this time the Bradenton Bank & Trust Company has under construction a 
weemetory banking and ofhce building. The building will be of re-enforced steel 
wed comerete. The first story will be finished in Bedford stone, the remaining. six 
yeores will be of buff tapestry brick with a top finish of terra cotta and Bedford 
eeaiee, The building when completed will cost $300,000.00. 

The new community hotel is now under construction on the corner of Pihe*and 
Washington Streets. This will be seven stories and will be of re-enforced con¢rete 
wath eatcrior of terra cotta, tapestry brick and stucco. ‘This building will cost $600,- 
soe» and will be rushed to completion as rapidly as possible. 

fhe Point Pleasant Apartments are now under construction and will cost when

Having made a statement so broad it needs confirmation, and to set one aright 
let us proceed bluntly with a few comparative figures: 

C. W. Barron, editor of Wall Street Journal, made a personal survey of Florida during the 
winter, and he accredits Sarasota with 365.3 per cent. growth since 1920. 

In 1920 there were some 63 business firms and professional men in Sarasota. “Vhis has grown 
to 139 in 1923 and in 1924 to 495. ‘That is 685 per cent. increase in five years. 

In 1920 the postofiice business totaled $11,347.03. In 1924, $31,351.38. That is, 176 per 


cent. increase in four years. odes 
The railroad tonnage increased 611 per cent. in four years. : 


In 1920 the total bank resources were $861,861.42. In 1924, $4,992,466.25. “This is an in- 
crease of 4506 per cent. in four years. 

In 1920 the assessed valuation of Sarasota was $2,379,214. In 1924 it was $12,466,140. This 
is an increase of 460 per cent. 

In 1920 the estimated building permits were $100,000. In 1924, $1,749,599, an increase of 
1649 per cent. 

This gives Sarasota an average percentage of the seven items of 629.7 per cent. 

‘The question naturally arises: Can, this ratio be maintained ? 





Let us analyze the figures given: 

Population: Sarasota’s population has been circumscribed by housing conditions—hundreds of 
artisans are living in barracks, their families obliged to remain in other parts of the state and the 
nation—thus cutting down Sarasota’s population two or three thousand. “Phere are hundreds ot 
others living in neighboring towns and earning their living in Sarasota. “Vhis condition is tast be- 
ing remedied by the building program. 

Occupational Licenses: or months office and store space has been at a premium—as many 
as six and eight firms occupying one ground floor storeroom, “This situation is relieved by the 
completion of the 96-office-room Lord building. At present three large furniture blocks are in 
course of erection, as well as other business blocks. It is safe to assume as provision is made for 
stores and for professional men the ratio of increase in occupational licenses will be maintained. 

Postoffice Receipts: A year ago 500 call boxes were sufficient for the public. “To-day 1,500 
are insufficient, regardless of a carrier system in effect. The postofhce business for 1925 wall far 
exceed $40,000, placing Sarasota as a first class office. 

Railroad Tonnage: ‘Vhis business will naturally increase if only the carrying of brick and rock 
for city and county and road building, which program ts possibly ten times greater this year than 
last, with another $2,500,000 road bond issue looming large, which we are not considering In our 
estimate. This year Sarasota is served by two lines of railroad—last year with but one, 

Bank Resources: In getting to the per cént. increase the figures were taken for the close of 
business December 31, 1924, with a total bank. resources of $4,992,4060.25. In a statement before 
me as I write one bank alone has a total resource of $2,250,086.29, with a statement of the cashier 
that since the card was printed $750,000 additional has been placed on deposit, making a total of 
over $3,000,000. ‘The two other existing banks will swell the total to better than $6,000,000, and 
a fourth bank will be established within a few weeks. 

. Assessed Valuation: It is estimated the assessed valuation of Sarasota (one mile square in 
area) will be $16,000,000, an increase of $4,000,000 over 1924 and if the greater Sarasota project 
is put through by the legislature at the present session the increase will be better than $6,000,000, 
possibly a total of $20,000,000 to $22,000,000. The county valuation will be increased this year 
from $6,000,000 to $9,000,000, 

Building Permits: Sarasota county had a constructive program outlined for the first of the 
year itemized at $36,000,000, augmented next week by $4,000,000 additional and within the past 
month by $35,000,000 Monoca Project in the Woodmere section, You can discount all this, if you 
please, a $75,000,000 program, ten times and with $7,500,000 it will equal that of cities ten times

On January 22, 1912, on the first through train to operate over the “Over-Seas 
f stensions,”’ domiposed of an engine, baggage car and two private cars, Mr. Flagler 
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made his triumphant entry via the “All Rail Route” into “The Island City,” thereby 
realizing the happiness of a dream come true after years of work and planning. 

One who has not made the trip over the Key West Extension can not form an 
adequate estimate of the magnitude of this undertaking, Standing at one end of the 
Knights Key, Moser Channel Bridge, trying in vain to see the further end lost on 
the horizon seven miles away, endeavoring to measure the leagues of trestle, one can 
gain some realization of the vastness of this titanic feat of engineering. 

Meanwhile, even in the years before the Key West project was undertaken, Mr. 
Flagler had been carrying on with other phases of development. With the increase 
in permanent population and its consequent construction of homes, cities and business 
interests, together with the growing numbers of winter tourists, a need existed for the 
pleasures of sport and recreation. 

On the broad properties of the Flagler hotels, golf courses were laid out. Nine- 
hole courses were built in St. Augustine, Ormond and Miami, and at Palm Beach an 
ighteen-hole course was constructed. This was the beginning of a series of golf 
courses which include the eighteen-hole courses at Ormond Beach, the Palm Beach 
Country Club, the St. Augustine. Golf Links, the Miami Country Club and 
many others. ‘The golf course construction inaugurated at that time continues 
to-day under the auspices of the Flagler Interests, which may with justification 
take the credit for the introduction and development of golf in Florida, which is 
among the principal reasons for this state’s popularity as a winter resort.

These and kindred facts are well known and need no particular comment, but re 
cently Florida has stepped to the front and now occupies the unquestioned lead among 
. the states of the Union in her expressed desire to bid the newcomers welcome and to

) Taxes never have been popular and in recent years many new methods of raising 
taxes have been devised, each new one less popular than the old. Florida has been the 
first and, so far, is the only state to turn back and actually reduce the tax burden 
i placed upon its citizens.

Key ILARGO 


Key Largo is the largest of the group, and lies nearest Miami. It is about thirty 
miles long and varies in width from one-half to three miles. The railroad joins Key 
Largo with the mainland at the center of the island, then passes on its way to Key 
West, crossing all the other large islands. Already there are three railroad stations 
at Key Largo. 

Large developments are being undertaken at Key Largo. The largest of these 
developments is on the Key Largo Club properties, several thousand acres, adjacent 
to the point where the oversea highway and the railroad enter the island. Here are 
being cut canals, yacht basins and docks; streets and avenues continue to increase; golf 
links and Aisnoace, are to be built, and residential features are to be exclusively 
Spanish.

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The Everglades 
An Empire of Fabulous Potential Wealth, 


A Trium ph of Engin eering Science.

HE Florida Everglades, originally a swamp land reaching from Lake Okee- 
chobee to the southernmost point on the mainland, and extending in breadth 
‘nearly two-thirds the breadth of that part of the state, has proved, in the 
large areas already reclaimed, the most fertile producing lands in the world. 
Since the time of Adam, these lands have been receiving the incessant over- 
teow trom Lake Okeechobee, the largest fresh water lake in the United States except 
fake Michigan, and this process through the centuries has here deposited a soil of in- 
demi ble tertility, reaching in places a depth of br ie lifteen feet. Situated in Flor- 
age. where frost is unknown and sun and rain are man’s willing slaves, the I:verglades 


ety producing truck garden crops of an infinite variety for the markets of the coun- 


ey, winter and summer. The whole year is the Ilorida growing season. Immense 
«gar cine production and sugar refining plants have for a number of years been 
eperated at great profit with capital furnished by internationally known sugar mag- 
pates who have eagerly turned to this newly released tropical empire and invested mil- 
fons, Each year these corporations are increasing the I:verglades acreage under their 
adtivation. This sugar activity represents but a small percentage of the entire re- 
Jamed land now producing one crop after another of every species of fruit and vege- 
table, with less assistance from the labor of man than is demanded in any spot in the 
world. William J. Conners, Buffalo millionaire, who has built his own fortune through 
shrewd and audacious enterprise, presents an eminent ex xample of the enthusiasm with 
which the finest type of business man is turning to the Iverglades, as both a source 
af certain wealth and a field for great constructive building. Mr. Conners, in 1924, 
wit a 33,000,000 hard-surfaced highway through the heart of the Everglades, from 

Pati Beach to Okeechobee City, opening up the hitherto isolated farm lands to the 
waports of the East and West Coasts. He is the owner of vast acreage near Lake 
Wkeechobee, and is continually adding to his possessions of Isverglades land. He oper- 
ates an immense farm and is encouraging the cultivation of Hverglades farm land by 
furnishing a service of experts for the benetit of novices in this held. 

Brown and Company, manufacturers of peanut products, a New Itngland corpora- 
ton, established the largest peanut farm in the world in the Everglades when they . 
purchased 70,000 acres of drained land which is producing two crops a year, with a 
vicld more than twice as great to the acre as has been found possible anywhere else. 

The foregoing facts are adduced in evidence of the amazing wealth actual and 
potential in these lands that have lain an idle waste from the beginning of time, an 
mmmense empire the heart of the most sensational agricultural development in the 
world’s history, of which the whore stupendous magnitude has been hitherto barely fore- 
shadowed. Huge areas still remain to be drained. Already nearly fifteen millions 
of dollars have been expended in the tasks of drainage, which consists principally in 
lowering the level of Lake Okeechobee and diverting the waters of the flooded lands 
through drainage canals, which are now in operation to a total of nearly 500 miles. 

The history of the Everglades, their development and occasional illegal exploita- 
tion, forms the main thread of interest in Tlorida’s state history from the very time 
of this state’s admission to the Union, in 1845. At that time they were government - 
lands, under the*United States Land Department. 
In 1845, when the Florida State government had begun to function, the legis-

tsture by resolution instructed its representatives at Washington to bend all their ettorts 
ty securing a competent survey and appraisal of the Hverglades. Senator James Ly. 
Westcott from that time undertook the advancement of the Everglades project as his 
special responsibility. Not until 1847, however, was he successful in gaining his first 
geint, the appointment of Buckingham Smith of St. Augustine — an eminent lawyer, 
hatorian, and later secretary of the United States legations in Mexico and Madrid— 
ts make a survey of the Everglades. His report, an optimistic and poetic description, 
was made in June, 1848, and was followed promptly by a bill introduced by Senator 
Westcott, providing that the United States should grant the swamp lands of the lver- 
zlades to the State of Florida on condition that this state should drain them and 
reader them habitable. ‘Ihe subject was apparently of so little interest to Congress 
ts a whole that the bill, although reported by the Committee on Public Lands, failed 
of passage. 

‘Tenacious to his purpose, Senator Westcott arrived at a device which not only se- 
cured for Florida the Everglades grant, but in addition many millions of acres of other 
overflowed lands. He awakened the active interest of legislators of many other states 
hy admitting them to a proprietary partisanship. Senator Westcott’s new measure, 
watroduced in 1850, was an act ‘to enable the State of Arkansas and other states to 
reclaim the swamp lands within their limits.” With an immensely increased support, 
she bill was made law. 

From that time until to-day the Florida Everglades and millions of other flood- 
ed acres has been the trust of the Internal Improvement Board, then created, compris- 
ing the governor, the comptroller, the attorney-general, the treasurer and the commis- 
sioner of agriculture, a board which was bound by the conditions of the government 
grant to employ all money received through the sale of these lands, in the task of 
draining them. These lands through the years have been a strenuous responsibility 
for the Internal Improvement Board, presenting as they do so specious a target for 
the ubiquitous exploiter, and they have suffered the same fate from unscrupulous priv- 
ate greed as comes at some time to all similar government charges. The board has at 
times gone bankrupt through mismanagement, but the vigilance and high-minded exer- 
tions of capable governors and state officials have never failed to ferret out a rotten 
place in the structure nor to seek far abroad for materials to rebuild it. 

In 1881, when W. D. Bloxham became governor of Florida, the board was bank- 
rupt, as the result of various legislative acts, executed in a patriotic enthusiasm for the 
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state’s speedy development, providing large grants of Everglades land to the builders 
| of railroads. Some little good resulted perhaps from these acts, but an immense abuse 
| brought about bankruptcy. Hamilten Disston, Philadelphia millionaire, saved the situa- 
Bi, tion in 1881, when, persuaded by Governor Bloxham, he purchased four million acres 
of swamp land. The price he paid was one million dollars. At the same time, he con: 
tracted to drain 15,000,000 acres. This transaction restored the Internal Improvement 
. Board to solvency. The drainage contract was never completed, however, for Disston 
died some time afterward, having drained thousands of acres, cut more than 100 
miles of drainage canals, and by this substantial beginning proved the value of the 
lands and the feasibility of reclamation. | Disston directed experiments to test the 
| Iverglades’ possibilities for sugar cultivation. R. I. Rose, present state chemist, 
. conducted these experiments for Mr. Disston, constructing a sugar mill for the pur 
. pose at St. Cloud. He demonstrated that the average cane production was thirty- 
hve tons to the acre, equivalent to 5,000 pounds of granulated sugar. ‘ 
Bloxham’s term completed in 1885, he was out of state politics for twelve years. 
He returned, in 1897, to the governor’s chair to find the board bankrupt again, the 
result of maladministration of the lands, which had largely been perverted to the greed 
of lobbyists and others, and unconfined granting of the Internal Improvement lands 
had been the sport of the intervening decade. His second term began a reform which 
his successor Williams S. Jennings carried through with vigor. 
Bloxham checked extravagant legislation, but failed to advance the solvency of 
I the fund appreciably. Jennings ordered that deeds be refused on all outstanding 
| grants to railroads, began work on-a plan for drainage by the state, and confirmed 
the state’s title to the Everglades by securing a land patent from the United States 
a Land Department at Washington.

forceful figure, and one cf the greatest executives the state has had. He worked tire- 
lessly to keep sacred the great state trust. Irom a profound personal study of Ever- 
ylades conditions, he drew up a drainage plan which forms the basis of that now in 
use. Tle secured the passage of a bill creating the Mverglades Drainage District and 
providing that the lands in this district be taxed to finance the work of drainage. He 
wterviewed many men of wealth who might aid the fund, and finally succeeded in sell- 
ing. for $500,000, a tract of 500,000 acres to Richard J. Bolles, of Colorado, to say 
sothing of many lesser sales. He oversaw the construction of dredges, and set in 
motion a vigorous development. ‘Towns sprung up in the heart of the Everglades, 
due directly to his efforts. Broward, in brief, brought the drainage project out of the 
realm of theory and discussion, making it an actuality. 

Broward was followed in office by Albert M. Gilchrist. Gilchrist enriched the 
fund by negotiating many immense land sales. He closed a contract with an eastern 


dredging company for large drainage work and brought Florida development so sub-: 


stantially to the forefront that the Everglades became the mecca of thousands of 
prospectors throughout the country, and sales offices opened up all over the country. 
Some considerable scandal, however, resulted from the activities of unscrupulous land 
promotors at this time, through which Florida received much injury. Gilchrist’s ad- 
ministration, however, brought about a prodigious advance in the Everglades de- 
velopment. 

Park Trammell, the next governor, floated a large bond issue to finance the drain- 
ave and directed a scientific survey of the Everglades by Isham Randolph, noted en- 
gineer. Randolph laid out a reclamation plan which included the digging of 825 miles 
of canals. .He estimated the cost to be $22,500,000. 

Prospects of an entire success for the lverglades drainage are finer to-day than 
they have ever been before. The state’s fund grows richer every day, in consequence 
of present land values. The amazing increase in land values has not only made tax 
income immensely greater, but has brought about a new and unprecedented willingness 
on the part of taxpayers, whose [verglades holdings to-day represent such a desirable 
investment, and who are thus unwilling to involve their lands in any of the difficulties 
ensuing on non-payment of taxes. 

The Everglades to-day is the scene of great activity and of growth in prosperous 
institutions. The immemorial swamps have been converted through vast areas to farm 
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lands which are constantly being employed in a larger fashion to the purposes of 


great agricultural production. Cities have sprung up in the ’verglades, many of them 


well-established, thriving communities, boasting every convenience known to the mod- 
ern American city. Others, experiencing a new boom, are advancing at a pace un- 
precedented in the history of the country’s development. Okeechobee City presents 
a notable example of this condition. At the terminal of the new Conners Highway 
connecting there with State Road No. 8 to the West Coast, the county seat of Okee- 
chobee County, the site of two railroad depots, it is the scene of a huge building and 
development process, and its land values have swept upward prodigiously. ‘This city 
is typical of the stage of development the Everglades has arrived at. Surely an in- 
teresting contrast: Swamp lands which for thousands of years lay as a primitive waste, 
have through the energy of a body of statesmen become the world’s finest agricultural 
land and the site of cities peopled by energetic Americans, building a new wealth at a 
phenomenal rate of swiftness. The Everglades capitalist is fast becoming a distinc: 
tive American type.

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The Lake Worth Inlet ‘District \\|

Hl Lake Worth Inlet District was created by special act of the Legislature of 
Hlorida in 1915 for the purpose of constructing an inlet or waterway con- 
necting the waters of Lake Worth with the Atlantic Ocean and to provide | 
Vz suthcient channel depth, protective works and terminal facilities to accom- ad 
modate ocean-going vessels. ‘The district contains approximately nine hun- . 
‘deo! cighty-three square miles of territory, extending from the Atlantic Ocean west to 
Ye west boundary of Palm Beach County, It is conservatively estimated that the 
~ «thee of taxable property in the district at the present time is $50,000,000. “The dis- 4 
geet has an estimated population of from forty to fifty thousand inhabitants. * the 
vesent Lake Worth Inlet is located four miles north of the towns of Palm Beach and 
Vest Palm Beach. 
fwo main-line railroads now cross the territory embraced within the Lake Worth 
felet District, viz.: The Florida Kast Coast Railroad extending from Key West to 
whsonville; the new Seaboard Air Line Railroad, connecting the West Coast of 
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)  Porida with the East Coast and terminating at West Palm Beach. “The Florida last 





(east Railroad now has under construction a branch line from Okeechobee City on 
the north end of Lake Okeechobee to Pahokee, Florida, some forty miles west of 
West Palm Beach. These rail facilities, together with numerous hard surface roads, 
savigable canals and rivers afford a ready means of transportation to West Palm 
each and the Lake Worth Inlet from the vast agricultural territory, known as the 
} verglades. 

By the end of 1923, a channel two hundred feet wide through a cut and one 
hondred feet wide through to the west shore of Lake Worth at the inlet terminal site 
with a depth of twelve feet was procured, except for a narrow sandbar which had 
formed at the mouth of the entrance channel; also a turning basin at the west shore 
af Lake Worth twelve feet deep, six hundred feet by one thousand feet. The north 
jetty as it now appears was constructed, as well as considerable fill on the terminal site 
snd on Inlet Island. The depth of water in the channel at the present time ranges 
from twelve feet to sixteen feet from ocean to terminal site, except for the sandbar 
above referred to, which ranges from eight to ten feet at low tide. 

The inlet commissioners still feeling the greatest possibilities and still determined 

tw accomplish the task of providing a commercial inlet, in September, 1924, called an 
election within the district and with an almost unanimous vote issued bonds in the sum 
of $400,000 to continue the inlet project further. With this issue the district now 
has a total indebtedness of $1,000,000, which it is amply able and prepared to carry. 
The present bonds have been sold, the money is now on deposit in West Palm Beach 
banks and a contract has been let for the work, which is just now being started. It 
is to be kept in mind that the present plan is not a completed project, but that the 
people of West Palm Beach and vicinity, as well as the inlet commissioners, fully in- 
tend to continue the work until such time as a channel depth of thirty feet is procured, 
with sufficient terminal facilities to meet the demands of commerce. The inlet com- 
missioners have had various inquiries and requests for dockage space by various reputa- 
ble steamship companies, all of which voluntarily expressed a desire to make Palm 
Beach a port of call if sufficient depth of water is obtained and docking facilities 
provided. 

The Legislature at its last session authorized the inlet commissioners to issue $3,- 
250,000 additional bonds for the completion of a twenty-four foot project. This 
project will be undertaken in the very near future under the supervision of the emi- 
nent engineer, General George W. Goethals, of New York City, it being the intention 
of the inlet commission to secure the most able engineering talent in America.

AMES M. Cox, former governor of Ohio, owner and publisher of the Miami Dail 
News, and in Ohio of the Dayton Daily News, Springtield Daily News and Can- 
ton Daily News, is one of the significant figures of American life in. this generation, 
Through his own efforts and native talent, he has advanced from the humble origin 

S of Ohio tarmer to a nationally-renowned statesman and one of the country’s greatest 

newspaper owners and executives. 





Farmer boy, newsboy, printer, school teacher, newspaper reporter, secretary to a congressman, 
publisher, congressman and three times governor of Ohio — these are the successive, outstanding 
phases in the career of the former Democratic candidate for President, 

The youngest of seven children of Gilbert and Eliza (Andrews) Cox, James M. Cox was 


born near the village of Jacksonburg, Butler County, Ohio, on March 31, 1870. 

Governor Cox comes from New Jersey stock of Revolutionary days and is a direct descendant 
of Gen. James Cox, one of the early speakers of the New Jersey House of Representatives and 
later a member of Congress, who lived at Freeboard, N. J. Between General Cox and the former 
governor of Ohio, however, there were several generations of tillers of the soil who were known 
in their communities as honest, hard workers, but who attained to no political distinction. 

The original Cox to move to Ohio was the governor’s grandfather, Gilbert, Sr., who while 
still in his teens came there. He was a brick and stone mason of unusual skill and with timber 
which he hewed, stone which he quarried and brick which he made, Governor Cox’s grandfather 
built a fine residence which still stands. 

Gilbert Cox, Sr., settled in the wilderness at Jacksonburg, where he purchased 160 acres of 
forest for $500. Some of his thirteen children in turn took their own children farther westward 
in later days, so that the descendants of Pioneer Gilbert. Cox have come to be scattered all over the 
big Middle West. he old homestéad and farm at Jacksonburg became the possession of the 
late Gilbert Cox, Jr., the father of Governor Cox. Mrs. Cox, the Governor's mother, was a 
farmer’s daughter, reared in the same community. She died in 1916.

The boyhood life of Governor Cox was such as that experienced by any farmer’s lad in the 
seventies and early eighties. “he fact that he was the youngest of seven children, perhaps gave 
him somewhat of an advantage in being able to devote a little more time to reading than he might 
have had if there had been none other to help the father in his farm work or the mother in’ her 
household work. 

One of the things he did as a boy to earn a little pocket money of his own was serving as 
janitor in a country United Brethren Church. Duties consisted of getting up early Sunday mornings 
to fire old-fashioned wood stoves and to sweep the church on Mondays. He became a member 
of the church, paid his dues from money earned as janitor, and to this day is a member in good 
standing of the same church, although he attends Episcopalian services in Dayton in the church of 
which Mrs, Cox is a member. 

The earliest ambition of Governor Cox, so far as he remembers it, was to become a store- 
keeper at Middletown, a city some miles farther away than Jacksonburg. His parents, however, 
were insistent that if the boy wanted to leave the farm to become a storekeeper or anything else, 
he should first have more than an elementary school education. So at the age of 15, he was sent 
to the Amanda High School. While in that city, he stayed at the home of an elder sister, Mrs. 
John Q. Baker, whose husband was superintendent of the school and also owner of the Middletown 
Signal. He still is publisher of the Middletown News-Signal. 

This gave young Cox the happy opportunity of working his way through high school. He 
became a printer’s devil, plied the occupation until he became a full journeyman printer, carried 
papers to subscribers in the city once a week and periodically made collections. Gradually he be- 
gan to write “pieces” for the paper. 

Upon completion of his high-school course, Cox passed the teachers’ examination at 16 and 
obtained a position as teacher of a country school, which since has become merged into one of the 
fine centralized elementary and high schools which now dot Ohio as the result of reorganization 
of the educational system put through by Governor Cox in his first administration as the State’s 
chief executive. One of the members of his school board was Paul J. Sorg, who, when he later 
was elected to Congress, named the ex-teacher as his private secretary.

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GEORGI EDGAR MERRICK, Miami 

The genius of George E. Merrick, which has been one of the salient phenomena in the great develop- 
ment of South Florida, compelling attention and admiration as his wonderland at Coral Gables waxed 
constantly finer and more splendid, has at last startled the sophisticated Miamians, watching indifferently 
the kaleidoscopic spectacle of Miami’s marvelous growth, when he announced in’ March, 1925, his great 
Miami Riviera development, to extend over ten years and to cost a hundred million dollars. The com- 
pleted plan will join Coral Gables to Biscayne Bay, by attaching the intermediate 6,000 acres, which are 
to be transformed to comprise a land of inland waterways, hotels, golf courses, miles of bay-front boule- 
vard and a splendid casino, situated on the shore of Cocoplum Beach. A chain of islands, the South 
Sea Isles of Coral Gables, will lie in the bay opposite the casino, and will be joined with the beach by 
Coral Gables’ own causeways. 

All this, conjured forth under the direction of Mr, Merrick, has issued from the original Coral Gables 
plantation, the 160-acre farm purchased in 1808.by the Rev. Solomon Greasley Merrick, who came to Miami 
from Duxbury, Massachusetts, in that year for the improvement of his health. With the aid of his son, 
George, the Rev. Mr. Merrick built a home and worked the ground for their livelihood. They raised 
winter vegetables and set out immense orange groves, large portions of which are to-day preserved, to 
the beautification of the estates of Coral Gables. 

The elder Mr. Merrick, who had organized and presided in the Congregational Church at Coconut 
Grove, died in 1911, when his son was a student of law in New York City. Abandoning the law, 
George Ie. Merrick returned to Miami and together with managing the Merrick estate, engaged in real 
estate on a moderate scale at first, developing Heights of Riverside, North Miami Estates, South Bay

Land Company, Puritan Land Company, Temple Groves Corporation, the Gillett Company, and_ the Sty 
Helena Citrus Corporation, as well as being vice-president of the Citizens Bank and Trust Company, 
Florida Citrus Exchange, Tampa-Inter-Ocean Steamship Company and the Exchange Supply Company. 
Ile is also a former president of the Tampa Board of Trade. 

In addition to business, Mr. Gillett takes an active interest in the social life of the community and 
is a leading spirit in many of its movements. Notably in this direction in 1923 he was crowned king of 
the Gasparilla festival, Tampa’s traditional and far-famed mystic pirate carnival. In club affiliations he

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WILLIAM J. CONNERS, BurraLto anno PatmM BEACH 

Not since the days when Flagler defied engineering science by the building of a railroad out 

across the Florida Keys, has anything more momentous occurred than the building of the great 
Conners’ Highway, which serves to connect West Palm Beach and other points on the lower East 
Coast with ‘Vampa, St. Petersburg and the other great places on the West Coast. 
. In April, 1923, W. J. Conners of Buffalo and Palm Beach turned the first spade of earth in 
the project to build a road through the Everglades. “Vhe so-called well informed ones shook their 
heads in doubt and said “It can not be done.” If they knew Conners a little better, they would 
have reserved decision because Conners is not the kind of a citizen who goes into a proposition un- 
less he knows, “it can be done.” 

‘Thirteen months after the work was started, cars were rolling over the smooth rock surface 
of a wonder road and Mr, Conners was receiving and is still receiving the acclaim of thousands who 
are proud to say he accomplished the biggest thing in Florida in a quarter of a century. 

Conners’ Highway is fifty-one miles long. It begins at a point known as ‘Uwenty-Mile Bend 
on the Palm Beach Canal, twenty-two miles west of the City of West Palm Beach. It runs parallel 
with the south bank of the canal for eighteen miles to a settlement known as Canal Point, 
where the canal meets Lake Okeechobee, the great inland body of water the Indians named so 
long ago. From there the road turns almost due north and parallels the east shore of the lake for 
thirty-three miles. On the right as the motorist goes toward Okeechobee City—the terminus of 
Conners’ Highway, he sees the thick subtropical growth of this virgin country. On the left are 
the waters ot Lake Okeechobee always within sight. It is easily the most beautiful ride in all 
Florida and serves, more than anything else, to show the wonderful possibilities in this state, pos- 
sibilities that have hardly been touched. 

The Conners’ Highway was built at a cost of more than $2,000,000. “Vhe Florida State 
Legislature gave Mr. Conners a charter or franchise permitting him to operate the road as a toll 
road and fixing the toll rates. “Che rate for a passenger car is two cents per mile and a cent per 
mile for each person in the car. Automobile trucks are charged on the basis of four cents per mile 
per ton. 

‘The most important function of Conners’ Highway is the connection it affords with State 
Road No. 8, which leads to ‘Tampa by way of Sebring, Avon Park, Frostproof, Fort Meade and 
to the West Coast. It is the shortest route between the Lower East Coast and the Gulf of Mexico 
and is an eight-hour journey. 

As fully an important purpose is served by the Conners’ Highway is in the fact that it leads 
to the wonderful paved roads of Central Florida and affords the tourist the best but not the shortest 
route to Jacksonville, from Palm Beach, Miami and vicinity. “The route from Palm Beach is by 
way of Conners’ Highway to Okeechobee, to Sebring, to Haines City, to Ocala, to Gainesville, to 
Lake City and thence into Jacksonville. 

The builder of the road has long been a winter resident of Florida. For many years he 
was a power in New York State politics and served for several years as chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee in his home state. As owner and publisher of the Butfalo Courier and the 
Buffalo Enquirer and still later as organizer of the Great Lakes ‘Vransit Corporation with head- 
quarters in Buffalo, Mr. Conners has shown wonderful ability as a financier of the highest type. 
The Great Lakes Company was organized in 1916 and brought under Conners’ control the largest 
fleet of package freight carriers on the. Great Lakes.

A. Conkling, who came to Florida from Texas, in 1888, settled near Melbourne, and) became the 
pioneer horticulturist of the East Coast of Florida. For many years he conducted large citrus grove opera- 
tions, and is recognized to-day as one of the foremost authorities on citrus culture in the state. In ae- 
knowledgment of his special expertness in matters of tropical horticulture, Mr. Conkling was given the 
appointment as county agricultural agent of Palm Beach County, a position he filled for a number of 
years. 

Mr. Conkling was born June 5, 1857, at Spring Hill, Missouri, and spent his boyhood at Dallas, Texas, 
then a struggling village on the banks of the Trinity River. Tle was married, in 1877, to Ida Wade, 
They were the parents of four sons.and a daughter: 1D. EH, Conkling, president and editor of the Palm 
Beach Post; Dr. C. M. Conkling of Glendale, California, and Mrs. William C. Burton of Waco, Texas. 
Their second son, Captain J. Wade Conkling, was killed in France during the World War, and the young- 
est son, R, A, Conkling, Jr., is also deceased.

Joseph RR. Parrott, deceased in) 1913, contributed a vital impulse in the early development of Flor- 
ida while, as an associate with Hlenry M. Flagler in the great fundamental projects of the Flagler Sys- 
tem, he devoted himself unsparingly to the cause of the new Florida. 

He was born October 30, 1858, at Oxford, Maine, was a graduate of Yale University with the class 
of 1886, and first interested himself in Florida railroad enterprises when, toward the closing years of 
the last century, he became stock claim agent for the J. T. & K. W. Railroad. He received the Florida 
Southern Railroad from 1&0 to 1892. 

In 1892 Mr. Parrott became vice-president of the Florida East Coast Railway Company and_ vice- 
president of its affiliated company, the Model Land Company. Following the retirement of Mr. Flagler 
in 1910, he became president of the Florida East Coast Railway Company, the office he held until the 
time of his death. He died at Jacksonville in October, 1913. Other of his business interests included the 
presidency of the P. & O. Steamship Company, and presidency of the Jacksonville Verminal Company. 

From the first Mr. Parrott was one of the great constructive forces in the development of Florida, 
and his name stands out as among the country’s great builders. One of his greatest achievements is also 
one of the world’s greatest enginecring feats. This is the Florida East Coast Railway extension from 
Miami to Key West, of which undertaking Mr. Parrott was the director. 
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DR. GEORGE MORGAN WARD, Patm Beacu 

No single individual has made more Jasting contributions to the moral, religious and educational 
structure of Florida than has Dr. George Morgan Ward, President Emeritus of Rollins College, and for 
ynore than a quarter of a century pastor of the Poinciana Community Chapel at Palm Beach. His person- 
ality, moreover, has left its influence upon the history of Wells College, in New York State, where for nine 
years he served as president, as well as upon the entire Christian World. Dr. Ward holds distinction of 
having been one of the founders of the world-wide Christian Endeavor Movement and was the first 
general secretary of its international organization. tle also served for a considerable period on the edi- 
torial staff of its official publication, and in the years of its formation and growth propagated its message 
from platforms and pulpits im all parts of the world, 

Perhaps, however, Dr. Ward's greatest distinetion has come through his work with Rollins College, 
and in his pastorate of the Poinciana Community Chapel, where he has one of the most distinguished con- 
gregations in the country. ach Sunday during the winter season his church is the mecea for the visitors 
of fashionable Palm Beach and during the season he speaks to thousands of the leading men and women 
of America. 

Dr. Ward first became identified with Rollins College more than thirty years ago. Coming to Florida 
in 1895 to become president of the school, he has, with the exception of time spent at Wells College, de- 
voted a great portion of his life to it, and the great institution that it has become to-day stands as an evi- 


‘dence and tribute to his leadership. Tle served as active president of the college from 1895 to 1903, and 


since 1916, has iv his present office as president emeritus, given himself to its advancement and to the erea- 
tion of an endowment fund sufficient to perpetuate its ideals and insure its future greatness. This latter

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WILLIAM RAND KENAN, JR., New York anv Str. AUGUSTINE 


William Rand Kenan, Jr., president of the Florida East Coast Railway Company and 
subsidiary companies in the Flagler System, an engineer and scientist of international activity, be- 
came associated with the Flagler System first in September, 1900, when he was retained as con- 
sulting and constructing engineer for the Florida East Coast Hotel Company. 

Mr. Kenan was born April 30, 1873, at Wilmington, North Carolina, educated at Wilming- 
ton High School, Wilmington, and Horner’s Military School, Oxford, North Carolina. He was 
graduated with the class of 1894, University of North ic rolink: with the degree of Bachelor ot 
Science, having been while a student, during 1893 and 1894, instructor in general chemistry at 
that university. As the result of chemical. research on calcium carbide for the Willson Aluminum 
Company, undertaken in the summers of 1892 and 1893, by Mr. Kenan in conjunction with Dr. 
Venable, then professor of industrial chemistry at the University of North Carolina, carbide was 
discovered, Mr. Kenan and Dr. Venable at this time determined the formula of carbide and 
made known the fact that acetylene gas could be evolved from it. ig 

During the summer of 1894, Mr. Kenan did chemical work for the Navasso Guano Company 
of Wilmington, North Carolina, and also made more than a dozen complete water surveys for the 
North Carolina Geological Survey. In 1894 and 1895, he was professor of mathematics and 
science at St. Albans School, Radford, Virginia, and he acquired technical knowledge there by 
private study and acting as dynamo tender for the Radford Electric Light and Power Company. 
In the summer of 1893, he assisted to install and operate the steam and electric plant for the 
University Light Company, Chapel Hill, North Carolina, became its superintendent in the fall 
of that year, and at the same time instructed in chemistry at the University of North Carolina 
and took a special ‘post-graduate course in electrical engineering with special laboratory testing, but 
was unable to complete the course because in January, 1896, he entered the employ of the Electro 
Gas Company as chemical superintendent, assisting in designing “and constructing their carbide 
plant at Niagara Falls, which on completion he operated. 

‘This company sent him to Australia in June of that year in the capacity of engineer, to de- 
sign, construct and operate a steam and electric carbide plant for the Australasian Acetylene 
Company. He was constructing engineer during that year for the German Acetylene Company 
of Berlin, and consulting engineer of the German Acetylene Company-at Vienna, Austria, doing 
engineering work at both of the above places, and enlarging the Berlin plant. 

The winters of 1897 and 1898, he spent at Appleton, Wisconsin, with the Appleton Carbide 
Company; enlarged, redesigned and operated their works and was superintendent. In the spring 
of 1898, he redesigned, constructed and operated the works of the Lake Superior Carbide Com- 
pany at Sault Ste. Marie, Michigan; constructed a power station, transmittal line and did much 
experimental work. He was superintendent of these works until July, 1899, when he moved to 
Niagara Falls as chemical engineer assisting in designing, constructing and operating the 25,000 
horsepower works of the Union Carbide Company. 

Mr. Kenan entered the employ of the ‘Traders Paper Company, of Lockport, New York, 
June, 1900, as assistant manager in charge of construction and operation, assisting in the construc- 
tion of Paper Mill No. 2; a thirty-ton sulphite mill and a five-ton ground wood mill, 

While still retaining these ofhces at Lockport, Mr. Kenan was appointed, in September, 1900, 
consulting and constructing engineer for the Florida East Coast Hotel Company, and placed i 
charge of the operation of all their plants. He destgned and constructed the steam and electric 
plant for the Breakers at Palm Beach, the Continental at Atlantic Beach, Florida, the Poinciana 
at Palm Beach; redesigned and enlarged the plant of the Royal Palm Hotel at Miami, and built 
the pumping station and complete waterworks system at Palm Beach. “Che 40,000-gallon distill- 
ing plant now operating at Nassau, Bahamas, was designed and installed by Mr. Kenan. 

In August, 1902, he was made general manager of the traders division, United Box Board 
and Paper Company, Lockport, composed of two paper mills, one sulphite mill and three ground 
wood mills; and manager of their Hartland Division, at Middleport, New York.  [n November, 
1902, he was elected president of the Saugerties Gas Light Company, Saugerties, New York. 

In the summer of 1903, he designed and constructed an electric light and power plant’ for 
Miami, Florida, and rebuilt the power station for the Breakers, Palm Beach, including steam, 
water, telephone, ice plant, etc. He resigned, on January 1, 1g04, the managership of the Hart- 
land Division of the United Box Board and Paper Company, to give more time to engineering 
problems, 
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He was elected a director in the Flagler System in the spring of 1904, and was sent to Europe 
w the tall of that year, visiting England, Scotland, France, Germany and Hungary to. inves- 
tgete automobile railway cars for use on branch lines. Also investigated the Gantz three-phase 
tymtion equipment on the Valtillina, at Lake Como, Italy. 

He purchased the Citizens Gas Company, of Jacksonville, Florida, in the winter of 1904 and 
vers, redesigned, rebuilt and operated it. He increased the sales_of gas from 70,000 feet per day 
ta $40,000 cubic feet per day in two years’ time. He was elected a director and chairman of 
ce board of directors of the Citizens Gas Company in March, 1905. 

In the winter of 1905 and 1906, he constructed an apartment house containing forty-eight 
apartments for the Carolina Apartment Company, Wilmington, North Carolina, and in February 
et tuo, was elected president of that company. 

In April, 1907, he purchased a large interest in the Western Block Company, Lockport, New 
York. On December 7, 1907, was made a director in the Niagara County National Bank, Lock- 
port, New York. On May 1, 1924, he was made president of the Saugerties Gas Light Company, 
an interest he has since sold. ts 

He was formerly president of the Miami Electric Light and Power Company until he sold 
eat his interests. He is now president of the Miami Water Company, West Palm Beach Water 
Company, Florida East Coast Railway Company, Florida East Coast Hotel Company, Florida East 
toast Car Ferry Company, Model Land Company. He is trustee of the Mary Lily (Flagler) 
Bingham Estate, and vice-president and treasurer of the Western Block Company. He is a direc- 
tor in all of the above corporations and in the Niagara County National Bank, Lockport, New 
York. : ie 

He is a full member of the American Chemical Society, American Electro Chemical Society 
and American Institute of Electrical Engineers.

Addison Mizner came to Florida in 1918, a dying man, desirous of passing the short months allotted 
him by doctors, away from the rigours of a northern winter, Since that time his genius has fashioned 
the architectural aspect of Palm Beach, where the Mizner Spanish type of residence and building dominates 
the scene, To-day, after seven years residence in Florida, Addison Mizner, possessed of his full strength 
and vigor, has designed and is building, at Boca Raton, a beautiful and exclusive Watering-place, a ren- 
dezvous for the wealthy and cultured of the world, Boca Raton, planned to the ultimate stone and tile 
on lines of purest beauty and proportion, is fully described on another page of this volume. 

Mr. Mizner, a native of California, is the son of Lansing Bond Mizner, the attorney who planned 
the City of San Francisco; who planned Benicia, the first capital of California, and other undertakings of 
immensity and importance. Addison Mizner is the brother of Wilsou Mizner, renowned playwright, who 
is associated with him at the head of the Mizner Development Corporation, builders of Boca Raton. 

For many years before coming to Palm Beach, Addison Mizner roamed through the cities of Central 
America and the charming, century-old towns and cities of Spain and Southern Europe, studying there 
the form and line, the color and tie atmosphere that makes up the charm of those places where for 
wecks and months he worked and lounged, always curious and observant to the smallest detail of a door- 
way or alley, crooked market place or quaint chimney. Out of all this he evolved the Mizner type of 
architecture which he first introduced at Palm Beach. 

Addison Mizner has been a prospector in the Klondike, where, with his brother, Wilson Mizner, ie 
made a fortune in gold, and for many. long months during the gold rush passed through the risks and 
the hardships attendant on that life of danger and greedy jealousy among desperate men,

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MURRAY DU BOTS CARMICHAEL, West Pam Bracu 

Murray Du Bois Carmichael, three times mayor of West Palm Beach, frequently counsel in important 
suits for the Florida last Coast and Seaboard Air-Line Railroads, organizer and first commodore of. the 
Palm Beach Yacht Club, and a member of the Everglades Club, is one of the outstanding public men of 
South Florida. He represented this district in the legislature twice, was for three terms counsel for the 
Board of County Commissioners and, during the war, was a member of the County Advisory Board, chair- 
man of the Red Cross and a four-minute speaker during the Liberty Bond drives. 

Mr. Carmichael is a comparatively young man, having been born on June 23, 1885, in Union County, 
Indiana, the son of George 1). and Ella Du Bois. He studied in the Indiana public and high schools and 
later took his A. B. degree at the University of Indiana in 1907, his LL. B. at the same university in 1908 
and his J. D. at the University of Chicago in 1900. 

His education completed, Mr, Carmichael lost little time before coming to Florida. THe was admitted 
to the Indiana bar in 1908 and the following year, the year he was studying at. the University of 
Chicago, he was admitted to the Florida bar. He began practicing law at Tampa and a few months later, 
in April, 1910, he came to West Palm Beach and has been following his profession here ever since. 

The young lawyer soon made his mark at West Palm Beach. Early in his career he was retained by 
substantial persons and business concerns. His clients now include the Florida East Coast Railroad Com- 
pany, the Ocean & Lake Realty Company, of which he is secretary, Paris I. Singer, the Conners Florida 
Highway Company, of which he is a director, the Okeechobee Company, Whitehall Building & Operating 
Company, Farmers Bank & Trust Company and Citizens Bank of West Palm Leach. 

Mr. Carmichael had been in Florida not quite a year and his ability was just beginning to be generally

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LOCKE T. HIGHLEYMAN, Mtax 

Locke T. Highleyman, financier, land developer and public figure in) Miami, is a native of Missouri, 
He was born in Sedalia, April 23, 1870, the son of Samuel Locke and Alice (lull) Highleyman, and re- 
ceived his early education in the public and high schools of St. Louts. 

Ile entered business first. with the Missouri-Pacifie Railroad, remaining with that institution for a 
number of years, during which time he acted in the capacity of assistant tax commissioner, While a 
business man of St. Louis, Mr. Highleyman had numerous irons in the fire, and contrived always to keep 
them all hot. As a contractor, he was engaged on public construction works of great importance, and 
shortly after 1900 he entered the real estate business, which he pursued successfully for years, 

He organized the Columbia Investment Company, a building and loan company, with headquarters in 
St. Louis and activities extending throughout the entire country. It was in fact on the affairs of this 
organization that Mr. Highleyman first came to Miami in 1903 and sensed the extraordinary opportunities 
on every hand in that city. In 1913 he established his permanent headquarters in Miami. Meanwhile, dur- 
ing those ten years he identified himself actively with the promotion of Miami's advancement, becoming 
one of her indispensable citizens. He lent himself vigorously to the support of the great Tamiami Trail 
project, which culminated in the laying of the great highway joining the two great cities of Tampa and 
Miami, an incalculable asset to the commerce, agriculture and industry of Florida, He was chairman of the 
Chamber of Commerce Committee on the trail project and chairman of the County Commissioners Com- 
mission for the study of this enterprise. He spent days in the Everglades with a surveying corps, de- 
termining the practicability of the highway. 

He then organized the Tamiami Trail Land Company, developing and marketing valuable properties

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J. B. McGINLEY, Wesr Patm Bracn 

One of the fathers of the development of South Florida which in the past quarter century has 
astounded the entire country by its magnitude and brilliance, J. B. McGinley, one of the first merchants in 
this city, a former mayor, and today one of the most active realtors here, has been consistently a leading 
spirit in the government and the improvement of the munteipal institutions of West Palm Beach, 

Mr. MeGinley came to West Palm Beach in 1899 and established a hardware and furniture business 
under the company name of J. B. McGinley. Later in association with his brother, he organized the firm 
of McGinley Brothers, and in 1905 organized the East Coast Hardware Company, with larger facilities and 
business quarters. In 1913 he sold out his interests in the company, but later returned as an active member 
of this prosperous concern. tle is now its vice-president and general manager. 

Meanwhile, during these carly years of the city’s development, he had been unusually active in the up- 
building of the local municipal structure, and in addition effected many important measures contributing 
to the progress of the county in general. He served as city councilman during the years 1908 and 1909, 
and in 1910 was elected mayor. During his term as the city’s chief executive he was president of the 
Board of Trade, an organization of which the many progressive undertakings are universal knowledge 
throughout the county. At this time Mr. McGinley also served as first chairman of the Everglades Drainage 
Committee, which produced such effective action in the development of the country’s most valuable agricul- 
tural resources, and was the tirst chairman of the Lake Worth Inlet Committee. 

It was Mr. McGinley who organized the first volunteer fire company in West Palm Beach and secured 
for it its present home, at that time the property of Henry M. Flagler. In 1903 Mr. McGinley was made presi- 
dent of the West Palm Beach Fire Department. Although not officially concerned in the government of

However, Mr. Harvey has entered upon another development of far greater magnitude, the building 
of a new city at Boca Raton. He has purchased 1,500 acres, lying within the city limits of Boca Raton.

Armstead Brown, senior partner in the firm of Brown and Stokes, came to Miami in tgi7 from Jack- 
sonville, Florida. In September of 1923, he formed the present law firm of Brown and Stokes, with 
Senator John P. Stokes. 

Judge Brown was born in Talbotton, Georgia, June 6, 1875, son of tleury Clay and Susan Agnes 
(Dowdell) Brown. His career since boyhood has been one of remarkable success through his own energy 
and persistence. It is significant, in view of his resulting prosperity, that he had no more systematic school- 
ing than that which he gained in grammar school before the age of fourteen. He prepared himself in 
his legal studies by independent work and was admitted to the bar of Alabama. 

He established his practice in LaFayette, Alabama, and remained there until 1905, when he went to 
Montgomery, Alabama, From 1go9 until 1915 he was judge of the circuit court of Montgomery. He re- 
signed this office in 1915 to open an office in Jacksonville, Florida,

legal matters of the city’s business circles. He is, together with his activities as a member of Brown and 
Stokes, division solicitor of the Southern Division of the Florida East Coast Railway Company, a position 
he has filled for the last eight years.

Senator John P. Stokes. a member of the law firm of Brown & Stokes, Ralston Building, Miami, 
Florida, is one of the leading lawyers of the state, and has served with distinction in’ the Florida State 
Senate. 

Senator Stokes has appeared as counsel in many cases of state-wide importance, and his practice ex- 
tends into every section of the state. 

As a member of the State Senate, he was the author of the Constitutional Amendment prohibiting the 
levy of Income and Inheritance Taxes in Florida; also the Constitutional Anendment limiting taxes to five 
inills on the dollar of the assessed valuation of intangible property; also the Constitutional Amendment re- 
apportioning representation in the Florida Legislature; also the recent Act modernizing the corporation 
laws of the state, under which the state now collects from the initial tax imposed upon Florida corpora- 
tions—no annual tax being collected in Florida—more than sufficient revenue to pay the cost of operating 
the State Government in the Capitol; also the Florida usury law under which eight per cent. per annum

Senator Stokes was chairman of the Joint Legislative Committee, at the session of 1923, which probed 
convict matters in the state, following the Vabert affair, and which resulted in the enactment of laws pro- 
hibiting corporal punishment as a disciplinary measure and abolishing the lease system. 

Senator Stokes served as state attorney in the First Judicial Cirenit of Florida, and by special order 
of the governor was often sent into other Judicial Circuits to represent the state in important homicide 
trials.

Osear Daniels, ship builder, general construction contractor and retired capitalist, chose the sea as 
his career at the early age of fourteen years and followed this ci alling until he attained his majority, During 
these years, Mr. Daniels visited all the world ports, as a seaman in active service, all the while improving 
his mental equipment by a close study of the science of navigation. At twenty, he was second officer of a 
British full rigged ship plying between South America and [England and other important ports. 

Oscar Daniels was born at Christiania, Norway, September 5, 1870. His father and his grandfather were 
Englishmen. At the age of twenty-one, Mr. Daniels located in Chicago, believing that the new world offered 
excellent opportunities for a young man of vision, and his subsequent success amply justified his early faith. 
In Chicago he engaged in the general contracting business at first under his own name, but later, in 1903, 
lus success was such that he organized the Oscar Daniels Company, which has since handled important 
construction contracts in various parts of the country.

These were built at the Oscar Daniels ship yards at Tampa, Florida, which employed over two 
thousand men with a pay roll of nearly a quarter of a million dollars monthly, and when in full operation 
this plant was one of the substantial assets of the Florida west coast. 

Marie, Michigan, which is one of the largest of its kind in the 
world, involved difficult engineering problems, as did also the construction of a tunnel for the New York 
Water Commission as well as much of the subways and the approaches to the Manhattan Bridge, in 
New York City, which contracts were all handled successfully by the Oscar Daniels Company. In building

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WALLACE FISHER STOVALL, Tamra 

The career of ‘Wallace Fisher Stovall might well be set in type and held for the inspiration of those 
of future generations who will seck honor and fortune in the realms of The Fourth Estate. From 
orphan boy and country printer to owner and publisher of one of the South's greatest newspapers, and 
one of Florida’s wealthiest citizens, his has been a career of rich achievement, a career of which most ot 
those who enter the fields of journalism dream, but to few of whom it is granted’ to realize. 

Moreover, it is doubtful if in the history of all Tampa there has been another figure that has played 
a more important or more conspicuous part in its affairs than Colonel Stovall. He has been identified 
with the community in his outstanding position as a newspaper publisher from its days of obscurity as a 
small village to its present moment of metropolitan promise and during all of this time he has been one 
of its most powerful iniluences, always through The Tribune or through personal efforts having some 
word to say or some part to play. 

The Tampa Tribune, which has been Colonel Stovall’s life work, and the foundation of his fortune, has 
long been recognized as one of the foremost of Southern newspapers and in accord with its position oc- 
cupies one of the finest newspaper homes in the South, a building which was completed by Colonel Stovall 
in 1925. This building is located at Tampa and Twigg Streets, and standing twelve stories high, and = pro- 
viding numerous office floors in addition to those devoted to the newspaper, serves as a monument to the 
enterprise of both publisher and publication, In addition to the Tribune Building, Colonel Stovall, whose 
holdings of business property are among the most extensive in Tampa, includes under his ownership. the 
Stovall Building, a seven-story structure on Tampa Street; the five-story Stovall-Nelson Building at Frank- 
lin and Zack Streets, and the building on Tampa Street occupied by the ‘Tarr Furniture Company, formerly

W. H. DaCamara is well known as one of the leading merchants of South Florida, being vice-presi- 
dent and general manager of the Palm Beach Mercantile Company, furniture and hardware dealers, known 
locally as “The Big Store,” the largest mereantile establishment in West Palm Beach and one of the largest 
in Florida. Ife is in addition vice-president of the Palm Beach Loxahatchee Company, one of the most 
highly credited land development corporations in’ Florida, and a director in the Palm Beach Guaranty 
Company, one of West Palm Beach's most celebrated institutions. 

Mr. DaCamara was born November 9, 1865, in Morristown, New Jersey, the son of Jose B. and Ellen 
DaCamara. He was educated in the public schools of New Jersey. 

In 1886 Mr. DaCamara moved to Florida, settling at De Land and entering the citrus fruit industry 
which was flourishing there at that time, and for fifteen years he continued in that business with con- 
spicuous success.

Mr. Wilson was born at Wilson’s Beach, Campobello Island, Dominion of Canada, came to Florida as 
a small boy, and tock out his naturalization papers in this state. Leaving his home in Altamonte in 1884, 
now forty-one years ago, he came to Jacksonville, and this was the real beginning of his career. He 
started in the fertilizer business then. With Inmited capital but with a great deal of faith and confidence 
in the future of his adopted state, he progressed very rapidly and it is probable that to-day there are few 
men in the state connected with more of the larger institutions than he is..§ Mr. Wilson has always attributed 
this phenomenal growth of his fertilizer corporation and other firms in which he is interested to the 
splendid co-operation and assistance given him by his associates, surrounding himself with young men of 
integrity, ability and loyalty, realizing that to attain success in any business everyone connected with it 
must be dependable and above everything else, honest.

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GEORGE W. MOORE, Miamt 

For the past twelve years a citizen of Miami, George W. Moore, retired capitalist, has been one of 
the most effective partisans of Miami’s advance to a stable prosperity and culture, and here as in Boston, 
his former home, has ever been at pains to improve community standards, both commercially and socially. 

Mr. Moore is a native of Massachusetts. He was born in Hopkinton, February 11, 1865, the son of 
John B. and Polly (Claflin) Moore. He was educated in the schools of Boston and entered business in 
that city as a produce broker. For many years he was one of the foremost business anen of Boston, being 
for a long period president of the Boston Produce Exchange, an organization of more than 1,000 members. 
During these years, moreover, Mr. Moore spent much time in Washington, employing his influence and 
personal energies at the National River and Harbor Conference, for the development of shipping facilities 
in Boston Harbor. 

Mr. Moore had his residence then in Brookline, that beautiful suburb of Boston which has had 
much renown for the excellence of its municipal institutions and residential features as maintained by its 
wealthy residents. In various lines of endeavour he contributed to the traditional conservative fineness of 
Brookline, being always active in matters of constructive enterprise, until he left that town to come to Miami 
in 19Q13. 

Identified from the beginning with the more significant financial and commercial operations of Miami, 
Mr. Moore effected an important improvement in the administration of a public utility to the immense 
advantage of the city and its inhabitants when, in 1920, after being appointed receiver for the bankrupt gas 
company, he personally purchased the controlling interest in that company, and as its president reconstructed 
its affairs, putting them on a sound foundation and method of operation.

Charles G. Mullen, general manager of the Tampa Daily Times, was born in) Mecklenburg County, 
North Carolina, October 4, 1885, moving to Charlotte at the age of ten.

Two years later he became city editor of the Observer’s afternoon paper, the Chronicle, and a few months 
later was made managing editor, in which position he served until he resigned to, enter the University of 
North Carolina. 

From the university, Mr. Mullen went to Charleston, West Virginia, in 1907, to assume the duties 
of managing editor of the Charleston Gazette. The same year he was made editor of the Gazette, and the 
following year was made manager. 

In 1910, Mr. Mullen resigned as manager of the Gazette to see the country and gain wider experience in 
larger fields. He worked on papers in many of the larger cities of the country, and finally opened an office 
in Chicago, in 1914, for the writing of newspaper promotion advertising. This business was a success, but 
Mr. Mullen’s health became bad and he decided to come to Tampa to rest. 

It was not his intention to enter business here, but he quickly realized the wonderful future, then in 
the course of development, which has made Tampa one of the leading cities of the South, and when offered 
the business managership of The Times in November, 1916, he accepted. He held this position until June, 
1918, when he entered the army.

He has been in the newspaper game for the past thirty years 
and has been in Florida since June, 1909, He was connected with the Nashville Banner for eight years 
and went from there to the Norfolk Virginian-Pilot. He left the Virginian-Pilot to enter the contest game 
and in this work spent two years touring Canada. 

Mr. Beddow came to Florida as circulation manager of the Florida Metropolis. Tle was business man- 
ager of this same newspaper for six years and remained with the organization after its purchase by John 
H. Perry and the name changed to Jacksonville Journal. THe was promoted to the position of general 
manager and under his direction Vhe Journal has become one of the leading afternoon papers of the 
South. It is the largest afternoon paper in’ Florida. 

Mr. Beddow first saw the light of day in Nashville, Tennessee, January 4, 1883, and while no monu- 
ments have been erected to proclaim the fact he is a native of Tennessee, the mountain state never pro- 
duced a man who had a wider circle of friends. He is held in friendly esteem by prominent men through- 
out the country.

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JOHN BLOOMFIELD BEACH, West Pato Breacn 

John Bloomfield Beach is one of the comparatively few early Florida pioneers whose usefulness to 
society has not yet begun to wane and whose position and influence in the civie life of the community 
have not begun to decrease with the passing of the years, Having come to Florida, a strange state in a 
strange section of the country, in 1&885—when he was a lad of only nineteen—Mr, Beach by virtue of his 
many accomplishments in connections with Florida’s growth and development has made his name one to 
conjure with, 

As soon as Mr. Beach heeame of age he took up a pre-emption on Indian River nearly opposite the 
Sebastian River; following this, a homestead at the head of Biscayne Bay on Big Snake Creek, west of the 
present town of Ilallandale, 

A nurseryman and farmer on a large scale, Mr. Beach has always had the utmost confidence in the 
state’s future as a producer of sub-tropical fruits and vegetables. Notable among his efforts to encourage 
the state’s agriculture was the support he contributed to the formation of the Banana Growers’ Asso- 
ciation. The members of the association recognized his service by making him the first president. It was 
his belief, and the belief has been borne out in practice, that the strengthening and unification by organiza- 
tion of the growers of Florida products would build the foundation for the state’s certain prosperity. He 
gave much time and effort to cause this idea to be accepted by others engaged in agriculture here. 

Mr. Beach was for many years an energetic and constructive toiler in the realm of scientific agricul- 
ture. One of his discoveries was a method of grafting the avocado while it is still young and tender in- 
stead of budding it—as was formerly done—after the plant had matured. He was the first man in America 
to bud the mango and showed the process to the director of the government gardens of Jamaica, West Indies,

He has always been a f 
the problem of growing tomatoes on land subject to overflow. 

To show the indomitable spirit of the man, in 1896, when he was working as a carpenter at two dollars 
per day (very few earned as much as three dollars per day for any kind of mechanical work at that time) 
Thomas J. Peters volunteered when it was necessary for somebody to work all day on Christmas to install 
machinery in the Royal Palm Hotel so it might be ready for the arriving guests. It was a sacrifice but he 
gladly did what he thought was his duty. He aseribes much of his later success to this willingness to work 
hard. take a chance when good investments are offercd, and not being afraid to go broke. 

When he decided upon cultivation of tomatoes on a large scale, Mr. Peters selected the low lands, with 
marl soil, which had not been thought capable of producing paying crops of any kinds. However, as a 
reward of his patient experiment and persistent work he was ultimately gathering good crops from over 
twelve hundred acres of this kind of soil and building up an independent industry. He demonstrated, too, 
that the tomato is one of the most profitable of Florida crops. and he evolved a system of packing and

For the five years previous to his 
coming to Miami he successfully edited and published that paper, which he sold in May, 1924, to assume 
administration of the news department of the Miami Daily News. : 

Mr. Milford is a native of Indiana. He was born at LaFayette, June 20, 1883, the son of Arthur 
Bartlett and Harriet Louise (Chase) Milford. He was educated in the public and high schools of Craw- 
fordsville, Indiana, and Wabash College, from which he was graduated in 1904 with the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts. 

He began his newspaper career with the Indianapolis Sentinel after finishing his college course, and 
was a member of its staff until Tom Vaggart, its publisher, sold out, when Mr. Milford joined the staff of 
the Commercial-Appeal at Memphis, Tennessee, remaining with that paper for four and a half years.

“College Men and the Bible;” “Why Go To College,” “Bible Study in the Work of Life;” “American 
Ideals -” “Understanding South America,” “Latin American—Men and Markets” (in press), and other works 
on widely varied subjects. Tle has been a contributor to many leading magazines, periodicals and news- 
papers here and abroad. 

Mr. Cooper before coming to Florida was connected with W. R. Grace & Company, New York, one 
of the largest foreign trade and shipping firms in the world, He has made two trips around the world 
and spent one year in South America, besides making many other journeys to various points in. Europe, 
North Africa and Egypt. 

During the World War, Mr. Cooper was editor of the “National Marine Magazine” and director of 
the National Marine League. 

For the past year Mr. Cooper has been editor of the Miami Tribune and has brought to that publica-

which are recognized as outstanding organizations in the development of. this section of Florida. Among 
these is the Bond Lumber Company, Volusia County’s largest enterprise, of which he ts vice-president. He 
is also vice-president of the Malby-Conrad Lumber Company of Daytona and president of the Conrad- 
Donnelly Company. real estate and investments, Daytona, while he has moreover served as president of 
the Daytona Gardens Company, which developed and marketed the important real estate project of Day-

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GEORGE SHUPELT ROWLEY: West Pxtat Brac 

George Shufelt Rowley, a valuable member of the Palm Beach Post editorial and news staff, is per- 
haps the oldest newspaperman in Florida both in point of age and service. He is in his seventy-sixth year 
and wrote his first news story for the Hudson (New York) Daily Star about sixty-two years ago. Hav- 
ing secured a position with a newspaper soon after he came South im +886 to settle at Lake Worth, he 
would not need to count his previous service with journals in New York State, Maryland, Texas, Kansas 
and Indian Territory to outrank most reporters and editors with respect to priority of membership in 
the Fourth Estate. 

The following account submitted by Mr. Rowley evidences the interesting life of a veteran newspaper- 
man, recalls the days when the pens of Greeley and others were mighty and is proof of Mr. Rowley’s active 
mind and retentive memory: 

“Twas born at Hudson, Columbia County, New York, on October 20, 1849, the son of Alexander S. and 
Julia A. (Shufelt) Rowley, attended private schools when [I was young, later a puble school until | 
was fourteen, afterward a preparatory school, and finally Hudson Academy, where | studied civil engineer- 
ing and natural philosophy. Having written my first article for a paper, the Hudson Daily Star, for 
whieh I acted as a cub reporter whenever my services were required, | began the manufacture of ink 
when I was eighteen years old and continued in that business until To was twenty-one, when I went to 
Washington to take an examination before a board of army officers. 

“After passing the examination | was taken into the United States Signal Service in August, 1871, 
and served for about five years, putting in about six weeks at Fort Whipple, Virginia, now Tort Myers, 
the service headquarters, then was sent to Galveston, Texas, to take charge of the weather office at that

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W. L. STRAUB, Si PETERSBURG 

William L. Straub, editor of the St. Petersburg Times, and former postmaster of St. Petersburg, was 
born in Dowagiac, Michigan, July 14. 18607, the son of Tlenry and Mary (Woosley) Straub, After receiving 
“a common school education he went at the age of sixteen, to that pertion of Dakota Territory which was 
endeavoring to become the state of North Dakota. In 1&88 he beeame editor and owner of the Sargent 
County Ruster; from 1894 to 1895 he was editor and part owner of the Oakes (N. D.) Weekly Repub- 
lican, and from 1895 to tko9 was managing editor of the Grand Forks (N. 1.) Daily Plerald. 

In 1898, poor health made it necessary for him to seek a milder climate and during the winter of 1898- 
99 he visited Florida and St. Petersburg. The change was greatly beneficial and he returned North again 
in the spring, only to find a few months later that he was not strong enough to stand the rigors of a 
North Dakota winter. The result was that he gave up his home in North Dakota and returned to St. 
Petersburg to stay. His attention naturally turned to newspaper work and in April, root, he joimed with 
A. P. Avery and A, H. Lindelie in purchasing the St. Petersburg Times, owned by the widow of the late 
J. Ira Gore. In 1903 he bought out his partners and in February, toi2, he established the Daily ‘Times, 
after which, in September of that year, he was joined by Paul Poynter and C. C. Carr in the enterprise. 

Mr. Straub was appointed postmaster of St. Petersburg on July 21, 1916, and was reappointed by 
President Wilson in December, toz0. His confirmation, however, like thousands of others, was blocked 
by the Senate until the Harding administration was inaugurated and he was succeeded May 31, 1922, by 
Roy S. Hanna. In the spring of 1923 he returned to the Times as editor, 

During his long service with the Times, Mr. Straub has had many opportunitics to aid in the develop- 
ment of St. Petersburg and he has side-stepped none of them, For many years he fought for the munic-

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JOHN S. TAYLOR, Larco 1, 
Senator John S. Taylor enjoys place as one of Florida’s most outstanding sons, Long prominent as a 
iruit’ grower, shipper, banker and legislator, in 1925, he achieved the high honor of being elected president 
of the State Senate of Florida, and thereby assumed position that ranks him high in-state leadership. | 
His election, moreover, came by acckunation and is testimony of the esteem and high regard with which he 
and his legislative record, covering a period of more than twenty years, are held. Perhaps the best estimate 
of his worth as a legislator is contained in the address of Senator James Ie. Calkins of the Sixteenth District 1 
of Florida in nominating him for the presidency of the Senate. In this Senator Calkins stated: 

“Mr. Chairman, when we shall meet in the regular session of the Florida Legislature tomorrow at 
high noon, after the newly elected senators are sworn in, our first duty will be to elect a president of the 
Senate. The duties of this officer will not only include those of the presiding officer of the Senate, but he 
will be to all intents and purposes the lieutenant governor of the State of Florida, under Article Four of 
the State Constitution, 

“Several Senators have asked me to nominate Senator John S. Taylor. Senator Taylor needs no praise 
at my hands. He is an experienced legislator, familiar with the customs and rules of the Senate. He is 
tried and known. [le is qualified in training, temperament and disposition. [1 training, Senator Taylor is 
well versed in parliamentary law; in temperament he is cool and considerate: in disposition he has all the 
qualifications of a good presiding officer. If he is elected, we shall have a trained, cool, courteous gentleman 
to preside over the session of the Senate.” 

Senator Vaylor was first elected to the state legislature i 1905 as representative from Hillsborough 
County. At the time Hillsborough also included what is now Pinellas County, but the re-establishment or

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ALBERT WALLER GILCHRIST, Punta Gorpa 
Albert Waller Gilchrist, governor of Florida from tgoyg to 1913, will go down in history as one of 
Florida’s great men. Few omen have stamped their personalities with more force and with more effect 
for public good upon the commonwealth thar he. His reeord has been one of brilliant achievement, with 
notable accomplishments including besides his exertions as governor, service as colonel on the staffs of 
Governors Perry and Fleming, and as brigadier-general, state militia, under Governor Mitchell; as a 
private with the Third U. S. Volunteer Infantry in the Spanish-American War in Santiago Province, 
Cuba, from which he emerged a captain; as member of the state legislature from De Soto County, 18093, 
1895, 1903, 1905, the session of 1905 of which he was speaker of the house; as delegate-at-large to the 
Democratic National Conventions of 1912, 1920 and 1924; as grand master of Masons of [lorida, 1911 and 
i912, and as department commander, United Spanish War Veterans, 1917. Fle is now retired from public 
=f life and resides at Punta Gorda, with his attentions devoted largely to holdings of real estate in Florida 
. and Georgia. He has made his home in Punta Gorda since 1886, 
During his term as governor he was a staunch advocate of the daylight saving law and was the first 


HH chief executive of a state or nation to recommend such. He also urged the establishment of a hospital 
for indigent crippled children, which was enacted into law; advocated the purchase of the present 13,000- 
acre State Prison Farm, bought during his term; and notably settled by compromise the long-hanging 
. controversy between the State of Florida and the railroads over old land grants, decding under the com- 
; promise 282,400 acres of land in settlement for claims of the railroads for 3,895,763 acres. 


He was one of the first to advocate and steadily work for a Masonic Home in Florida, and with the 
establishment of the home in St. Petersburg served as one of its first trustees and is now serving as a

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HERBIERT JACKSON DRANE, Lakerann 

Herbert Jackson Drane, representative in Congress from the First District of Florida, has long held 
a distinguished position in the affairs of Florida. He has been a resident of Lakeland continuously since 
Hs ieeption and during a Jong career devoted largely to public service has in addition to being a member 
of Congress and having held numerous other high posts and assignments served conspicuously as mayor 
of Lakeland, as member of the Board of County Commissioners, and as a member and president of the 
State Senate of Florida. Few men have been so effective and potent as he in promoting the advance- 
ment of Florida. He has been a member of ‘Congress since 1917, serving continuously through from the 
sixty-fifth to the present, the sixty-ninth Congress. 

Mr. Drane was born in Franklin, Simpson County, Kentucky, June 20, 1863, and located in Florida, 
at the age of twenty, in 1883. This presence at the time in the state was as a member of a party engaged 
in railroad construction work, and it was through the nucleus of a camp established by it in Polk County 
that Lakeland had its start, thus giving Mr. Drane the distinction of being a founder resident of the city. 

During his years in Lakeland, Mr. Drane has been continuously engaged in the business of insurance 
and real estate, and with the tremendous growth and prosperity that has come to the city and section has 
developed his business into one of the largest and most successful of its kind in the state. Ele has also 
during the same neriod engaged extensively in the citrus industry as an active producer of oranges and 
grapefruit. 

Mr. Drane has always been interested in’ politics and movements for community welfare and follow- 
ing years as mayor of Lakeland, and others as member of the County Board of Commissioners of Poll 
County, was elected to State House of Representatives in 1903; to the State Senate in rote.

Thomas MeBride Cook, president and founder of the Commercial and Savings Bank, now the Com- 
meretal Bank & ‘Trust Company of West Palm Beach, has been engaged solely in banking since early 
youth, Tle is a financier and banking executive in the broadest sense of the term, having by his successes 
here as elsewhere attested to a unique competency in the administration of financial matters. 

The Commercial and Savings Bank, organized by Mr. Cook in January of 1924, yielded dividends of an 
more than twelve per cent. during the first year of its incorporation, over and above all expenses of organ- | 
vation and maintenance, Deposits exceeded a million dollars during that year, and are today more than a 
million and a halt dollars. Its capital stock, at incorporation, was $50,009, and its surplus $10,000. Due eae | 
to the vast increase in business, the capital stock was doubled in April, tg24.. The name of the bank was ay 
changed at that time to the Commercial Bank & Trust Company. { 

Mr. Cook was born at Geneva, Georgia, March 22, 1890, son of Thomas M. and Katherine Cook, and 
was educated in the public and high schools of that city. At the age of eighteen he entered the banking 
business with the Bank of Barwick, Georgia, and from that time, seventeen years ago, has devoted all his 
energies to the detail and practice of that profession. While still under twenty, Mr. Cook was made 
assistant cashier of the Farmers and Merchants Bank of Sylvester, Georgia, and later served as bank . 
examiner for the Bankers Trust} Company of North Florida, resigning in 1912 to become cashier and 
director in the Bank of Abbeville, Georgia. From rot2 to 1915 he was also acting vice-president of the 
Bank of Abbeville. In tgi2 he organized the Farmers Loan and Finance Corporation at Abbeville. a 
PY corporation of $500,000 capital stock, of which he is still president. For twelve years during his resi- 

dence in Georgia, Mr. Cook was very active in the affairs of the Georgia Bankers .\ssociation,

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HARRY P. McGINLEY, West Pauw Bracit 

Harry P. McGinley, president and treasurer of the MeGinley Realty Company, came to West Palm 
Beach in 1902 and has been a business man here since the day when the streets were paved with oyster 
shells and the townspeople carried their own lanterns to light their way about at night. Ile was one of 
the first dealers in business properties in the city, although he has devoted Iimselt exclusively to. real 
estate only since 1915, 

Mr. McGinley came here in 1902 and with his brother became the proprietor of a furniture business. 
During those early years he was interested incidentally in real estate, having been a rental agent for a 
few business properties. This was the principal real estate activity to be found here then, inasmuch as 
building was quite negligible, as was the sale of lots or homes. In 1gog Dade County was divided and 
Palm Beach County created, with West Palm Beach as the county seat. From 1910, with a population ot 
2,500, West Palin Beach showed a definite stirring of business and realty activity. In this year, with a 
capital of $4,500, Mr. McGinley bought his first business lot, the foundation of what was to become his 
specialty, as the result of his early experience which led him to favor business properties. 
the owner of some of the best business properties in the heart of the business section. 

He abandoned the furniture business entirely in 1915 and entered the real estate business, in cramped 
quarters under a stairway in the Maddock Building In a brief period he had accumulated sufficient 
funds in commissions to erect the Realty Building, which stands directly opposite the City Hall, and which 
contains the office of the McGinley Realty Company. Mr. McGinley organized this company in 1920, with 
himself as president and treasurer; John W. Gosman, deceased in 1920, vice-president; and George C. 
Currie, secretary. The present officers are Harry P. McGinley, president and treasurer; Kenneth W. Gos-

WILLIAM BARNWELL BRICKELL, SR. 


’ Born, May 22, 1825 
Died, January 14, 1908 


Wiliam Barnwell Brickell, Sr., was one of the earliest pioneers’ in Florida, originally of the 
Brickell family of Steubenville, Ohio, who, for their part, were pioneers in that region. Members 
of this family controlled the historic steamboat line down the Ohio River in the earliest days of 
that trade. Mr. Brickell, all his life an adventurer, was among the “Forty-Niners,’” who made 
their way to California in the gold rush of 1849. Here he soon established a wholesale business. 
but abandoned it later to follow his errant genius to Australia. 

He established there as a shipping merchant, operating between the Orient and other distant 
ports, and through this commerce built up a large fortune, adequate to preserve him in ease for the 
remainder of his days. Misfortune, however, was his lot when he left his affairs in the hands of 
a partner to return to America. Misguided speculation with the funds ot the firm resulted in bank- 
ruptey, and the trusted partner killed himself. 

Meanwhile the aspect of life in Ohio had altered. Relatives and friends had died or left Steu- 
benville, and Myr. Brickell set out again to travel, bringing up finally in) Pensacola, Florida, He 
chartered a schooner and explored the West Coast, proceeded around the peninsula and put in at 
Jacksonville. He settled at St. Johns, where he bought a large orange grove. “Uhis prospered until 
a disastrous freeze ruined the entire investment, and Mr, Brickell moved further south, coming to 
Miami in 1869, and purchased all the land south of the Miami River to Silver Bluff, and 6,000 
acres at Fort Lauderdale. He made the first payments on this property, and later with the assist- 
ance of his two sons, William and Charles, completed the payments. Miami was then a wilder- 
ness, and the concessions made by the Brickells, who gave to Henry M. Flagler every other block on 
South Miami Avenue and other lands, to induce him to bring the railroad to Miami, were among 
the most important influences effecting the change that made Miami a city and a seaport, which had 
promised to be not more than an “outskirt.” 

William B. Brickell, Sr., lived in Miami until his death, January 14, 1908. His wite, Mary 
Bulmer Brickell, who died January 13, 1922, came of an aristocratic London family, and met Mr. 
Brickell in Australia, whither she had come with her parents to live. A charming, cultured lady of 
the Victorian type, who lived past eighty years, Mary Bulmer Brickell was loved by all who met 
her, and her philanthropies softened the distress of many less fortunate. 

Of the seven children born to the Brickells, four survive: William B., Belle, Maude and 
George. Alice, born in Australia, Edith and Charles, are deceased,

CHARLES C. B. BRICKELL 

Born April 30. 1868. Died August 3, 1924. 

{ Charles C. B. Brickell was born April 30, 1868, in Cleveland, Ohio. He was the second son of Mr. 
and Mrs. William B. Brickell and was one of the very early settlers of Miami, for when he was. three 

. years old his parents decided to leave the rigorous winter climate of Cleveland and make a home on Bis- 
cayne Bay at the Point which they had purchased some years before. Mr. Brickell’s father sent people 
down ahead of them to clear the Point and build a house in preparation for his family’s arrival. Later a 
vessel was chartered in New York to bring South the family, which consisted of the father and mother 
and their six children. It was the intention of the family to make the Florida home a permanent one, 

| for with them on the vessel was brought all the household furnishings from their home in Cleveland, sery- 

| ants and a governess for the children. A few years later Mr, Brickell’s father sustained severe financial 
losses. Nothing was left to them but these acres owned in Southern Mlorida. The governess and servants 
were returned to their Northern homes. The family remained, the parents undertaking the responsibility 

of rearing and providing the necessities of life for their children in the isolated seclusion which surrounded 
them. They inspired their children with the oneness of purpose, self-reliance, diligence and faith in the 
future which are the strong characteristics of the Brickell family. 

| As the children grew older the sons worked with their father in hunting, fishing and trapping and 

} carrying the products of their labor in their sailing vessel to Key West, the nearest market. The daughters 

helped their mother in home work and the garden, and the little trading post which was soon established 

at the Point. The material aim of the family was the hope of the coming of the railway, which prospect

Joseph Mendel, former mayor of ‘West Palm Beach and a citizen whose activity has constantly been 
directed by a spirit of civic service and a desire for progress, was for many years a prominent merchant 
of Atlantic City, New Jersey, until 1908 when he came to Florida at his physician’s direction, with the 
intention of retirement and convalescence. lar from embracing the inertia of an invalid, Mr. Mendel 
has made the Palm Beaches the centre of his business and domestic interests, and continues as one of 
our most valuable citizens, 

Mr. Mendel was elected the first secretary of the City Planning Board of West Palm Beach, repre- 
senting the North Borough, and in 1923 was elected city commissioner from the North Borough, to 
serve until 1925. He resigned, however, in 1924, to devote his energies the better to his private affairs. li 
was in 1923 that he was elected mayor by the city commissioners, and served for one term as mayor- 
commissioner, the office that was his at the time of his resignation. 

Mr. Mendel has been a permanent resident of West Palm Beach only since 1919, although previously, 
since 1908, his visits here had assumed the regularity and duration of a genuine citizen of the city. In 
1917 he offered his services as a business administrative in war activities, and served until November, 
1919, as superintendent of fuel, civic manager and welfare director at Mays Landing, New Jersey, where 
is located the Belcoville Ordnance Department. At the close of the war, Mr. and Mrs. Mendel 
permanently on their estate, in the North Borough, on the dake front.

CAPTAIN GEORGE B, BAKIER, West Patum Beacu 


Born May 19, 1854. Died March 8, 1920. 

Captain George B. Baker, deceased on March 8, 1920, lives in the memory of the citizens of Palm 
Beach County as one of the best loved and trusted of public officials. A pioneer citizen, Captain Baker 
was one of the builders of a strong, orderly community, and on his death was mourned by hundreds 
throughout South Florida, for his friends were legion, 

Captain Baker came to Palm Beach in June, 1901, as an employe of the Florida Last Coast Railway 
Company, in charge of a train carrying supplies for the building of Whitehall at Palm Beach, and for 
the additions to the Hotel Royal Poinciana. 

He had been but a brief time in West Palm Beach when he was elected a city alderman. le was 
later made president of the Board of Aldermen and Mayor. Before the creation of the new Palm Beach 
County he was elected commissioner from this district ou the Dade County Board of County Commissioners, 
and served as its chairman. When the county division was effected in 1909, Governor Gilchrist appointed 
Captain Baker sheriff, the office he held through every subsequent election until the time of his death, and 
which has since been held by his son, Robert C. (“Bob”) Baker, 

At his death Captain Baker was survived by his wife, Julia Preston (McClendon) Baker, and eight 
children: Robert C., the Misses Leola, Eva and Estelle, and George P., Edwin, Henry and Lucian Ray- 


mond (“Jack”). 


Lucian Raymond Baker is at present an attorney of West Palm Beach, where he has practiced since his 
adinission to the bar in April, tg20. Ile was educated in the public schools of Palm Beach County, and later 
attended law school, He obtained much of his legal training in the othee of Honorable H. L. Bussey, and

. right, who, by his proven powers held the whole confidence of a powerful American body. 

(i This man, whose own force of character raised him to theedictatorship of the Democratic 
party in New York City, was born in Clonakilty, County Cork, Ireland, November 23, 1841, 


) the son of Eyre Coote and Frances (Welsted) Croker. He came to America at the age of seven, 
‘ae the youngest of a family of fourteen children. His father, a graduate of ‘Trinity College, Dublin, 
who was later a veterinary surgeon with the Union forces during the Civil War, brought his 
a family to New York City in 1848 on the Henry Clay, foresecing the devastating famine that 
assailed the cities of Europe in the following year, 1849. Six weeks was required for the voyage. 
bes) All fourteen children, mother and father, together sailed to America. 
) ; Richard Croker left school in early boyhood and apprenticed himself as a machinist with the 
Harlem Railway Company. Evincing a rare genius for the intricacies of that occupation, he, made 


with his own hands, during the twelve years he worked at this trade, every part of the ma- 

chinery and structure required for the complete assemblage of a locomotive. 

But the spirit of the man who became the most romantic figure in the most romantic city in 
1] America was not attuned to the pedestrian gait of a day laborer, and his special genius for politics 
iat Was given its first opportunity when, in 1861, he was appointed chief of the firé department of 
. New York City, from which office he resigned on November 20, 1865, to further his object. of 
progress in political power. He then served tweive years as coroner of the City of New York, at 
the end of which time he became city chamberlain, serving for four years. 

He came into his own as a great political figure when he was made leader of ‘Vammmany Hall, 
being chosen by acclamation; and embarked at once on the masterful projects which marked him 
off from the undistinguished office-holder. Richard Croker it was who organized the “Colored 
Democracy,” for the first time in America, giving the negro the exercise of his constitutional 
Het franchise in New York City. ‘Vhe foreigner looked to ‘Tammany Hall, in the period that he was 
its head, for the aid so necessary to gain a livelihood and an education in a strange land, and 
. in fact Tammany Hall became a beacon light to which the incipient American citizen looked for 
encouragement and instruction in that day of undeveloped social institutions. 


Mr. Croker began his administration by organizing an association of 150 young men, who 
at contributed each a thousand dollars, and built-a club house and political headquarters, at a cost 
of $150,000 at 617 Fifth Avenue. This building was later sold to Sax & Company for a million 
and a quarter. During the seventeen years that Mr. Croker was ‘Vammany’s head he was. the 
leader of as perfect an organization as existed anywhere. He held the creed that law must be 
just, and administered with a firm hand. It was he who named Cleveland for the presidency, and 
| his influence contributed greatly to Cleveland’s triumphant election, In a word, Richard Croker 
dictated countless political successes and failures in the era of the Democratic party’s vigor and 
influence. He made mayors and governors, city officers and national officials. 

At Palm Beach, where he came for the first time early in the century, Mr. Croker was one 
of the pioneer residents. A personal friend of Henry M. Flagler, his counsel was often sought by 
that great builder. Mr. Croker purchased property of a mile frontage in 1909 as an investment, 
and later increased these holdings greatly. After building his own residence here for the winter 
months he became intimately interested in the development of Palm Beach and spent much time in 
. personally supervising the clearing of land. and the beautifying of the district as a whole. Build- 
ing and development was in tact his hobby, serving as an outlet for his creative tendencies. 


tat A large part of the immense fortune built up by this leader of men was made in realty opera- 
One tions at Deal Beach, New York. He was the organizer of the Atlantic Coast Realty Company, 
fw il conducting those operations. Mr, Croker was the first man in New York City ever to hold a pub- 
ial lic auction of land. 

In Europe as well as America, Mr. Croker achieved great renown, but in another depart- 
ment of endeavour. At Wantage, his english estate sixty miles distant from London, where he 
| ) went to live in 1897, he engaged in the breeding and training of racing thoroughbreds and prize 
cattle. In 1904 he sold Wantage and returned to Ireland where he built Glencairn, one of the 
Pd finest estates standing to-day in Ireland. Comprising many miles of rolling country, this estate, 
at the foot of a mountain, embraces besides the splendid Croker homestead, an immense stud farm

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WILLIAM F. WHITMAN, Miami Beacu 

The Whitman family traces its ancestry back eight generations to John Whitman, of Weymouth, who 
came from England about 1638. In the line of descent is Mareus Whitman, pioneer developer of the 
great northwest, a martyr and one of the glorious figures of early American history. “To him is due the 
fact that the states northwest of the Rockies are not now owned by the lnglish. Tle was finally killed 
hy the Indians. Judge John Whitman, of English ancestry, was prominent in the early history of New 
England, 

William Francis Whitman, the subject of this sketch, is the son of William Green Whitman and Laura 
Jane (Finch) Whitman. His father was born July 30, 1819, at Essex, Vermont, and was a “Green Mountain 
Boy.” He was very inventive, and has to his credit many devices used today, including the sewing 
machine, which first came into use in his day. He removed from South Bend, Indiana, to Chicago in 1862. 
He was one of the California forty-niners. His mother was born July 17, 1823, in New York State, and lived 
as a child in the Catskills. There were three sons. The elder, Martin Ira Whitman, spent most of his 
life in Detroit, Michigan, and later, in New York City, engaged in the insurance business. He had tive chil- 


dren, four of whom are living (1925). Charles Rudolphus Whitman, was an attorney at Ann = Arbor, 


Michigan, where he had graduated in both classical and law courses, and later practiced law at Chicago. He 
had four sons, two now being attorneys in Chicago. Both died at the age of seventy-two years. 

William Francis Whitman attended the public schools of Chicago and later matriculated at Ann Arbor, 
completing the Freshman year. In the meantime, however, he had picked up the rudiments of printing and 
determined to make this his life work. When well educated in this line, Mr. Whitman started a modest 
little printing business with the idealistic title “Excelsior Printing Company.” This title was not a chance

“He was admitted to the bar of Florida at Marianna, in 1887, and was a resident of the community and 


engaged in practice there chiefly until his removal to Sarasota in January, 1925. 

During his career at law, Mr. Carter has numbered among his clients some of the largest interests 
in West Florida, which has extended his practice into all the courts of West Florida, in the state Su- 
preme Court at Tallahassee, and numerous United States courts, including the Federal Court of Appeals 
at New Orleans. He has long been recognized as a lawyer of fine attainments and his election to the 
presidency of the Florida State Bar Association, which came in 1924, gives evidence of the high esteem 
with which he is held in his profession.. [le is an eloquent speaker, a good mixer and a progressive citizen. 
He has never sought nor held political office, but his influence is always felt in the local and state admin- 
istrations, 

In fraternal athhiations, Mr. Carter is a member of the various Masonic bodies, including the Shrine, 


‘the Scottish Rite (32d degree), the Knights Templar and a past patron of the Eastern Star. He is a 


member of the Alpha Tau Omega Fraternity, and bears the distinction from his college days of hav- 
ing served as head of its chapter at the University of Florida, the first chapter of any college fraternity 
installed in Florida. 
Mr. Carter was married at Marianna, Florida, in 1891, to Miss Roberta Hearn Milton, a grand-

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JASPER A. McINNIS, Waucuura 

Among those citizens who may be termed builders of Florida is Jasper A. Melunis. Mr. McInnis has 
been a resident of Wauchula since early manhood and has for the past eighteen years been connected with 
the Wauchula Development Company, a concern, which all South Florida kuows, has played a tremendous 
part towards bringing the great recognition and bountiful prosperity that has come to the section. The 
concern controls vast interests in numerous directions in Florida and is extensively engaged in the manu- 
facture of fruit and vegetable crates and other packing equipment for Florida products. Mr. McInnis is 
secretary and treasurer of the company and general manager of its manufacturing enterprises, posts 
which he has won through gradual advancement during his long years of service. He started in an ob- 
scure position when the company was merely a small undertaking and through sheer ability and tenacity 
of purpose has grown as it has grown. 

Mr. MeInnis has moreover during his years in Wauchula given himself freely to matters of public 
service and the advancement of Wauchula, and for this holds high recognition as a community leader. He 
was a member of the charter board which founded the Wauchula Chamber of Commerce and gaye the 
city his first real impetus towards progress and prosperity. He has also during his career taken a leading 
part in numerous other community undertakings, and included among present civic enterprise is serving 
as president of the Wauchula Athletic Association and secretary of the Hardee Country Club. 

Mr. McInnis was born at Free State, South Carolina, June 2, 1883, the son of Adville and Margaret 
(Anglin) McInnis, and received his education in grammar, high school and military school. Ile began his 
business career as a clerk in a dry goods store in his home town and after this, deciding that Florida was 
the land of opportunity, located in Putman County, Florida, in 1898. Tn 1007 he removed to De Soto County

IGNACIO HAYA, Tamra 
December &, 1842. May 10, 1906. 

The career of the late Ignacio Haya occupies one of the most interesting and illuminating pages in 
the industrial history of Tampa, as his record indicates that he had more to do with the early progress of 
that city than any other individu: Ul. He was responsible for the introduction of the cigar manufacturing 
industry and he established various successful enterprises all of which gave the city an added importance 
in the world of affairs. A man of high ideals and untiring energy his brilliant achievements were of a 
character that always tended to industrial and business expansion. He died May 10th, 1906, leaving im- 
perishable monuments to his splendid ability and in his passing Tampa lost one of its most beloved and 
valuable citizens. : 

Ignacio Haya was born at Escalante, Santander, Spain, December &, 1842. He had the advantage of a 
thorough education in his native land, attending the schools of Santander Provinee. Mr. Haya located in 
Havana, Cuba, when he was cighteen years of age, and despite his comparative youth, established a cigar 
factory which became one of the most important in the island. He became thoroughly versed in every de- 
tail of the cigar business, and in 1867, he removed to New York City, where he established one of the first 
clear Havana cigar manufacturing establishments in the United States, and carried on a most successful 
business for eighteen years in that city. 

In 1885, Mr. Haya became interested in Pampa, realizing the possibilities for the successful establishing 
of a cigar manufacturing center were unlimited. It is to his vision and foresight that to-day “Tampa is 
the greatest cigar manufacturing city in the world, for in 1886, Mr. Taya and his partner, Mr. Sanchez,

JOHN JACKSON, Tampa 
Cities both great and small cherish with the greatest interest all facts connected with their first  in- 
| habitants. Historians have frequently expended years of effort in discovering the story connected with 
an original settler. In the case of the interesting and prosperous City of Tampa, the story of one of its 
| first settlers and pioneers in business can be related in continuity, The late John Jackson was the man 
|

who surveyed and laid out Tampa. 

John Jackson was a native of Ballybay, County Monaghan, Ireland, a son of Hugh and Ann (Corcoran) 
. Jackson, natives of the same place as their son, who never-Jeft [reland, but died there many years ago. 
iss] They had another son, Thomas Jackson, who also came to the United States, but was drowned on the 
Manatee River while on a fishing trip. He was unmarried. Mr. Jackson came to the United States as 
; a young man in 1841 and first located in New Orleans, where he engaged in civil engineering. In 1843 
i} he removed to Palmetto, where he entered, from the government, a large tract of land. tLe was a skilled 
I engineer and land surveyor, and was often employed by the Federal authorities in surveying government 
Jand in Florida. 

In 1847 the county seat of Hillsborough County was established at Tampa, and the National Govern- 
ment donated 160 acres of land to the county. Mr, Jackson was employed to lay this off and he made the 
first survey. In 1850 he made a second survey and in 1853 a third. In this last mentioned year he made 

a map embodying the three surveys. This map was, and is still, known as the general map of Tampa 

made by John Jackson, surveyor. It has since been the basis of all description contained in deeds con- 

veving any portion of the original area of the city. He surveyed a great deal of Dade County, and other

—IN MEMORIAM 


BONNIE BRAXTON BRAGG BEACHAM, Ortanno 
Born September 12, 1862. Died September 24, 1024. 

B. Braxton Bragg Beacham was a self-made man in the best sense of the word. Schooled in the 
private institutions of Georgia, and in practical lite, he made of a good mind and keen understanding of 
human nature, one of the outstanding characters in the history of Mlorida’s development. 

In the manner of many of Georgia’s finest youths, he received his training there, where he was born 
in Dublin, Georgia, September 12, 1862, coming to Florida in 1884. When he died, in Orlando, on Sep- 
tember 24, 1924, Mr. Beacham was known throughout the state for his straightforward, positive char- 
acter, and his studied grasp of public matters, although he declined to the end of his life to become asso- 
ciated in political offices to any extent. 

The Georgia youth not only appreciated the value of virgin lands in the state, but he foresaw. the 
possibilities of development. His contact with the soil was a real and an understanding one, and far- 
reaching investments made when the state was in its very infancy, brought to Mr. Beacham the return 
for belief in the state, in later years. He started with collecting large tracts of farm lands, and from 
personal farming he worked into the handling of real estate on a large scale. 

While groves were being sought by the early settlers of the state, and while others looked to the 
future in the great cultivation of citrus lands, Mr. Beacham foresaw the southern march of the naval 
stores products beeause of the gradual exhaustion of the turpentine pine forests. 

With this foresight came the determination to place his interests in the long leaf pine tracts as well 
as in orange groves and he lived to see his faith proven. In the earlier days of lis building up in Florida

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NORVIN A. PERRY, Niwa 

Tampa holds no finer example of the fine publie-spirited eitizenships that have characterized its growth 
m recent years than Norvin Atterbury Perry. Attracted by the future possibilities of Florida, particularly 
these of the city, Mr. Perry located in ‘Vampa in 1920, and since that time has taken rank as one of the 
community’s foremost citizens, a leader in’ finance and a conspicuous figure in eivie affairs. Public 
spirited to a high degree. ever willing to aid and support any worthy movement for the advancement 
of the city and the state, and its people, he is regarded as among the men who are to-day making 
Florida the most talked of section of the world. 

Included in his banking connections, those which have established him as a leader in finanee in the 
community, Mr. Perry is president of the Merchants and Mechanics Bank of Tampa, the Latin-American 
Bank of Ybor City, the Citizens Bank of Williston, and the First National Bank of Clermont, as well as 
heing director in several other South Mlorida banks. He is also president of the Nicholls Realty & Mort- 
gage Company of Tampa, and treasurer Of the Florida Tithe & Bonding Company. 

Born in Owen County, Kentucky, November 2, 1887, son of W. M. and Mattie (Atterbury) Perry, and 
educated in the public schools of Kentucky and in college at Front Royal. Virginia, Mr. Perry began his 
husiness career at the age of nineteen by becoming bookkeeper and teller of the Bank of Hanson at Hanson, 
Kentucky. After two years at Tlanson he organized the Commercial Bank of Doyle, Pennessee, and at the 
age of twenty-one was elected its treasurer. Subsequently he returned to Kentucky and became cashier 
of the Crestwood State Bank at Crestwood, a suburb of Louisville, in which connection he continued until 
coming to Florida in tgo. 

On locating in Tampa he was made cashier of the Bank of Commerce, from which office he was im

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COLONEL EDWARD R. BRADLEY, Patm Breacu 

Krom early boyhood an adventurer, a partner in the hazards and daring enterprises of the 
hard-riding soldiers of fortune of the old West, Colonel kdward.JR. Bradley, proprietor of the 
Beach Club and pioneer developer of Palm Beach and South Florida, presents a type of American 
that is passing into the records of that earlier, glorious period of our history, when the courage and 
reckless temper of a man was the civilizing force and the agent which broke down the primitive 
frontiers ——the vanguard of modern American life. nai 

Following the adventurer’s urge that has been with him all his life, Colonel Bradley lett his 
native city, Johnstown, Pennsylvania, at the age of fourteen and went to ‘Vexas. Casting his lot 
with ranchmen, although a boy, he entered unflinchiagly into the strenuous life of the frontier, At 
a time when the border was the scene of violent conflicts and lite was cheap at the hands of say. 
ave Indians. rebellious. to the white man’s discipline, Colonel Bradley, fighting with those volui- 
teer bands of historic memory, took part in many a tensely fought Indian raid, sharing in ‘the 
series of skirmishes and long pursuits that culminated in the capture and incarceration of the cruel 
and wily half-breed Apache leader, Geronimo, “Vhe subjugation of the Red Man is one of the most 
vivid chapters in the story of America’s growth. 

Colonel Bradley, in the years of his boyhood and youth, tasted to the full the hot excitement of 
trontier life, with its rough townships, its mining camps, and the great reaches of cattle land. Sut- 
tering a breakdown in his health, however, he came to St. Augustine in 1891, and. seven years 
later to Palm Beach. ‘Vhe country: here at that time was destitute of any sign of its later state 
of cultivation, but Colonel Bradley, willing to gamble on the lure of the tropics, took option on a 
large tract of land, and in 1898, built the Beach Club Restaurant. 

He held his property and additional land acquired, including 2,200 feet of ocean trontage, 
through a somewhat uneventful period, until 1910, when an increasing demand arose for residen- 
tial property. He employed L. H. Green, famous auctioneer, and sold, in parcels, the first prop- 
erty on the Palm Beach market, opening up Sunset Avenue. ‘Vhe following year, when Henry 
M. Flagler proposed the building of another golf course, Colonel Bradley, who understood the im- 
mense value of Flagler’s work in developing the resources of Florida, freely and without profit 
gave him the entire stretch of his ocean front property, on which now stands the Palm Beach 


Country Club, 


Colonel Bradley has marketed an immense share of the land now occupied by the many fea- 
tures of resort and commercial life in Palm Beach, and all his investments have been profitable, In 
addition, he has introduced into this section men of wealth and ability from the North and East. 
Whose enterprises have gone far to produce the splendid community that comprises the Palm Beach 
of to-day. It was he who induced Samuel Untermeyer to undertake his investments here. It is an 
interesting fact that Mr. Untermeyer, at the instance of Colonel Bradley, purchased a large block 
of ocean frontage at the price of $75,000. “This was later sold) for $800,000, and a short. time 
ago resold for $1,775,000, “That the possibilities of profit in Florida investment are unlimited is 
the firm conviction of Colonel Bradley, who states that from personal observation he knows. that 
more tortunes have been made and can be made here than in any mining camp in the country, 

One of the foremost patrons of the sport of kings in America, Colonel Bradley's name is 
known to all lovers of fine horses and horse racing in the world. He is president of the ‘Vhorough- 
bred Horse Association of the United States, of which the purpose is to refine and improve the 
breed ot horses by scientific experiment and sponsorship of the best endeavor among breeders of 
thoroughbreds. “Phe importance of a high strain of horse-flesh can not be exaggerated, according 
to Colonel Bradley, who quotes statistics to show that even in the highly mechanical modern war- 


tare, one horse is required for every four men in the land forces. 


Colonel Bradley is vice-president of the Business Men's Racing Association of New Orleans, 
which operates the celebrated fair grounds track in that city. He is also proprietor of the Idle 
Hour Stock Farm, of world-wide renown among horsemen, 
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Edward R. Bradley was born at Johnstown, Pennsylvania, December 12, 1859. He married 
Agnes C. Curry in 1894. 
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EMMETT P. GREEN, Brapenton 

A former mayor of the City of Bradenton, and a former member of its city council, a present member 
of the State Road Department of Florida, and otherwise a leading figure in the business and community 
affairs of his city, Emmett P. Green may rightfully be termed one of the real builders of South Florida. 
He has been engaged in the real estate development business in) Bradenton since 1909 and much of the 
city’s most important development may be credited to him. Included in his business interests in Braden- 
ton he is a member of the firm of Wyman & Green, real estate and investments; president of the Florida- 
Georgia Land Company, president of the Palma Sola Investment Company, president of the Bradenton 
Development Company and director of the First National Bank. Ile also serves as manager of the Palma 
Sola Corporation and is a director of two other corporations, as well as being the holder of further ex- 
tensive business interests in the community. Ele served as mayor of Bradenton in 1921 and 1922, was a 
member of the city council during 1912 and 1913, and has been a member of the state road department 
since July, 1922, being appointed in 1922 and reappointed in 14024. 

Mr. Green is a native of Marietta, Georgia, and prior to residence in Florida was engaged in the 
practice of law in Marietta from 1894 to 19908, where notably during the years of 1905 and 1906 he was 
also a member of the Georgia Legislature. 

Mr. Green was born January 25, 1867, the son of Marcus Lafayette and Eliza (Stanley) Green, and 
is a graduate of the University of Georgia, class of 1893. In club and fraternal memberships he belongs to 
the Kiwanis Club of Manatee River; the Masonic Lodge, including the Shrine; the Knights of Pythias;

CHARLES A. KIENNIEDY, West Pauw Beaca 
Born i867. Died 1924. 

Charles A. Kennedy, capitalist and developer, was for seventeen years a business man of West Palm 
Beach, and in that period not only built up, by industry and energetic methods, his significant position im 
the business and financial life of this city, but left, at the time of his death in tg24, splendid accomplish- 
ments of the most substantial and permanent nature, such as constitute the finest features of the develop 
ment process in this city. 

Ile was born in Dansville, New York, in 1867, the son of Birdsal and Julia CRowe) Kennedy, and 
educated in the schools of Dansville and at Genesee Normal School. He entered business in New York 
State atter leaving school, and in tgo8 came to Florida and in igit came to West Palm Beach. For three 
years he engaged independently in the fish and oyster business, organizing in tott the Atlantic Fish Com- 
pany, of which he was president, one of the largest industries of its kind in this seetion. 

Meanwhile he had been acquiring large property holdings here, and carried on extensive development 
operations of the most substantial type. He was the builder of the El Verano Hotel, the largest and finest 
hotel in West Palm Beach, which, as a type of modern building, thorough in design and) workmanship, 
stands as a monument to the ability of Mr. Kennedy and his confidence in the progress and development of 
the city for which he expended all his powers and resources. He was also the builder of the Kennedy 
Apartments,

General manager of the Tampa Electric Company, Tampa's light, power and street-car utility, and 
conspicuous in the affairs of the community as a leader in practically all movements for public good, 
Thomas Joseph Hanlon, Jr, is one of those -eitizens to whom Tampa is looking for the fulfillment of dreams, 
dreams that all assurances point to its becoming one of the truly great American cities. lle has been general 
manager of the Tampa Electric Company since April, 1019, and in keeping with the ideals of service and 
progress that have been a part of the company since its inception, has given an administration that has 
placed the concern among the foremost in_ the South. Ever awake to meet the requirements: of the 
constantly increasing community of Tampa he has given himself and his company generously to the further- 
ance of electrical service—ever keeping pace with Tampa’s needs—and in this alone has rendered the city a 
service for which it may be grateful. 

Born in Boston, in October, 1884, and educated at Harvard, Mr. Hanlon has been identihed with street 
car and lighting plant operations since 1907, and in this work is distinetly a product of the Stone & Webster 
organization of Boston, under whose management operations the Tampa Electric Company is maintained. 
He has been associated with the Stone & Webster Company since leaving school and through them, be- 
sides Tampa, he has been engaged in public utility work in Dallas, ‘Texas, and Pensacola, Mlorida.

V. Mason Weil, president of the Palm Beach Improvement Association and at the head of 
several important development companies, was for about fourteen years before the war in the West © 
handling large power and telephone projects. Since the war, however, he has given his time al- 
most exclusively to the development of the East Coast. ae 

During the last few years Mr. Weil either organized or assisted in organizing four companies 
whose capitalization totals $950,000 and whose formation was effected under a plan different trom 
any ever used before. All the transactions leading up to the sale of the stock were consummated 
without commission, brokerage, promotion or any other cost to the companies. Mr. Weil effected 
these economies by securing, before the stock went on sale, the guarantee of influential East Coast 
business men that the stock would be taken up as soon as it was put on the market. 

The U.S. Mortgage and Loan Company, capitalized at’$100,000, was formed under this plan 
by 100 men who subscribed for ten shares each at $100 a share. “The dispatch with which the proj- 
ect was completed led to the formation in a similar way of the U. S. Title Guaranty Company, 
capitalized at $500,000, the U. S. Vitle and Abstract Company, capitalized at $250,000, and the 
U.S. Finance Corporation, capitalized at $100,000. 

Land held by syndicates headed by Mr. Weil includes 634 acres west of Stuart, 342 acres at 
Yamato and good-sized tracts at Westgate and other places. 

Mr. Weil is a native of Maryland, born at Bost-Hills on November 7, 1877, the son of Joseph 
and Helen (Mason) Weil. After studying at the Baltimore public and high schools, the Coleman 
College and the Massachusetts Institute of “Vechnology, he went West in 1903 to assist in the con- 
struction of the Standard power lines through Washington, California and the Nevadas. From 1gtt 
until he enlisted for service in the war, Mr. Weil handled promotion projects totaling $35,000,000 
for the power lines and the Nevada Telephone & ‘Velegraph Company. 





Since 1912, Mr. Weil had been a frequent guest at the Breakers, so when in 1920, he built his 
residence at Palm Beach, he was by no means stranger to the beauties of the East Coast. © During 
the last five years, he has been an outstanding factor in the social and communal life of Palm Beach.

Congressman Clark is a native of Alabama. H{le was born at Eufaula, Mareh 28, 1860, the son of 
John Wise and Emeline (Keils) Clark, and received his early education in the common schools of Ala- 
bama and Georgia. After several years of study and practical experience in the law, he was admitted to 
the bar of Georgia in 1881, removing from Georgia to Florida in January, 1884, and beginning the practice 
of law in Bartow. After some years in Bartow, he removed to Gainesville, where he maintained oflices 
until 1925. 

Before his election to the National Congress, Congressman Clark had served three terms in the 
Florida State Legislature. From 1893 to 1897 he was assistant United States attorney and United States 
attorney for the Southern District of Florida.

From the first stirrings of the adventurer in his spirit as a child in Bavaria, Joachim Vritz, owner of 
the Melrose Dairy and the Melrose Heights subdivision, and builder of the million-dollar Tlotel Eritz, 
has spent his life in an audacious search for fortune, prospering singularly in the process. 

Jorn in Bavaria, Germany, November 24, 1857, he ran away from home at the age of twelve, and for 
the subsequent cight years learned the valuable lessons to be gained only in that cold contest for self- 
preservation, where thrust must be met by parry, and quarter is neither asked nor given, At the age 
of twenty he enlisted in the German Army as a private. Flow well he had profited by lis experience 
since leaving home is evidenced in the fact that in five years he had risen to the rank of heutenant, a feat 
of great difficulty in a country where birth and culture are so imperative to military honors, and cer- 
tainly a tribute to his aggressive character. 

Mr. Fritz came to the United States in 1882, and embarked on the unique career of a wandering 
capitalist, traveling the United States, pitching camp wherever a new city was raising its head, foresceing 
land values with an uncanny genius, and buying for a rise, thus accumulating a modest fortune. In this 
manner he touched at almost every important new development in the country. Setting out from Roanoke, 
Virginia, where a railroad had recently been built, he followed the booms, gauging his strategy by the 
course of the railroads, and stopped at Litthe Falls, Minnesota; at Spokane Valls, Washington; at Medford, 
Oregon, and following the Southern Pacific Railway, journeyed on to tos \necles, California.

Ht Palm Beach Gas Company has been operated with one hundred per cent. efficiency since 
it was taken over on December 1, 1024, by the Gas Engineering Service Company of Battle 
Creck, Michigan, is prepared to invest as much money in mains and CqQuipment as is Necessary 
to keep abreast of the growth of the community, and by the spring of 1926 will have increased 
Hs consumers from 990 to 4,000, The two forward-looking business men in charge of the 
company’s policies, Ralph B. Wagner, president, and El. K. Wrench, secretary, treasurer and 
manager, are experienced gas company executives, capable of supplying the city’s present needs and. pro- 
viding for its future demands. 

The gas company’s plant is one of the finest and most up-to-date in the state. Erected in 1924, it is 
believed to have been the first gas plant ever built which, in order that the men might) work under. the 
best possible conditions, is without walls. This model idea has since been copied in other southern plants 
and has been commented on in trade journals. Vhe plant’s gas making capacity is two million, six hun- 
dred thousand cubic feet a day, enough to supply a city of one hundred thousand population, 

Since the Florida Utilities Company, the former owners, sold out in 124, the following improvements 
have been installed: A six-foot and an cight-foot water gas set, two new boilers, twenty miles of mains 
(twenty-six more miles were being Jaid in the summer of tg25), two new blowers, two new compressors 
sand twenty compression tanks, (Ten additional compression tanks are to be installed immediately.) 

These improvements mean that the Palm Beach Gas Company is able with its present plant to supply 
a city of several times the population of West Palm Beach and ean, in the event of part of the machinery 
breaking down, operate duplicate parts and continue to supply the community with gas, something that not 
all cities of 15,000 enjoy.

Unimproved and unrestricted beach lots near 
Westward Villas that had sold for $1000 six months previous, jumped to $5000 and $6000,

Returning to Texas, he joined his two 
older brothers, Newell S. and Merrill A. Cherbino, 
in the ownership and operation of the 50,000-acre 
ranch in Southwest Texas, between the Peeos and 
Rio Grande Rivers, known as the Cherbino Brothers 
Ranch. This is one of the finest ranches in the 
South, and is the second largest in the State of 
Texas.

For many years in the State of New Jersey, before 
coming to Mian, the Llonorable Frank Smathers, 
attorney at law, was a prominent figure, not alone at 
the bar and on the bench of that state, but in the 
larger political movements and in civic, social, 
financial and relieious affairs as well.

Cox, however, liked newspaper work better than teaching 
and became a full-fledged member of the “Signal”? staff. 
One day there was a railroad wreek in’ which several per- 
sons were killed at dleno, a small village near Middletown, 
Cox was the local correspondent for the Cincinnati “len- 
quirer.” In order to monopolize the wire, he tore a sheet 
off the “Signal,” gave it to the telegraph operator and said, 
“Send this until 1 get back.’ Then he ran all the way to 
Heno, got the facts and sent a lengthy story of the accident 
over the monopolized wire to the “Enquirer.” It was a 
clean “scoop” for the “Enquirer” and Janded him a job on 
that paper. s 

As a newspaper man in Cineinnati, he did) various kinds 
of veportorial work, including some political writing, Decame 
assistant telegraph editor only to give up desk work to return 
to writing, and made his greatest distinction locally as the 
writer of the daily railroad column of the Enquirer.” After 
several years, he was promoted to assistant city editor. Tle 
never served as such, however, because at the same time 
came the offer of secretaryship to Congressman Sorg of his 
native Third District. The latter afforded Cox an opportunity 
to get to Washington and opened the way for desirable future 
activity. :

lis life in) Washington, meeting public men and watch- 
ing Congress, gave him a valuable experience, but it ended 
with Mr, Sorg’s retirement from Congress. ‘That was in 
i808. Borrowing money from Mr. Sorg, Cox went to Day- 
ton that year and bought for a small sum the “News,” which 
was then bumping over the rocks near bankruptey. The bumps 
continued and for several years the young publisher was only 
a few steps ahead of the sherifl’s sale. 

On one occasion the shop was, in fact, closed by the 
sheriff. Cox s vambled around, however, and obtained money 
to pay the bill which had been the cause of the suspension. 
While the opposition paper was on the street, telling under 
big headlines the death of the “News,” Cox got out an 


‘ 


‘extra’ informing the public that his paper was sull on the 
map—aygain, it should have said. ; 

Five years later, Mr. Cox saw an opportunity to repeat 
his Dayton venture in’ Springfield. Again with borrowed 
eapital he purehased the Springheld ‘Press-Republic,” a 
paper which had been gasping for breath for some time. 
Overnight he changed its name to the “News,”' its time of 
publication from morning to evening and its politics from 
Republican to Donreeratic. Many told him he was taking a 
monumental risk in his effort to publish a Demwoeratic paper 
in the principal city ot the strongest Republican Congressional 
District in Ohio, the Seventh, 

From the time he took over the paper, however, it 
gradually got back to a sound basis. Governor Cox later 
purchased the Canton Daily News, and in April, ro23, added 
the fourth newspaper to his News League when he purchased 
the Miami Metropolis from oS. Bobo Dean. The governor's 
policy is to run “newspapers”. instead of political organs, 
In all his campaigns he has , published Republican attacks 
against himself alongside the good things Demoerats said aboui 
him. 

All four of his newspapers to-day are highly pro suprous 
business institutions; each has been housed in a new, modern 
newspaper building. ‘The magnificent building of the Miami 
Daily News, overlooking beautiful Bay Biscayne, is the finest 
newspaper building in the South, and not exeeeded by any 
in the country. 

Cox was elected to Congress the first time in roo8, exactly 
ten years after he had ceased being secretary to a Cou 
vressman to become a publisher. In Congress he attracted the 
attention of leaders and became a member of the important 
Committee on .\ppropriations. On one occasion he showed 
from. statistics that more money was being spent to feed 
monkeys in the zoological gardens at Washington and prison: 
ers in Federal penitentiaries than was being spent for veterans 
in the Dayton Soldiers’ Home. It resulted in’ increased ap- 
propriations for the Soldiers’ Wome, which at the following 
election, 1910, went Democratic the first time in its history. 
Likewise, the Third Congressional District, which for years 
before Cox’s candidacy had been Republican, gave lim a 
larger majority for re-election than it ever before gave to a 
candidate for Congress. 


ELECTED GOVERNOR OF STATE 


By tore, Cox had became somewhat of a state-wide figure 
in polities. Tle was one of the earliest aud most enthusiastic 
champions of a new, progressive state constitution, and easily 
wou the nomination for governor that year. Ile was elected. 
“The new era in Ohio,’ or the “new order of. things,” he 
termed his program of fifty-six progressive, constructive meas- 
ures, ench of which was enacted during his first administra- 
tion and remains on the statute books to this day. [t ap- 
parently was too much, however, to assimilate. at one time 
and antagonized many interests, which were successful in 
defeating him for re-cleetion in 1914. 

The governor never lost faith, however, in eventual vindica- 
tion. Not one of the measures would he have erased to save 
himself from defeat, and two years later, 1916, he came 
back with ao “tinish-the-job” program and was cleeted to a 
second term. Then came the war with resultant activities, 
which made Governor Cox the logical candidate for a third 
term. Tle had no platform other than a “win-the-war” plank 
and delivered not a single campaign speech. 

[lis election in toi8 made him the only Democrat clected 
Governor three times in the normally Republican State of 
Ohio. ‘The only Republican ever elected to three terms was 
Rutherford B. Hayes, who was clevated to the White louse 
before expiration of his last term. 

In the way of reereation, Governor Cox is a lover of the 
out-of-doors, plays golf, hunts, fishes, rides horseback, takes 
long hikes, and has remarkable physical endurance.

Phe old Cox homestead at Jacksonburg, which was sold 
several decades ago and for years was owned by persons not 
related to the Cox family, has been purchased by the Gov- 
ernor. Ile has 1estored the old brick house, built by his 
grandfather with brick burned of clay found on the farm. 
The governor conducts general agriculture on the place and 
has a fine herd of thoroughbred Guernsey cattle, 

Governor Cox lives with his family in a beautiful country 
home at Trailsend, near Dayton, Ohio. His Southern home, 
at Miami Beach near the Nautilus Hotel, is one of the most 
beautiful residences in the country.

“John D. and William Rockefeller and Samuel Andrews 
had started a small oil refinery in Cleveland on the side of 
a hill, When the seeond refinery was built in 1867, Stephen 
Harkness backed me for $100,000 in a partnership with Mr. 
Rockefeller and his associates. Other little refineries sprang 
up and we bought them. Our business was developed rapidly, 
and in i870 we closed our partnership and organized the 
Standard Oil Rony: We worked night and day, making 
good oil as cheaply as possible and selling it for all we 
could. pet,’’ 


The buying out of all the local oil interests 


there was 

done at the suggestion of Henry MM. Flagler. This was 
the actual organization of the Standard Oil Company. 

In 1885 Mr. Flagler paid his first visit to Florida and 


was struck with the business possibilities presented here by 
the railroad field, as affected by the development of winter 
resorts, The story of his aechicvements from this time on 
has been told elsewhere in this volume. 

A great constructive genius whose will brooked no limita- 


tion by man or by nature, Henry M. Flagler left as his 
monument and epitaph the whole East Coast of Vlorida, 
settled on by countless thousands of lesser builders, to 


profit eternally by the daring of his pioneer projects, and 
to carry on to glorious heights the development of this 
wondrous peninsula in the .\meriean tropics.

In the many movements elfecting large constructive im- 
provements which subdued frontier disorder and ineon- 
verence in these parts, Mr. Lainhart was consistently a 
powerful influence, having been for sixteen years a mem- 
ber of the Board of County Commissioners of Dade County, 
and its chairman for six years. Ile also’ served for a number 
of years on the County Board of Public Instruction.

This 
was the beginning of the cigar manufacturing industry in

be ready for the beautification of the avenues and parks, 
and for the convenience of the* residents who desire the 
best plant-life for the ornamentation of the grounds about 
their homes. 

Reservations were made for hotel sites facing the waters 
of Lake Worth, and these will be creeted as soon as the 
demand presents itself. library and chureh sites were not 
forgotten, and are reserved in Kelsey City, adequate in num- 
ber and conveniently situated. Building construction during 
1925 and 1926 will be extensive. The building program 
and the improvement plans for Kelsey City will probably cost 
no less than two million dollars in this period.  Welsey City 
is but four years old. It has: Kelsey City State Bank, 
United States Post Office, well-established merchantile busi- 
nesses, all prospering.

Dr. Ward also added much to his distinction as a collese 
leader during his regime as president of Wells College. He 
was president of Wells from 1903 to 1912, and while there 
brought about the ereetion of nine new college buildings 
and a doubling of the school’s endowment fund and en 
rollment.

Young Davis hear@ the call of the Bast Coast, which had 
just begun its rapid ®rowth. Tle saw opportunity in) Miami, 


then becoming famous as a “Magic City.”  Thither he 
went, with no money, but with a mind full of ideas. Tle 
found the going rough at first; but his indomitable spirit 


sensed a brighter day and a smoother road. Soon his op- 
portunity came—a piece of property which could be obtained 
on easy terms and at comparatively Tow price and which 
promised rich returns from subdivision and speedy sale. 
Davis borrowed the money for the first payment, platted the 
tract, gave it an attractive name, bought a few yallons of 
printer’s ink and launched«on his first venture. It was an 


astounding, almost phenomenal success. With this first 
“Stake,” Davis was enabled to enlarge his field of opera- 
tions. Ife developed other subdivisions and each of them 


was a greater success than its predecessor. In comparatively 


few years the Tampa boy had become one of the largest 
real estate operators in the country. Miami and its territory 
were growing speedily, but solidly. Tle was in “on the 
ground floor’ of the structure—and he veaped the richest 


profits. 

Vis acquaintances in Vampa saw or heard of him oceasion- 
ally, but they little dreamed that he was to become one of 
the potent factors in the development of their city. One 
day “Dave” came to Tampa and imparted his plans to a 
few friends and a firm of lawyers. Then, one aorning, 
Tampans read that D. P. Davis planned the development of 
the islands in the bay. ‘To start this, he had to secure the 
smaller island from the city, buy the larger one, influence 
public sentiment to endorse the proposition at the polls, 
form a big and strong organization. All these things were 
done in the space of a few months. The people of Tampa 
heartily approved the plan. They voted the cession of the 
city’s island. Newspapers and civic organizations gave him 


every assistance. It was much casier than it looked at 
the outset. But the people had confidence in D. P. Davis.

Before the improve- 
ment of the islands had actually begun, the investing publie 
had put $3,000,000 into Davis Islands. 

Mr. Davis has become prominently identified with leading 
enterprises and civie movements in Tampa. Ie brought. to 
the city in the winter season of tg24-25 the outstanding 
stars in golf, swimming, motor boating and tennis, and gave 
the city its first important sports program. Ife contributed 
a large sum toward the Board of Trade’s advertising fund. 
We rebuilt a building, fitted it up into offices that are 
among the show-places of Florida. As an evidence of how 
Mr. Davis is esteemed by the business community of Tampa, 
in the election on April 7th for governors of the Board of 
Trade, he led the ticket in a field of twenty of the best- 
known citizens of ‘Tampa.

Mr. Conrad was born in Seneca Falls, New York, and 
received his edueation in the Myiudrse Academy there and 
in the Rochester Business University at) Rochester, New 
York.

Che Christmas number of the 
Lake Worth News in 1900 said in an artiele about hin 
“Tu all his public, as well as his private life, his every 
act has been inspired by that spirit of rugged honesty, cander 
and fair dealing whieh has characterized the successtul 
pioneers of .\meriea.” 

When Palm Beach was incorporated as a city, he was 
chosen, without hesitation, as its first mayor, and held that 
office until his death om January 6, 19019.

It was started without 
capital, and through the years was developed by hard work 
and faithful application. System and economics were al- 
Ways prominent in the thought of William) PF. Whitman, 
with the result that he was the inventor of many important 
improvements of mechanical operation now in common use in 
printing plants. At ope time he also conducted one of the 
large printing plants if’ New York City, ‘Ihe Federal Print- 
ing Company, at the same time maintaining his Chicago 
plant. The Public Printer, at Washington, took the trouble 
to inspect this plant, having heard of the ideal system there 
worked out. Some years later, the Canadian government 
asked for his services in laying out and systematizing their 
government printing plant, but he did not accept. 

Connected with the printing business and analogous to 
it, Mr. Whitman also was the owner of a lithographic plant 
in Chicago. The cost system, which has been spread all 
over the country, had its inception in_ the printing offices 
of Chicago, and Mr. Whitman was in the vanguard of those 
who perfected the plan and carried the work to completion. 
MWe was one of the first business.men to devise and make 
use of the cost system. 

Though fond of business, pursued in a spirited way, and 
being always a hard and fast worker, Mr. Whitman is, es- 
sentially, a home-loving man, having no use for clubs, 
liquor or tobacco. Ile has always loved gardens and Jand- 
scape gardening, as applied to his own uses. His beauti- 
ful home. at Glencoe,. Mlinois, which is a suburb on the 
north shore of Chicago, where he and Mrs. Whitman spend 
the summer months, interrupted only by brief trips to con- 
tinental countries, consists of two acres adjoining the Skokie 
Country Club, and is situated on a bluff overlooking the golf 
course, and the great Skokie Valley. The grounds are hilly, 
making possible landscape gardening effects that are artistic 
and attractive. = 

Mr. Whitman made his first investment in Miami realty 
nine years ago, while on a visit to Florida, not dreaming 
he was to choose Florida instead of California for his 
future winter home site. Ie was delighted with the climate 
and possibilities of Miami Beach, and purchased two lots 
on Ocean Drive, facing Lummus Park. Ile did not increase 
his holdings for several years, then began buying other 
property. «Among these was what is known as the Whit- 
man Tract, which stretched from the ocean to the Flamingo 
Golf Course, and beyond Jefferson Avenue. The only street 
in Miami Beach open to the public between Alton Road and 
the Atlantic Ocean at that time was Collings Avenue. The 
other streets were given to the city by Mr. Whitman. 

The winter home of the Whitmans is like a gem in the 
midst of a garden of tropic wender, one of the beauty spots 
of southern Florida. It exemplifies what may be done in 
beautifying a barren waste of sand on the ocean front, and 
transforming it into a cultivated place. The house is con- 
structed of concrete, in Italian renaissance style of archi- 
tecture, with garage and outbuildings harmonizing, and so 
placed as to shelter the grounds from prevailing winds, but 
not to obstruct the view. Tfere Mr. and Mrs. Whitman and 
their three boys, William I*rancis, junior, 10 1-2 years, born 
in Chicago, June 30, 1914; Stanley Finch, 6 1-2 years, born 
in Chicago, November 15, 1918; and Dudley Allen, 5 vears 
old, born in Miami, March 20, 1920, live the life possible in 
Miami Beach as nowhere else. From December to June, 
Florida is their home, then they usually go to Glencoe for 
a few months and travel the rest of the time. Mrs. Whit- 
man was Leona Charlotte Ericsson, and the marriage day 
was June 14, 1913, in Detroit. Mr. Whitman likes golf, 
but his best game is billiards, the balk-line game, which 
he has played all his life, and for the last 25 years at the 
Chicago Athletic Association, where he has had the honor 
to win prizes. THe is also a member of the Skokie Country 
Club, at Glencoe. However, he prefers to spend most of his 
time with his interesting family. [le has never sought political 
preferment, and is not affiliated with any fraternal or 
religious bodies, though his preference is for the Christian 
Science faith.

Mr. Ulmer was born at Early Branch, South Carolina, 
March 26, 1867, the son of Henry D. and Anna EF. (You- 
mans) Ulmer. lis father was a farmer, and through him, 
M. W. Ulmer is inheritant of Jong established German 
ancestry. The Ulmer family is of German origin, with the 
seat of the family being in South Germany, where the City 
of Ulm, probably Werived its name from some olden member 
of the. family, the family name having been variated from 
Ulm, into Von Ulm, and Ulmer. Vhe family in -\imerica 
goes back to the year of 1735, when a mixed colony of 
Swiss and South Germans, mostly from the Palatinate, came 
to South Carolina and settled in) Orangeburg district of 
that State. A reinforcement followed in 1736 and another 
in 1737- In this last installment of 1737 was the Rev. John 
Ulrich Giessendanner, who was the pastor and who became 
at once the leader of the colony. He died in 1738 and was 
succeeded by his nephew, “the Rev. John Giessendanner, who 
was pastor of the colony until 1761. Ile remained in’ the 
Lutheran communion until 1749, when being the only 
minister of that denomination in the State, he went to 
London and was ordained into the Episcopal ministry, and 
from that time on the congregation was in connection with 
the Church of England. 

The Ulmers came in one of the first three years, 1735, 
1736, or 1737. It is not positive whieh one of the con- 
tingents they came, with. Phere appears to have been two 
heads of the families, Werner Ulmer and John Frederick 
Ulmer. The chureh records between 1737 show the follow- 
ing names of Ulmers who were baptized, married or buried, 
as the case might be: Anne Maria, Barbara, iva, Maria, 
Frederick, George ..\dam, Jlans, John Frederick John Jacob, 
John Louis, Louis, Mary Barbara, Mary Catharina, Mary 
Magdalene, Varina Maria and Werner Ulmer. .\nne* Maria 
was the wife of Werner; Mary Barbara was the wife of John 
Frederick. The other names given are the children of these 


two. The history, therefore, of the Ulmer family in this 
country goes back nearly two hundred years to those ex- 
cellent Lutheran settlers from Switzerland and Germany, 


who were the real founders of Orangeburg County, which 
at the time of their coming was a vast wilderness,  in- 
habited by a few scattered settlers. “The exact number who 
came over in those carly years is unknown, but there was 
more than two hundred in the first contingent, and there 
were probably altogether six or seven hundred of these early 
emigrants. Mr. Ulmer is, therefore, deseended from that 
strong German stock which in every part of our country 
has contributed such valuable service to its upbuilding. 

M. W. Ulmer’s carly edueation was obtained in the pub- 
lic schools of his native county, and was somewhat limited 
in extent. He was reared on a farm. At the age of twenty- 
one, he began life on his own account as a lumber marker 
in a saw mill and after spending six years in’ that oc- 
cupation rose to be superintendent. Having saved up oa 
small capital he then engaged in the mill business for him 
self, and thus entered the activity whieh led him to Mlorida, 
and paved the way for his present high estate, his original 
movement to the State having been like many other naval 
stores operators, who sought to. broaden their operation by 
the Jarger field that Mlorida offered.

other decisions being submitted to his personal discretion, and 
while he passed judgment in approximately 6,000 cases, he 
was only reversed three times by the supreme court,

suceess that is inevitably his. Here he practiced first with 
Mayor Bill Smith, remained with him a year, and for another 
year practiced with Kk.

- SACRED HEART CHURCH AND COLLEGE 


TAMPA, FLORIDA 
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Occupying an entire city block at Florida Avenue and Madison Street, directly adjacent to the postofiice and almost in 
the heart of the business district of Tampa, the Sacred Heart Church, Sacred Jleart College and the Catholic Social Center, 
form one of Tampa’s most imposing groups of buildings—a wonderful evidence of the loyalty, devotion, sacrifice and gen- 
erosity of the Catholic people of the city. Few parishes in the South present a finer place of worship, a more .complete edu- 
cational institution for the schooling of its young men and boys, or a more attractive place for community recreation than 
represented by this group. The monumental edifice of gray granite and marble forming Sacred Heart Church was dedicated 
January 15, 1905, while the splendid brick building adjoining it as Sacred Leart College was opened in January, 1917. The 
Catholic Social Center Building, erected to take care of the social activities of the Catholics in Tampa was added in 1920. 

The foundations of Sacred Heart Church and College, and the present high state of Catholicism in Tampa, dates back 
to the pioneer days of 1847, a time when Tampa was nothing more than a villave. Through a visit of a Father Aubril seeds 
of the faith were planted and with sueceeding years they have grown with ever-increasing glory and satisfaction to parish- 
ioners. For several years during the early days of the religion in Tampa the parish was known as the Saint Louis Catholic 
Church, so called in memory of Father Louis de Cancers, a Dominican, killed by the Indians near Tampa, at the time of the 
discovery of Florida by the Spanish. It has been under the jurisdiction of the Society of Jesuits since 1888 and under this 
administration it has enjoyed its greatest progress. Chiefly, however, much of the credit for the present growth and magnificence 
of the chureh and its institutions in Tampa is due to the perse Verance and untiring energy of the late Father William J. 
Tyrrell, who died in 1924. Father Tyrrell was for many years rector of the Saered Heart Church and around him much 
of the history of Catholicism in Tampa revolves. As pastor of the church, Father Tyrrell, on February 16, 1898, broke thy 
ground and paved the way for the building of the present Sacred ILeart Church, a work that succeeding pastors continued 
These pastors have included Father O'Sullivan in 1899, Lather Navin in 1903, Father MeNally in 1913, Father Farrell in 1920 
and Father John B. Doonan, the present reetor in 1924. 

Following in with the history of Saered Teart Chureh, Sacred Heart College had its Inception in 898, with Father Daniel 
J. O'Sullivan, S.J., as founder and first president, — For several years it was conducted as a grammar school, but later courses 
were added to inelude high school and in tote its first class in the higher branches was graduated. The first enrollment of 
the school numbered twenty-one, while to-day it has approximately one hundred and twenty-five students, and with its educa- 
tional system being substantially the same as that of all high schools conducted by the Jesuit Fathers in all parts of the world is 
rated as one of the best academic schools in the state. 

In connection with its educational system, the Sacred Ifeart College, like all other Jesuit Schools, follows the system of the 
“Ratio Studiorum,” which, while plainly conservative in retaining what-is of unquestioned value in the older learning is sancly 
progressive in adopting the proven results of modern science. In it also, no branches are taught that are beyond the capacity 
of young boys, nor are their energies seattered over a multiplicity of subjects, and while it is not the object of a high school 
to fit the student directly for a professional or a business career, it aims at giving him, after he has finished the grammar 
school, a general and well-rounded classical training and a thorough preparation for entranee to college. Also, like every Catholic 
college, Sacred Heart College insists on religious training as essential to moral and character development, and Catholic students 
are required to follow certain preseribed courses in keeping with their faith. With other students, however, this is not com- 
pulsory, all religions and opinions at the institution being stud iously respected, 

The faculty of Sacred Ileart College is headed by lather John B. Doonan, S.J., rector of Sacred Heart Chureh, as president; 
the Rev. E. J. O'Connor, S.J., vice-president and prefect of studies discipline; Rev. FE. A. Fields, S.J., seeretary and’ treasurer, 
and Rev. "Alexis de Stockalper, S.J., as chaplain, Others of the faculty include the Rey. E. Beck, S.J., and Rev. A. J. Snebelen, 
S.J., instructors in Spanish; Rev. E. J. O'Connor, S.J., instructor-in English and Latin; Rev. A. Kunkel, instructor in Science; 
Rey. Hl. Fleuren, S.J., instructor in Geometry; Rev. John Power, S.J., Lutin, English, Algebra, Modern Tlistory and Physical 
Geography; Rev. J. MeCarthy, S.J., instructor in Latin, English, Algebra, and Joseph Turbidy, .\.B., iustruetor in English, 
Arithmetic, U. S. History, Civies and Geography, 

The academic year at the school consists of one session and comprises thirty-six weeks. It is divided into semesters, the 
first from September to February, and the second from February to the middie of June.

Ile was cduecated in the schools of De Land and at Stetson University, and in 1o12 entered the 
undertaking business in De Land, continuing at that occupation until the declaration of war with the 
Central Powers in 1917, when he enlisted in the United States Army, serving as a warrant officer for the 
war period at Camps Johnston and Hancock. Mr. Mizell was the originator of the government morgue 
system inaugurated at his suggestion in Camp Hancock, and at the time of lis discharge from service was 
given high official recommendations. 


Following his honorable discharge from the service, he went to Tampa and resumed his previous o¢ 
cupation, which within the subsequent five years he followed at Orlando and St. Augustine, from which 
city he came to West Palm Beach in to21. On May 25, 1921, he married Miss [Frankie If. Thomas, a 
graduate of the Orange General Hospital at Orlando. 


Associated with him here in the administration of the Mizell Mortuary Company, which he founded, ts 
Miss Myra M. Thomas, who for fourteen years was connected with the Ilorida Paper Company of Jack- 
souville. 


The Mizell Mortuary is the only one in the city, and possibly in the state, which has a trained nurse 
constantly on duty and who responds to ambulance calls as an adjunet of the Mizell ambulance service. 
This organization maintains a Packard sedan ambulance, as preferable in pomt of taste to the regular ambn- 
lance of conspicuous type. Mr. Mizell also maintains at his mortuary convenient slumber rooms and guest 
rooms, and in all his professional matters preserves an atmosphere of good taste and unobtrusive solicitude, 


Mr. Mizell, a Protestant, is a member of the Florida Funeral Directors Association and of the West 


Palm Beach Chamber of Commerce. Fraternally he is affiliated with the Knights of Pythias and the 
JZenevolent and Protective Order of Elks. Tle is also a member of the local post of the American Legion.

tropically verdured islands. De Soto, 
ee inspired by the irresistible charm of 
his surroundings, named the waters in which they 
lay Ispiritu Santo, or Holy Spirit. j 


Four centuries later, in 1808, when the sinking 
of the battleship Maine brought on the Spanish- 
American war, Tampa was a shipping and fishing 
village of but a few thousand population. Roosevelt 
and his famed Rough Riders were among the 50,000 
soldiers who waited transports. here for Cuba—and

Kulford-By-The-Sea is one of a very few sites in the United States which is being constructed 
along lines definitely laid down before construction work began. When the’ Florida Cities 
Finance Company was organized a few years ago to develop a town site, it purchased 537 acres as the 





original nucleus. Ideas of a modern city were gathered from seventy Chambers of Commerce throughout 
the United States by Mr. M. C. Tebbetts, president of the Company. From these ideas, the development 
and layout was planned, and it includes innovations which are bound to be appreciated by the better classes 
within a few years. The narrowest street in Fulford-By-The-Sea is eighty feet wide, with a central park- 
way and two side parkways. The main boulevards range from 100 to 250 feet wide, and the average width 
of all the streets is ninety-one and one-half feet, which is fully thirty-five feet wider than any project now 
planned in the Miami zone. Another feature of the layout is, that all streets will have an illuminated white 
way with no overhead wires, and at street intersections there will be erected electric automatic trattic 
guides. 

Fulford-By-The-Sea is built around a ten-acre park and a modern civie center in which will be erected 
a $3,000,000.00, cighteen-story hotel, containing 420 suites, a modern seventeen-story office building, a power 
plant, a civic auditorium seating 3,000 people, and other buildings which are important factors in modern 
life. Surrounding the civic center is the business district, and around this comes the hotel and apartment 
district; this in turn is surrounded by the residential district, so that a perfeet zoning system, with a place 
for each class of occupancy, is provided for. Because of the scope of this 3,500-acre development, several 
other business districts and parks are included in the Jayout, but the same zouing system will be followed 
throughout the tract. , 

The new city is being built on. the only high ground between the ocean and the everglades, and extends ‘ 
west and northwestward from the head of Bay Biscayne, and is just a mile and a half from the ocean, 
over the only route accessible in a twelve-mile radius from Miami. The tract is bisected by the Royal

Within a week, granulated sugar of the finest grade was consumed in the City of Miami. Everglades bey 
land owned or leased by the Pennsylvania Sugar Company totals two hundred thousand acres, and a 
steady program of sugar cultivation is going forward. In the five years since this daring venture in 
land development was begun, the Pennsylvania Sugar Company’s holdings in the Everglades have, under 
the magic touch of industry and science, been transformed from waste, grass-grown muck lands, to a 
vast, prosperous sugar plantation, 
George H. Earle is president of the company, W. TH. Tloodless is general manager, Captain EE. R. Gra- 
ham, general superintendent, and J. A. McCarthy, secretary-treasurer, 
Millions of dollars are at work in this fertile Everglades land which has been mastered for the use 
of man. Implements have been designed and constructed by the Pennsylvania Sugar Company especially 
for use in this gigantic task. The peculiar nature of this soil has required original tools, plows, harrows, 
cultivators and kindred implements now in the field of agriculture. Many thousands of dollars have been ) 
invested in trucks, tractors, automobiles and wagons, and for five years the hands employed by this com- ; 


pany have presented a scene of constant, lively activity on formerly barren land. ’ 
The increasingly satisfactory distribution of the product of the Pennsylvania Sugar Company is per- 

haps the best testimony to a statement made earlier in this article; that this project, savouring of the high- 

est sort of commercial adventure, stands to-day as one of the enduring assets of Florida, and previsions 

for this state a new era of prosperity founded on a larger seale of industry than has yet been here con- 


ceived, 
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Florida Power & Light Company, Miami 


A community prospers largely in proportion to the perfection of. its transportation system and 
its expansions. In Miami, the service of the Florida Power and Light Company, operating the 
city transportation facilities, showed a tremendous expansion dering the past year. 

The American Power & Light Company, of which the Florida company is a branch, pur- 
chased the street railway and electric company of Miami Beach on March 14, 1924, from the 
Carl G, Fisher. interests, and shortly afterwards purchased the electric light distribution plant. at 
Hialeah from the Curtis-Bright Company and the Diesel Engine Electric Generating Station at 
Hialeah from the City of Miami. 

Immediately upon the completion of the above purchases, the new owners approved and entered 
upon approximately a million dollar construction program in increasing the electric generating capac- 
ity of the Miami Beach plant and the construction of two transmission Hnes, one to Hialeah and 
the other to Fulford and the north line of Dade County, along the ocean front. ‘Vhere was also 
included in this construction program the rearrangement and -betterment of the electric distribu- 
tion system in Miami and Hialeah. All of this work was made necessary for the purpose of install- 
ing adequate equipment to give necessary capacity, both in the electric light and electric railway 
lines, with which to furnish first class service to its present and prospective patrons and consumers 
of electric current. 

On May 31, 1924, the American Power and Light Company further purchased the property 
of the Miami Gas Company, from the St Louis Central Power & Light Company, and as soon as 
the property was taken over the new owners immediately entered upon a $650,000.00. construction 
program by adding to the gas generating capacity, washing and purifying capacity, as well as 
holder canacity of the gas plant and the laying of new feeder mains in the streets of Miami. This 
work was undertaken for the purpose of furnishing the patrons of the new company with gas in 
quality and quantity desired and at such: pressure as would insure at all times a first class service. 
This construction program was completed by January 1, 1925, thus insuring much better gas and 
electric service than was hitherto available in| Miami. 

New suburban electric automatic sub-stations, being erected at Buena Vista, Little River, and 
Coconut Grove, at a cost of about $75,000, are now all under roof and will be completed for the 
1925-26 tourist season. “Vhis work has been under the direct supervision of H. H. Hyman, gen- 
eral manager, who has been connected with the electric light and the water power plants in Miami 
for the past eight years. He was formerly in the employ of the Edison Hluminating Company ot 
Detroit, and later with the Florida East Coast Railway Company. Under his management, the 
building and construction plans of the Florida Power & Light Company have been speeded to com- 
pletion and when in full operation will give to Miami street railway facilities that might well be 
envied by cities twice its size. 

Recently an arrangement was entered int6 with the Miami Beach Electric Railway interests to 
co-operate with the county commissioners in widening the Causeway viaducts, the total cost to be 
$671,100, with the understanding that the Causeway would be double tracked for the better trans- 
portation facilities between Miami and the Beach. Work is now being done on this project, and 
when completed the company will put in this service double trucked) cars and inaugurate such a 
schedule as will bring the ocean within twenty-five minutes of Flagler Street, the center of trathe 
in Miami. 

In all of these projects the guiding hand of G. C. Estill, general manager and vice-president of 
the company, is seen and it is his purpose to give to Miami the best power, light and railway sys- 
tem that brains can prescribe and money purchase. 

G. C. Estill, the directing head of the Florida Power & Light Company, is one of the busiest 
men in this city. He gives careful attention to ali-matters coming betore him in methodical and 
systematic ways which accomplish much in the least possible time. Mr. Estill is a Cornell grads 
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uate engineer. His experience with public utility problems was gained largely with the service he 
has had in Portland, Maine, Nashville, Birmingham, Montgomery and New Orleans, in which 
latter city he had a most extensive connection with the Electric Bond & Shares Company, endowing 
him with a grasp of city transportation problems and lighting requirements which eminently. fitted 
him for directing the affairs of the Miami plant and corporation. o. . 

G. L, Fritz, secretary and treasurer of the Florida Power and Light Company, has also been 
connected with public utilities at various points. He was with the Hudson & Manhattan Railway 
in New York City prior to joining the Electric Bond & Shares Company, at Portland, Oregon, 
before accepting service with the Miami corporation. 

‘The American Power & Light Company is a subsidiary of the Electric Bond & Shares Com- 
pany which finances public utilities in thirty-one’ states and in some foreign countries, being the largest 
corporation of its kind in the world. It shaped its expansion program for Miami on the basis of a 
city of 250,000, Several millions of dollars will be expended in taking care of the needs” ol 
Miami, a goodly part of which has already been used in making an extensive survey of Miami and 
its environs to determine just what these needs are, and to provide for them on the basis of the city’s 
expected growth. In addition to the $650,000 construction program now being carried out expanding 
the Miami Gas Company property facilities alone, the year’s program calls for the outlay of an 
additional $1,225,000 in the building of mains and extending the existing mains throughout the city. 
‘The new electric light plant, valued at $2,000,000, will more than double the capacity, and other 
projects in preparation will make the service as nearly perfect as is it possible to have it. 

No increase in rates have been made, although these improvements were carried out at such 
tremendous cost, and by this attitude the company shows its faith in its patrons and its_ belief 
that Miami people will support them in their progressive programs. It is a task to provide for the 
growth, especially during the peak periods of the tourist season, but Mr. Estill has so systematically 
worked out his plans to meet the requirements of this rapidly growing city that it is believed the 
future will see Miami supplied with public utility facilities equal to those of metropolitan centers 


and surpassed by none in cities of equal or double its present population,

Greyhound racing came to Miami a stranger and is to-day 


a beloved institution with a following of many thousands. 
Mr. Smith, who for years had directed coursing events 
throughout the West with eminent success, supervised the 


building and equipment of the greyhound park, having come 
to Miami at the request of Glenn Curtiss and James A. 
Bright, the men who developed Hialeah. Each year interest 
in Miami's greyhound track has intensified and its importance 
fis a great world center for that sport has inereased., From 
everywhere dog owners to-day bring the best of their kennels 


and, as a result of the high standards of sport thus. pro- 
duced, the track is fast becoming unique in its kind. 
To Mr. Smith's ingenuity and love of this sport, more- 


over, is. due the preservation of greyhound racing as a 
legitimate sport. For the mechanical rabbit used to set. the 
pace of the racing dogs, and which supplanted the employment 
of Jive rabbits for this purpose, is his invention. Humane 
reasons had for years given rise to a sentiment against the 
use of live rabbits, and unless a substitute was contrived, 
would soon have effected the extinction of greyhound racing. 

A clear vision and knowledge of the trend of popular 
feeling convinced Mr. Smith that in its former status the 
sport hung on a flimsy thread, the more so after several 
states passed legislation prohibiting it. No such danger is 
any longer of account. Tis electrically operated — stuffed 
rabbit that has replaced the live animal is no less realistic. 
Its speed is operated from a tower overlooking the track, 
regulating the speed of the dogs, and is henee even more 
dependable than the less humane device previously used. 
Certainly to Mr. Smith is owed a debt of gratitude by every 
lover of swift sport.

Although Hialeah has, in January of 1924, seen the intro 
duction of horse racing, it Should in no way be considered 
as overshadowing the interest in the greyhounds, a sport 
sufficient unto itself and of an incomparable individuality. 
With the inauguration, on January 15, of the horse races, 
which are held in the afternoon, the Miami Kennel Club, had 
their park prepared with a brilliant lighting system especially 
devised for the greyhound tracks, and from the first day of 
the horse races the dog races have been held each night at 
eight o’clock.

Glade Canal, and has within its boundaries some twelve miles 
of canal and river frontage, with direct access to Bay 
Biscayne and the Atlantic Ocean. 

The active development of Fulford-By-The-Sea was begun 
in December, 1923, aud up to May there has been eon- 
structed two store buildings, an apartment and store bw! ling, 
a power plant, a public utilities building, a concert crescent, 
four ornamental entrances to the Civie Park, loeal telephone 
system, ornamental fountain at entrance to groperties on 
Fulford Boulevard, a seo-watt radio plant, Including two 
150-foot towers, administration building and about twenty 
homes. Work is now in progress on the asphalting of the 
rock roads,—-in addition to miles of streets and. wide. side- 
walks, the laying of water mains, and the installation of a 
modern electric light) plant, the wires for which are being 
placed in the 20-foot wide lanes whieh bisect every block. 

The new city has for its boundaries five natural trafic 
lanes and the intersection of Miami's two loop drives with 
the Dixie Highway, hence forms one of the most important 
“Trathe Corners” between the Magie City and West Palm 
Beach. ‘There is under coustruction at the present time a 


magnificent cleetric fountain thirty-two feet high at the 
Dixie Highway entrance to the mew city, and four other 
entrances will be marked ‘by a similar treatment. One of 


the’ outstanding features of the cntire development is the 
fact that only three residential lots are seeured from an 
aere of land, because of the wide streets and the twenty- 


foot lanes at the rear of the lots, which makes for liberality 
of open spaces not found in connection with the plots of 
most cities. 

The only sanctioned Automobile Speedway in the State of 
Florida will be located at Pulford-By-The-Sea, and will com- 
prise a wooden track one and one-fourth miles Jong, built 
on Pulford’s “‘Propical Island. ; 

Pulford University has selected Fulford-By-The-Sea as ts 
best location in the Miami Zone. It will be a non-prifit 
institution. of some forty buildings constructed in the wide 
center parkway of the new Prado. Fulford is thus destined 
to beeome one of the leading educational centers and de- 
sirable homesites of the South. ea 

Public schools, apartment houses, store buildings and homes 
are ineluded in the development program which will cover 
at least a period of seven years, and within the next two 
years the new city will undoubtedly be one of the most 


outstanding accomplishments in the real estate history of 
the nation,
